=== Ftecr that the great Cmperour Conſtan- 
& 7, E209 0c, had peopled the Citte of Conſtant» 
Wo A A nople, with the race of the noble Citizens 
N of Rome, and had rediſied the auncient 
U batidings, founded by Panfanns King of 
> *-=) the Parthes. Among all the Empcronrs 
which ſucceeded in that Empire of Greece, none ſemed to 
baue raiſed his owne name, oz to haue made it ſo famous, 
as the great and mightte Emperour Trebatio. Mhoſe wozs 
thie deeds, with the valtant acts ofthe Bnights of his time, 
J will repoꝛt hre, accoꝛding as Artemidoro the Grecian 
bath left them w2itten in p great volumes of his Cronicle. 
The ſtozp (aith thus: That if at any time Foztune, 
being alwatics vncertatine ? variable,ſhewed hir ſelfe moze 
t iendlie to the Greekes,than to all men beſides, and if euer 
the Grecians were feared in all the world, it was in the 
time ot Trebatio the ſonne of Alicante, which man by right 
line deſcended from the noble 4 ancient bloud of Moloflo, 
the ſecond ſonne of ſtrong Pyrrhus,and in the third diſcent 
from the great Achilles, which was ſlayne in the warres 
at Troye. This Trebatio in the xxv. pere of his age, reig- 
ned in Epyrus, where tbe ſaide Pirrhus and his aunceſtours 
bad beenc Rings. De was Nrong + valiant in armes, and 
endowed with ſo many garces, that his fame in that time 
was ſp2ed ouer all the wo2!d,and that there was neither 
King noꝛ Emperout, dut he was glad to hold him foz his 
fr: 10. Now it happencd in his time by the death of the 
Euperoar Theodoro, the ſtate of the Empire to be void,foz 
that Theodoro had no ſonne , and the Empire was to bee 
ginen by election: ſo that þ Eledoꝛs not finding any whom 
with lo god reaſon they might choſe fo: Cmperour as the 
great Trebatio,as well foz his * fo; his — 
8 N 0 
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cent from ſo noble a race. They with the willing e ioynt 
aſſent of all the Cmpertalls,named him vnto the Empire, 
and bzought him with great honour to Conſtantinople. 
Where, (if beefoze fo2 his great fame they had pꝛaiſed, and 
honozed him) now much moze they held hum deere, hauing 
tn ſome part ſeene t knowen him. Becauſe he was of con- 
ditions very noble, pleſant, louing to al,liberall, curteous. 
ſuſter able, pitifull, and aboue all very defirous to entertem 
in his Court, valiant and wozthy nights, whom her hos 
noꝛed aboue all the Pzinces of the earth. So that his court 
floziſhed with P2zinces and Knights,as well ſubiege, as 
ffkraungers, which mach magnified his great eſtate, t him- 
ſelle held continual exerciſe in armes with them, as being 
like enclyncd to nothing. His vertue by p repozt of ſuch as 
knew him, was ſo rare, that it was generally thought none 
of his pꝛedeceſſoꝛs to haue had aduauntage ouer him, but 
rather he was of greater fozce then any one of them all. 
Fo2 many men were witnelles of his michtie ſtrokes. Har 
was called the great Trebatio,becauſe he was 8. fote in 
height, x very ſtrong timbzed, ſo that without pꝛofe of his 
manhod,they might thereby make coniequre of his fozce, 
in his life,cuſfomes and conditions her was alwaies ſo af. 
fable 4 curteous, that neuer might be noted in him one lit · 
tle fault, Wherefo:e his Hiſtozians ſay, that ha was the 
crowne of the Greelces, t the clere mirrour of all the pꝛin- 
ces u knights of the woꝛld. Uhence allo this his Chzom- 
cle bozoweth this title,eſpectaily hauing therin to remem- 
ber the meruailous deeds of the Knight of the ſunne, with 
Roſicleer, both ſons vnto Trebatio. Since whoſe time, all 
the aduentures of the ancient t famous knights wer cl) 
fozgotten, and ſince whoſe time, neither Vliſles, of whom 
Homer ſpeaketh, neither any other ſongs oz ſonets, ballads 
o2 enterludes, wer heard in Greece, onely with theſe two 
Knights, they were familiar ly acquainted: Oft theſe they 
made great volumes, and with a thouſand deuiſes in verſe 
they ſang ol their loue. They made no building noz pain- 
ture, 
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kure, without ſome ſtoꝛp of them, and their memozy therin 
declared. In ſuch ſozt, that you might paſle by no parte of 
all Greece, where was not recited, ſung 02 painted the hi- 
ſtozies 4 noble dærds of theſc nights, as it no other thing 
but armes oz loue were fitting foz them. And becauſe that 
in p time to come ſo noble things ſhuld not be put in obli- 
uion, ſome of the Grecians compiled this noble Piſtozie, to 
the encouraging of all Nations that Gall either beare oz 
read this Yiſtozy-

Je appeareth by an ancient Grecke Cronicle, that the

Emperour Helio the third p:cdeceſſo2 in the Empire 

rebatio had two ſonnes, the eldeſt of the which two, 
the father being diſeaſed, was cholen Emperour, the other ' 
was married with a Pꝛinceſſe, inherit rix of the king- 
dome of Hungarie, wherby her became Lozd & ruler of that 
kingdome. The firſt ſonne which was elected foz Empe- 
rour departed without iſſue. Foz which cauſe the Greci- 
ans choſe another, which was the pꝛedeceſſoz of Theodoro. 
This ſing the ſecond ſonne of Aclio, which then reigned 
in Hungarie, and iudging that with moſt reaſon the Em- 
pire was his, as grœued with the election, he alſembled his 
power againſt y Grecians, thinking to bee Loꝛd ouer them 
by fozce. In the ende, as h was not ſo mightic as they, 


ſo he was vanquiſhed and Caine befoze he might att aine 


his pur poſe. Pet from that time fozth,all the kings which 
ſuce&ded in Hungarie, pꝛetended alway that the right of 
the Empire reſted in them by way ok ſnherifaunce, and 
Ibere neuer failed warres 4 diſſentions betwen the Hun- 
garians and the Greekes bpon this occaſion. In like man- 
ner, when the great Trebatio was choſen foz Cmperour, 
then reigning in Hungarie, the King Tiberio, a verye 
ſtrong man and of great conrage, beſides of moze might 


then all his aunceſtours. Foz her had in his ſubiecion bæ- 
| B. ii. ſidg 
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fide the Ringdome of Hungary,many other P2zoninces, as 
Holland, Zeland, Flaunders, Zweucland, Bauare, Auſtich, 
Almaine, Alba, Denmarke, Matcomandia, Perſia, and other 
Regions, with the which hee deemed himſelfe one of the 
mighticlt Rings in the wozld.. Tyis Tiberio knowing the 
election of the Cmperour I rebatio,and being moꝛe attach- 
ed with the deſire of the Empire then any of his pꝛedecel⸗ 
fours were, (as it was to be gotten by war) ſo he aſſcin» 
bled by ſümons the greateſt of eſtate thzonghout his land, 
and declaring bnto them his will, he commaunded to gas 
ther all the people they might, foz to inuade Greece. Bæ- 
ſides this, to the ende his power might pet be greater, her 
determined to marry his Daughter bnto ſuch a one, as 
would and could maintaine his quarreil. This $apven 
was called Briana, the moſt beautifull Pꝛʒinceſſe that was 
to be found in all thoſe parts, being by the onelp repozt of 
bir extellencie, (ned vnto by many woꝛthie Pꝛinces, eſpe⸗ 
cially by P2zince Edward, ſonne of Olyuerio, King ot great 
Brittame, This poung Bnight ſtrong and valiant,4 area 
ly enamoured on the Pꝛinceſle Briana, thzongh the grea 
fame of hir beantie,had befoze diſpatched his AmbaCCadoz 
towards the King bir father, to requeſt bir foz wife. To 
tbe which hir Father becauſe her had already vndertoke 
the battaile againſt the Emperour Trebatio, eaſely conde⸗ 
ſended, vpon condition that the Pzince ſhould come into 
Hungary with 20000. choſen men of warre, fo; to aide 
dim in the purſute of his claime againf the Emperour. 
This when Pꝛince Edward vnderftod,be had fo great 
deſire to haue the Pꝛinceſſe Briana, that by t by he gran⸗ 
ted his requeſt, and ſo as ſpedely as hee might, her gathe⸗ 
red the people that the King Tiberio required of him, an 
with the concent of his Father, he departed from great 
Britaine toward Hungary, giuing intelligence beeſoze vnto 
the King Tiberio of his comming. The King knowing the 
ſuccours which came vnto him, appointed a day, when all 
bis Yoaſt ſhould mete together, and finding himſelſe — 
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ſo great power, in the meane while vntill the pꝛince came, 


be reſolued to make a roade into Greece, ſacking all the lit- 


tle townes hee might, befoze that the Cmperenr Trebatio 
could percetue it. Afterwardes if the Emperour Trebatio 


ſhoald come to ſuccour his ſubieds, then to iopne battaile 
with him, at ſuch time as the Pꝛince ſhould appꝛoch, which 


thing her put in pzactiſe diligently. Foz with that power 


which her bad, he entered into Greece, foꝛraging the coun- 


trep, taking lit ie townes of no great foꝛce, burning q wa- 


ſting fo much as he might, to the entent, that the people of 
other fenced Cities ſtroken with feare, might abonden the- 
ſelues to flight, enſeeb!e their fozces. Yowbeit King Ti- 
berio had not paſſed in Greece xxx. miles, when the Cmpe- 
rour Trebatio hauing knowledge of it, came againſt him 
with an hoaſt of knights ſo valiant, that at p firſt alarme, 
the Hugari:n reculed,and by the chaſe of his enimies, was 
fo2ceb to retire home into the citte of Belgrado, which is in 
Hungary. Cher her fo2tified himſelfe, e manned the towne, 
bnwilling as pet to goe into the field, vntill the Pzince of 
great Britame ſhould arriue, by whoſe comming their po⸗ 
wers being ioyned, hee thought hee might giue the bat taile 
vnto the Emperoar Trebatio. Albeit he carried about him 
a mayme incurable in his body, not by any ſtroke lent 


him by bis enimie, but by the onely conceipt of the Em- 
perours vertue. Foz her had ſcene the Emperour demeane 


bimſelſe moze wozthely, then any of thoſe that came with 
him, and namely in a kinſ man of his, a very ſtrong Knight, 
whom the Emperonr at one blowe as it were deuided in 
two peeces. This, as it might be, made him kepe his cham⸗ 
ber, becauſe he himſelſe confeſſed the valoz of the Emperoz 
to be abone prepozt of men, not withſtanding de had heard 
ſutficient ly of the Emperours pzowelſe. But becauſe theſe 
things are not mentioned, but to giue beginning to this 
hiffozie, we run them bꝛielly oner,not rehearſing the great

(Crtaine daics the Emperour Trebatio lay at the db 
of Belgrado, hoping that the King ITiberio would tome 
ont to giue — battaile,foz that he had great deſire to be 
auenged of the great harmes which her hadde recepued in 
Greece, but the Iitng would in no wiſe leaue the towne, 
ſtill abwing the comming of Pzince Edward and his army 
out of England. The Emperoz meruailing much at it, com- 
manded a | p2iſoner to be bzonght befoze him, whom bee had 
taken in the fozmer battaile, ot him he demaunded p cauſe 
why the King Tiberio held himſelfe fo cloſe with ſo many 
god knights mewed vp in the citie, x why he came not out 
to giue the battaile, with pꝛomiſe of life e liberty if he told 
froth, otherwiſe the certaintie of moſt crueil death. The 
pꝛiſoner thus placed befoze the Emperoꝛ, what with feare 
of death, and hope of liberfte, durſt not declare other then 
the truth, and therefoꝛe thus made anſ were vnto him. 
know pou mightte Emperour, that when the King of 


„ Hungary my mailter , firſt tobe vpon him the entry into

„ onſet, as ſone as their fozces ſhall be vnited. is 
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This ſaid the pꝛiſoner: but the Cmperour minding to 
knowe mo2e of the matter,demaunded of. hun, where the 
P2incefſe Briana temained, and of what age ſhe might be. 
The pꝛiſoner aun\ wered him. y Lo2d, ſhe is with the 
Quene Augulta hir mother in the Moneſtarp of the Ri- „ 
ner, which is neere Buda, a pleaſaunt and deledable houſe, „ 
wherin none are lodged but Nunnes,4 the Quenes Gene , 
tlewomen.The Þzincefſe is of the age of 14.yeares, 4 be ,, 
allured that ſo many as ſhall ſ& hir, will iudge hir rather „ 
& goddes then a woman, ſo much hir beautie doth excel all „ 
the gentlewomen of the woꝛld. Now ſo ſwne as the P2ince „ 

hall land, he wil ſtraight waies take his iourney towards „ 
the Moneſtarp of p riner,becauſe it is ſo appointed by the ,, 
Bing hir father. The King himſelfe will not be there, be- „ 
c.̃aulſe he will not ber abſent in ſuch a buſie time from the „ 
Cit ie. When the p2iſoner had thus ſaid, the Emperour „ 
Trebatio commaunded him to be ſet fret, without fpeaking „ 
other thing to his people, but with a ſozrowfull g froubled „ 
tountenaunce, he withdze w himſelfe into a ſecret chamber „ 
of his Jmpertall tent. Where toſſing in his conceit diners „ 
t ſund2y fancics,he endured a willfall impziſonment with , 
out any baile oꝛ mapnpꝛiſe. Thus that fozce,which neither „ 
by tilf,furncy,no2 barriers,neither by ſpeare no2 \ wozd, „ 
neither by mallice of the enimie, noꝛ pꝛide of the might ie, „ 
might at anie time be ſubdued, was now vanquiſhed by ,, 
the onely heare-ſay of a Oentlewomans commendation. ,, 
Nay,p valiant heart, which he held fo2cible iuough againſt ,, 
all the world, failed in his owne defence agarnft a delicate „ 
damzell whom he had neuer ſeene. What (ozce is it that „ 
may repulſe this euill, ſith that with ſuch flattering cloſes ,, 
it onerth2oweth ſo many noble hearts and ſtrong bodies. ,, 
But to returne, the Cmperour Trebatio ſo much burned 
in loue with the P2zinces Briana, that alreadie he hath foꝛ⸗ 
gotten the damage receiued in his Countrey, his tranaile 
out of his Country with a huge armie, the conſuming 
. of his treaſure foz ta-wzeabe bis anger on the king Ti- 
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berio, onely hee deuiſed vpon this, how to giue remedy by · 
to his amozous paſſion. Foz as the fire was great which 
enllamed him, ſo was the remedy by all ſeinblaunte farre 
from him. Beecauſe that on the one part be was hindzed by 
the entmie betweene hum and hir father, ſo that be durſt 
not require hir foz wife, and on the other ſide, ſher was al; 
redp pzomiſed to the Pꝛince ef great Britaine, who had put 
btmſelfe on his tourney foz the attaining of hir perſon, (0 
that likewiſe the Ling could not take hir from him, to 
glue vnto his enimie. Theſe things bzed ſuch griete vnto 
te Emperonr,as that he hoped foz nothing but to die. And 
ſe turning and ouerturning in his thought a thouſand ſozt 
of remedies, without finding any which mi bt lat iſſie him, 
he conueied himſelfe into his moſt ſecret Tent, and there 
remained thze dates, not ſuffering any of his people to 
haue acceſſe vnto him, oꝛ ſpeach with him, except ſome ſqut= 
ers ſeruitozs, from whome lihewiſe bee would willinglpe 
haue exempted himſelfe, but that he would not die ſo deſpe · 
ratelie. Thoſe of the Camp, which ſaw the ſodaine change 
and alteration in the Emperour, as they knew not the 
cauſe ok it, ſo were they much abaſhed and carfull to know 
what it might be. Some imagined that the delaye of the 
warre, and the comming of P2ince Edward were the oc- 
caſtions of his trouble, and ſo hoping that he Govid well 
ouercome that gricfe ſhoꝛt lie, they left dim to bis reſt vn 
fill he had reſolued bpon the purlute of this which follows 
eth in the next chapter.

FOure dates after that the Cmpero2 Trebato was thus 
wounded with the loue of the P2zincefſe Briana, P2ince 

Edward with tr. M. ent red into the citie of Belgrado, wher 

he was welcomed by the Aing, who had great deſire to (& 

him, fo he thought not onely to depart with the Cit ie, but 

allo to adde ther vnto a great part of Empire of _—_— 
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Do lone as this newes were ſpꝛead in the enimies campe, 
the Emperour was caſt intogreater melancholy,as by the 
Choztnes of time not being able to find an iſſue fo his late 
deuiſe, onelp this he thought, p foz to aſſure this vncertaine 
hope(if there might be any) he had none other way the to 
cut off pꝛince Edwards enterp2iſe,4 ſo by ſhoztning his life, 
better 6 moe eaſie to compaſſe the obteining of the Pꝛin- 
ces. Upon this reſolution he made to call into his tent 12. 
knights, p moſf valiant 4 woꝛthieſt of all his hoaſt,among 
whom one was Alceo,father of Rodomarte,pzince of Sar- 
diu1a,of whom there is made great account in this hiſfazies 
the ſecond was Alpineo L.of the Jland Lemnos : the third 
was called Alfonte L. of the land Sicile: the 4. was called 
Alcino Ring of Thrace : the fift Liberio L. of Nicroponte # 
the ſixt Boriſthines whoſe ſonne was 22 Pznce of 
Rhodes: the 7. was Dardante, P2zince of tia : the 8. 
Melides Liof Ithaca, where Vlules reigned Ring:the 9. Ar- 
gante L. of Pathomos: y IO. Arimoiit L. of the Ilands Cycla- 
des: þ 11. Artedoro pꝛinte of Candia: the 12.4 laſt Nicoleon- 
te L. warden of the ſtreights wher Corinth tov. All knights 
of great account,young a very ſtrong fo2 to vndertake any 
enter pꝛiſe, all ſubicus vnto the Cmperour, and all welber · 
loucd of him, ba cauſe hee was pꝛiuie vnto their great vers 
tucs. Now whe the Cmperour ſaw all thoſe knights in pꝛe⸗ 
ſence} with ſome ſhamefaſtnelle which the watght of p mat- 
ter cauſed,he reuraled to them wholy hie griefe, giuing the 
to vnder tand wit hall, p vnleſſe hee had ſome help, his lyfe 
were ſpult Among al the beſt which he had found, he reckend 
ſgecially vpon one, which was,s ſecretly they ſhould auoide 
the camp'$ follow him. The Kmobts haning great deſire 
to ſerue hun, t cſt@ming themſelues happie that bee would 
communicate with the part of his minde,they fre&ly oſfered 
varo him their perſons,fo2 the accompliſhing of that which 
her ſhould command them, t they all agrad to depart with 
dim in ſuch oꝛder as he had deuiſe d. Then the Emperour

„The king meruailing at this that the Cmperoz did, without 
moꝛe demanding of him whether oꝛ wherabout he would 
go, accepted the charge c pꝛomiſed therin to employ his tra- 
uaile. UAell, h night appꝛoc hing with the houre agreed vpon, 
the Emperour with 12. Bnights, armed at all points with 
rich r coſtly armour, à with Hungarian bales, ſecretly left 
the camp, without being heard 02 knowen of their enimies, 
wherein they trauailed all night vnt ill the day appeared, 
then they alighted to reft their hozſes, 4 fed vpon ſuch vics 
tuals as they had bꝛought with them, after taking agatne 
their hoꝛſes, they poſted on their tourney till they were in 
the mid way bat weene Buda 4 Belgrado, which way pꝛince 
Edward of fozce muſt haue paſſed when he would go to the 
monaſtery of the riner . There in a thick wood ſomewhat 
aſide out of the{way,they put themſelues,hauing pꝛouiſion 
and furniture of all things neceſſary,where they remained 
verie cloſe, vntill that Foztune friendly to the Emperour 
and enimie fo the P2ince,gaue the pꝛince into the Empe- 
rours hands, which ſhall bee ſhewed in the chap. following. 
Prince Edward riding toward the monaſterie of the riucr,was 
by the Em Trebatio encountered & {laige. cap. 5. 
V Voben pꝛince Edward had once ſet foting in Belgrado, he 
had great deſire to ſe the pꝛintes, ſo Þ the third day 
alter his cõming, he would n&ds depart toward p mona» 
ſterie of p riuer. The king Tiberio vnderſtanding his deſire 
(albeit he himſelfe might not accõpanie him,) pe the ſet him 
on his way thether ward (onelp to haue his aide #4 aſſiſtance 
in the batt aile with 4. aged knights in his compante, being 
belt knowen by the qucene & the Pꝛinces. Cheſe ſhould ber 
in the pꝛinces ret inue, x other 12. knights mo which he har

bꝛought out of his count ry, s by theſe the King ſent letters 
to p N.t the pꝛinces Briana, hᷣ contents wherof were, 5ᷣ the 
pꝛince might ſpedely bee bet rothed vnto hir, vut moꝛe com- 
panie would he not ſend, therby to haue the match kept (e- 
cret till the war which he held with the Cmperour were ſi⸗ 
nicht. Foz this matter was huſht no man almoſt being pꝛi⸗ 
uie vnto it, yet þ pꝛiloner which bewꝛaied it vnto the En 
perour, had vnder ſtanding of it by means of the kings ſer⸗ 
uice. In this time the Queene t hir daughter hauing intel⸗ 
ligence of the pꝛinces comming, attended his comming in 
the monaſtery W pꝛeparation foz his entert ainmẽ t. Pꝛince 
Edward departing fro the Bing one night the moſt couert- 
ly that her might, went out of the cittie with his owne. 12 
knights, & 4. of the Kings : with theſe he toke his way a 
Whole night t a day with all the haſt he might, to ende the 
great deſtre hee had fo ſ@ the beautifull pzinces. This way 
albett ſhoꝛt, pet if ſeemed long vnfo him, as being ignozant 
of the ſower ſance & woefull wedding which was in pꝛoui⸗ 
ding.

Theſe two held 
on their way,. not aſcried by the ambuſh, but ſo ſone as the 
pzince with his knights had ent red in the thicket, they wer 
pzeſcntly diſcouered by the Emperour, wo was already, 
armed. 
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armed with his rich armour, mounted bppon a ſtrong & 
light hoꝛſe. The Emperoꝛ taking a great ſpeare in bis hand 
very ſharp, s well ſtlcd fo; the purpoſe, went alone aſide 
out of the wode with a ſoft pace , to encounter with the 
Pꝛince & his knights, and being come right beefoze them, 
ſaid vnto them. now you knights that this paſſage is fo; · 
bidden, except pon leaue pour ſhelds pour names in them: 
Fo2 that a Lady whom J honour e ſerne bath commaun- 
ded mee to do it, whoſe loue J could not other wiſe obtaine. 
The Pzince Edward was by nature veric ſtout, f by incli- 
nat ion ginen to ſome what leſſe modeſtie in his talke then 
behourd ſuch a Pꝛince, howberit foz this and other faults 
de was a very valiant e frong Knight, ſuch a one as net- 
ther in great Britaine, neither in the Aingdome of Hunga- 
rie, was thought to haue his pere. But as he vnderſtod the 
demaund of the night, verie w2oth he anſwered him. By /, 
God night, if the King Tiberio were as certaine of the „ 
dictozie againſt the Emperour Trebatio, as J hope to cha- „ 
ſtire thy follie, then the Pꝛince of England ſhould not næde „ 
to come from fo farre a countrie to giue him helpe. Take „ 
thou quickly that part of the flelde as ſhall ſeme god bn- ,, 
to thee, and with one onely choyſe thou ſhalt ſ& how dere ,, 
and bitter thy lone hath beene vnto thee. hy 
as the Pꝛince had ſaid this, and had pꝛonounced with 
ow owne mouth, that cruell dome, not well fozeſeing his 


owne fall, her toke a great ſpeare from one of his kmgbts 
and bꝛoched his hozſe with the ſpurres to mete the Cm- 
perour, (This he dyd not fo2 that his Knights would not 
baue put themſelues in the aduenfure beefoze him, euerie 
man clatming to bee firſt, but fog that no reaſon ſufficed 
him. Foꝛ his ſtoutneſſe and his vnmeaſur able pꝛide, made 
him to fozgette the fozce of his enimie, and pet his enimte 
ſcode bofoze him ſo great and ſo bigge made, that he (&- 
med to bee a Gpant.) But this Pzinces aduerſe foztune £ 
vnhappte deſtinies woulde him fo bee the fozmoſt , ſo that 
the mightye Trebatio knew it, as well by the m__—_

his armour as by the talke which had paſſed befweene him 
and his Knights, and being verie glad to ſe him the fk 
which hee met, he ſatd vnto himſelfe, O that my Spcare 
were now greater and ronger,t the head foꝛged by Vul- 
can, that it might not ſtape in the armour of this Knight, 
fo2 that acco2ding as J ſæ him great and ſtrong, ſo I fearg 
he will eſcape my handes, and then my trauaile ſhall bee 
all in vayne. Thus as be lapde, they by and by dyd put 
both theyz Speares in their reſtes, and giuing either hozſe 
his bꝛidle, they ranne together with ſuch lurie, that they 
made the earth to tremble, and pet the light nelle of thepz 
poꝛſes was ſuch, that it ſe med the graſſe relded not vnder 
they fete . The Pꝛince hit the Cmperour in the mid- 
deft of the ſheelde, and percing farther left the head re⸗ 
maining in the fine and well ſfeled armour , whereby 
the ſtaffe bꝛoken tn manye ſheuers made a great whiſte⸗ 
ling tn the apze. But the Emperours ſtroke was much 
moꝛe fell,fo2 het leuelled it with ſuch foꝛzce that it entered 
not onely into the ſheeld and ſtrong armour of the Prince, 
but paſſed thꝛough vnto his amozous heart all bæ dewed 
with bloud a whole armes length. 

Then the Prince fell dead, executing the ſenfence which 
ber had giuen in theſe wa2des , that that loue Could ber 
verie deere and bitter.When his people ſaw him ſtretched 
bppon the ground, there might no ſoꝛrow ber compared 
vnto theirs, and as raging madde they ranne all together 
vpon the Emperour, thinking to put in pꝛaaiſe their dead- 
ly anger vpon his carcaile. Some with Speares and other 
with Swozdes ftrack him on all parts with great rage 
and haſt , ſo that if bis armour had not bene very god, 
in ſhoꝛt ſpace they had hewed it in portes. But that moſt 
baliaunt G2z&ke no lefſe ſtrong then anye of his aunce⸗ 
toꝛs, bearing his fine and ſharp \wozd, turned himſelfe a⸗ 
mong them in ſuch manner,that her ſheathed it in their bo, 
dies. The firſt whom her met her cleaued vuto the eyes, the 
ſeconds armes hee cut off by the elbow, being ſoze woun- 
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ved her ouerthzew the khirde at another blow, neither 
ſtaied her herre, but in his rage, he dealt blowes and woun- 
ded many, which fo2 feare accounting him rather a Diuell 
of hell, then a knight, put themſelues to flight. Albeit they 
might haue recouered ſome courage in that they wer mas 
ny and choſen Knights,alwates againſt one knight onelp. 
But the reaſon was fo2 that at this time the Emperours 
Knights ſhewed themſelues out of the wode. So that in- 
derde by the great mandede of they; Loꝛd thep found none 
left on line ſaue two nights of the Kings Which were 
knowne by thep2 Hungarian baſſes. Thoſe the Emperour 
commaunded to be kept carefully,fo2 the thing beefoze tou⸗ 


ched. 


This being done, the knights and other fofmen which 


the Emperour had bꝛought with him to guide his carriage 
toke all the dead bodies vpon their hoꝛſes, without leauing 
any thing which was theirs, t altogether they caried them 
into the thicke of the wod, from whence they beefoze came 
out, there in the thickeſt thereof they made a great pit,in- 
to the which they thꝛew the Pꝛince and the knights, ſaue 
the Engliſh baſes, x the kings letters which were nedfull 
fo2 his purpoſe , they couered them with earth in ſuch ſo2t, 
that there was neuer memoꝛzie of them . At the time that 
the Prince was entered, the Emperour being of conditts 
ons pit iſull, felt ſo great doloz in his heart, that the teares 


iſſued abundantly from his epes, ruing the loſle of ſo great 


a Pꝛince ayne out of his owne Count rie in the beauty of 
his age, which alſo peelding a great ſigh, which ſeemed fo 
hate come from the bottome of his heart, he ſapde with a 
troubled and low voice in this wiſe. 


O vnhappie and vnfo2tunate Pzince , Ged knoweth 5 
bow ſozrowfull and grieuous thy death is to mer, and how »» 
faine J would haue giuen remedie in ſome other manner, »» 
to that J moſt deſired, and although thou waſt mine ent- »»

Theſe two were very 
fearefull of the death, ſæing the things which were already 
done, s eſpecially when they knew him to bee the CEmperoz 
Trebatio, whome they held as their moꝛtall enimie. Now 
when they came beefoze him, the Emperour (aide to them. 
„It vou will doe p which J comand you, kæpe ſecret that 
„which J tell you , J will not onely par don you the death 
„ which J haue giuen to pour fellowes,but alſo 3 will bzing 
n „you with mer into mine Empire, where you ſhall be very 
„wel tontented. The knights better ſatiſfied the thep were, 
becauſe hee pꝛomiſed the life,befoze not hoping but p death, 
with god will they y&elded themſelues to doe all that her 
would, with all, (wearing into his Emperiall hands their 

5 faith t obeiſance. Then ſaid the Emperour, p which J wold 
„ haue pou doe is this, J haue great deũre to haue the Pꝛin- 
„ teſſe Briana fo2 wife, f this may not be done, except 3 go in 
„ the name of Pꝛince Edward, to enſure my ſelfe to hir in the 
„ monaſtery of the riuer, foz the which it is neceſſary Þ vou 
„ two being knowen of the quene 4 the Pꝛinceſſe, ſhould go 
9» in my company,t ſay that Jam Pzince Edward. How firs, 
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diſcouer not my ſecret to any perſen,hntilly vou be licen- 3» 
ſed therevnto by me, and in fo doing, you ſhall do nounht , 
either againſt your Lozde 02 Aingdome, ith in this bar »» 
gaine the Pꝛinceſſe iwſeth not, and the King with all his „, 
ſubiects win perpetually, fo: that by this means, the great, 
warres and content ions begun, ſhall take end. 

After that the Cmpero2 had ſaid theſe and other things, 
whereby the Knights vnderfiode his will, it ar@ucd them 
net a whit of this talhe, but they wer rather iopious, wet + 
eng the benefit which the King,the kingdome, the Pꝛincelle 
Briana, and all his ſhoulde reape thereby, and cſpccially the 
Pzinceſſe, by obfaining fo huſband, the moſt noble and 
wozthie Pꝛince of all chzitendome,as well fo his perſon, 
as fo2 his eſtate, and ſo with god will they ſubnutted 
themfelncs to do him pleaſure, and what cls he comman⸗ 
ded them. With this, the Cmperonr and his knights take 
the letters which were directed to the Quane 4 the Pzin- 
celle, and with moze hope fo atchicue their cnqueſt, they 
put on the Engliſh baſes, which made them ſeeme Engliſh 
men, then taking their way toward the Moneſtarp of the 
riner. In the way, the Kings knights told the Emperour, 
how two of their felowes were gone befoze to giue/ notice 
vnto the Pꝛinceſſe, of Pzince Edwards comming, and that 
therefoze it were god to goe well aduiſed, foz they Could 
meete them by the way. The Cmperour allowed their ad- 
utce,# charged his people vntill they appꝛoched nere them, 
not to diſcloſe themſelues, leaſt they ret pꝛing, their ſecrets 
might bee layde open. How foztune iumped ſo euen with 
the Emperour, as that all things ſucceeded on his ſide, vn⸗ 
till the accompliſhment of his deſire, which ſhall be reci- 
ted in the chapter following. 


The Emperour Trebatio was receiued at the Moneſtarie, 
by the Archbiſhop of Belgrado, and there betrothed by

the name of Pzince Edward. Cap. G.

T Þe G with bis Antgbts departed trom the 
wode, where the bnfozturiate Bzince was flaine, and 
foke their wap towards the citie of Buda, until they came 
within vi. miles of the Poneſtary, where they law a far 
the two other knights, which had pefqurnch ta bꝛing the 
Pꝛince on his war. yon thetr. ke lo es had eſpicd them, 
they told it to the Cmperoz : lf this,the Emperoꝛ coms 
manded his knights to kæpe fogether,lealt they ſhou!d he 
knowen, and ſo they kept on till they met. The other two 
ſceing the Englich bates, thought him to be the Pꝛince of 
England with his nights. But the Emperours knightcs, 
as lone as theſe were within their reacy,latd hold on their 
bꝛidels, and with curtedus woꝛds ſtaied them vntill tze ge 

ther fwo knights of the Rings had talked with them. 
Theſe two declared vnto the other that which had happe- 
ned between Pzince Edward and the Empergur Trebatio, 
and in the ende, made plaine the meaning of the CTmpe- 
roar,both pꝛaieng them to kœpe it ſccret, and thꝛeatning 
them with death, it they did otherwiſe. No doubt, they 
wondꝛed at that which chaunced, but what the Emperour 
would, that they pꝛomiſed him, and were _—_ repen⸗ 
faunt of their exchange. 

The Emperour being aſſerfained of their faith, went 
with them towards the Moneſtarp of the rtucr,whervuto 
being come, they found not in the Monelkar p, but the Q 
the Pꝛincelle, and other Gentlewomen being ſeruitoꝛs, to 
attend vpon them, and the Archbiſhop of Belgrado, ,whici 
there tarried foꝛ to enſure them. This ie 8 
the Emperour at the gate, and thinking hun revlp to, 


be the pꝛince of England, conducted him with his kuights 
where the Queene and the Pzinces were in the compame 
of beautifull and diſcreete Ladies, abiding his comming. 
When they had ſaluted each other, and that the Cimperoz 
bad taken a full vie of the Pzinceile, he'was greatly a- 
balhed to ſie hir beautte,foz he could not be perl waded 
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lo great comlineſſe had bene in Helene, although pearctye 
bought by his aunte ſtoꝛs, he iudged it moꝛe Feaucnlve oz 
angelicall, then humane oꝛ earthly, beſides, ſhee was of a 
godly ſtature, excelling the other Gentle women, in beight 
a ſpan. The Pꝛinceſſe when the ſaw the Emperoꝛ befoꝛe 
bir ſhe iudged him to be Þ gedliclt knight that might ber m 
the woꝛld, which his beautifull face 4 pleaſant countenance 
ſhewed eipecially. Whcnthus by the eies each of them 
were indifferently lat tied, the Emperoꝛ would baue kif- 
ſed the hande of the Queene Augulta, but ſhe with great 
god will embꝛated him. By and by turning himſelfe againe 
towards the Paincelſlſe, he take hir by the hand, and lapde 
in effec thus much. ä 
The fame of pour great beautie, excellent P2inceſſe, „ 

bath in ſuch ſozt paſſed through the woꝛld, that the onely »» *' 
repozt thereof, hath fozced the P2inee of England to leave 5» 
bis natur all Aingdome and foile,fo come and ſerue por in . 
this Tountrep, and to beholde with his owne eies, that »» 
which his eares would ſcarcely beleue.God hath made me = 
Jo foztunate that J haue obtaincd the gad will of the king »» 
pour father, 4 of the Queno your mother foz to haue you »» 
ta wife. Only now J want the conſent of pour part, which »» 
the Bing by his letters pzapeth you to giue me, and J foꝛ „ 
the deſire that J haue to be vours, beſerch vou not deme it +» 
me, foʒ with it A may account my ſelſe the happieſt knight » 
of all the wozide.- And with theſe wozdes, kiſſing the »» 
Kings letters, he deliuered if into hir handes, which the 
P2incclſe recciuing, with a graue and ſober counte- 
naunce, and after taking it to the Archbiſhoppe foz 
to read, the mean? time made Aunf were loft ly on this 
wiſe. nn $$ 17 

J would to God moſt wozthy P2zince;that J were ſach „ 
a one as with reaſon might deſer ue ſome part of p paines „ 
which pou haue taken onely fo ſe me, oz that J might in, 
lome little reſpec recompente the great pleMure you haue , 


done to me, to all this kingde me, in comming to ſticeo2 vs,, 
C. ii. with 
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»» with your great ſoꝛce and power, but flth deſert dorh want 
„ſo much in mæ, J will accompliſh that which the duet of 
„ obedience vnto the King my father foꝛceth me vnto, foz 5 
„ J muſt ſubiect my will vato his commandenient, vet J ſo 
„ conſider of this pour oſfer and requeſt, as that from this 

„time J will dare to compare with you in like happineile. 
While theſe woꝛds were in ſpeaking, the Archbiſhop 
began to read the Kings letters, wherein onely was con- 
tained his conſent, with the dere of dilpatch,that pꝛeſen⸗ 

lie vpon the Peinces comming they ſhould be married. 

Che Archbiſhop, with both their conlents, taking their 
bands, married them with all the cerimonies and wozdes 
which the Church o2detneth. After this, the Emperoꝛ im⸗ 
2aced the faire Pꝛinceſſe, and with unſpeakable gladneſſe 
kiſſed hir on the white and red cherkes, and from thence, 


> b:onght hir into a goꝛgeous chamber, where they dꝛaue 


foꝛth the reſt of the dap, with very amoꝛous and delectable 
talke, which ſo much the moꝛe ſet his loue one fire, as hee 
pꝛocceded farther in bis pleaſaunt daliaunce. Albeit ere 
night, the molt puilant Cmpero2 was not alfogether qui- 
eted in his thought, foz feare leaſt ſome one which knewe 
the Pzince might haue bewzaycd them, at length, beeing 
certaine that none in the Poneſtarie, had ſeene either the 
one 02 the other, but onelp the Rings foure knights, x his 
own men, which kept the mat ter cloſe tnough.When the 
houre of ſupper appoꝛched, he ſupped with ſome pleaſure, x 
ſo held on a great part of the night till it was time to take 
his reſt. Then the Emperour was ledde to one ſide of the 
Moneſtarp, wherein ther was a rich and ſtatelp lodging, 
where he lengthened the night with manye fancies, not 
hauing as pet reached into the very deapth of his enter 
pꝛiſe, albeit ſtilled a littie, with that which alreadye had 
happened. The beautifull Pꝛinceſſe after leaue taken of 
the Emperour,accompained the Qutene bir Mother. 
Betauſe, vntill that the warre was ended bert werne the 


Bing hir Father a and the — ſhe was _ to 
ape 
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hir ſelfe vnknowen, t ſo the king hir father and the 
Qucene hir mother had commaunded,leaſt if ought (hould 
happen amiſſe to the P2ince in thoſe battailes,the Pꝛintes 
ſhould haue remained both a maiden and a widdow : this 
deniſe little auailed, as ſhall be manifeſted in the ſcquele. 


¶ The Emperour Trebatio driueth in his conceit, the order 
how to conſumate the marriage, which in the end he bring- 


eth to paſſe accordingly, Cap 7. 


THC Cmperonr Trebatio remained thzæ dates in 

the Poneſtarp of the river, not hauing oppoztunitie 
to taike with the Pzinceſſe alone,becauſe ſhe was not wil- 
ling to giue conſent to his deſire, vntill the warre with the 
Emperour ſhould be finiſhed. This inconuenience troubled 
his thought, and increaſed his melancholp, as nothing moze 
fo; that the terme which the King had ſet foz his returne 


was alreadye expired, and being afraide leaſte the King 


would ſend fo2 him, whereby his fault ſhould ber diſcoue- 
red, without giuing remedie to that which had bene the o 
riginall of his griefe, in ſuch wiſe he was tozmented that 
be could neither fle&pe noz eate. And in his imagination he 
did naught els but gaze on the Pzinceſſe, expecting time 
when he might alay the heate of his amoꝛous paſſion. 
But whether it were foztune, oz the will of God, it fell ſo 
out, that there was begotten bet werne them, the frnite ot 
their deſire. Foz one mozning walking in his chamber, her 
efpicd out of a windowe the Pꝛinceſſe alone in hir night 
gowne, going towards a freſh and pleaſant garden butting 
vpon his lodging, (the garden befoze he had not ſ&ne.) 
Into this garden enfered none but the P2incefle and hir 
Gentlewomen.As he ſaw ſo god and pꝛolperons a time, 
the moſt toyfall man that euer was, he went towards the 
pleaſaunt garden,and finding no entrie,but by the cham- 
ber of the Pzincefſe,the doze —_— was ſhut, hee — 
li. a 


The firſt part of the 
two of thoſe ſpeares which his knights had bꝛougbt, and 
rearing them vp againft the wall with the blunt end vp» 
wardes, (as hee was verte nimble) he lifted himſelle vpon 
them lightly, and eaſsly flibde downe bet wirt them into 
the garden, without being ſene of any,cſpectally not of 
the Pzinceſſe, who was vawitting of ſuch a leape. 

The Pꝛincelle was nigh a Fountaine well ſet about 
with Roles and Jeſlamines, kembing and dꝛelling ol hir 
realow haire. Now when ſye ſaw hir ſelie thus ſodam- 
ly taken by the Cmperovur, with a fearefail Rtaige, ſhe 
roſe from whence ſhe was, and gently ſmiling as fomwhac 
oucrtaken with ſamefatncde,the beſhzowed him in this 

5 ſozt. Afurebly wy Lozd, needes mult the hurt ber great 
63 which you haue ſuitetned by your leape, and great is the 
„imurie which the garden hath receiued by pour entrye, 
„ becauſe that in it none haue come, but either my ſelfe, oz 
„mp Gentlewomen: f92 whole ſolace it was firſt plotted 
„out. Foꝛ this cauſe God hath ſhe wed mer luch faneur, an- 
” 7 ikek the Emperour, becauſe J haue lodged my heart in 
„ peur excellent beautie, and well map the bodie lawfullre 
„ ktnter, where the heart is har boured. Let not therfoze my 
„entrp god madame, ſerme ſtraunge vnto vou, ſith that nei - 
„ther houre no2 moment J map depart from pou. And if 
„ this my rudcncs hath pꝛocured you any paine, by the fre- 
„ dome which pou haue giuen me, my heart ſhail make ex- 
„ (uſe bnto your beautie, under whole lafe conduct withouk 
„ demaund of leaue, my bodpe hath centred. The god Em⸗ 
perour baning thus ſaid imbzaced and litfſed hir, and not 
Icauug any leature of repipanade hir to ſit downe by him 
Hr vnto the well. This place was (a hedged and com⸗ 
paſſed about with odoꝛiſerous Roſes, and ſ werte ſmellung 
Fellamines,tyat they might not be percetucd by eny.-And 
the gentle mourmure that the running water made vpon 
the pebble ones, agraing with the delicate lates which 
divers birdes made bpen the grene-boughes, encrealed lo 
much the longing dere of the Cmpergur, that caffing 
how 
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how to winne the fanour of his Lady, alreadie his tongue 
failed to ſpeake, and his hearing to receine that which ſte 
ſpake. Sher then all trembled, as knowing his purpoſe, and 
thꝛough fearc greatly deſired {o haue ſhanned that place, 
but the Empcrour caught hir beefwene his armes, and 
with ſuch haft to ende his lute, lelt hir vnlurnithed of hir 
aunſ were. | 

At that time as the burning beames of the Dunne began 
with his golden rates, to lone though the thieke Jcſca- 
mines, all the foztunatc aspects intermedling their fozces, 
at that time, dy the grate of the Amightie, were begotten 
theſe two noble child ꝛen, the Knight of the Sunne, Roſi- 
cleer,H the beames of Whole unightly derds lo ſhincd kong 
the wonld, as that the wort hie pꝛowes of their Paedecstes 
were therby eclipſed. 

This was the Plaudite of his pation, and the beautb 
full Pꝛinceſſe noww became a wife ſomewhat-agatnft hir 
will, but when ſhe ſaw na remedie to that which was 
palt;the comfozted hir ſeife in that he was hirlawfull hu 
band and ther toꝛe thee pardoned him his boldneſſe in trou- 
bling hir. Theſe t walouers ſhoꝛtened the time with gad 
agrement,vntill the Cmperour at his departure, toke his 
leaue of hir to mounte vp the way hee came, and to re- 
tourne into his lodging. The Peinteſle remained alone 
in the garden, vatill hir Gentlewomen came foz gir to 
dinner. 

Ater this, pet the Emperoz coiourned there this dates; 
at the end whereof, fearing the Kings iealouſie oulr his 
tarrieng,and the euent of his ſending fo2,he toke his leaue 
| ho the Qucene and the Pzinceſſe, not without the 

dcurteſie of many teares on cach part, and eſpe- 5 
1 N - ctally of the Pꝛinceile whom he left ves |

The Emperour Trebatio purſuing thoſe which had ſtolne 
lus Udys ef all his kniglits, & tooke another way. Cap. &. 


T Ve Cmperour Trebatio thus hauing departed from the 
moneſtarie of the riuer,became very ſozrowfull in bis 
heart, with the leauing of the J2incclle Briana, ſoz that the 
fire which enflamed him after he had known hir, was are- 
ter, then the affection which he bare to hir befoze by the 
bearing of hir beaut ie, t that which cauſed his moſt arefe, 
was, that he knew not how, either to returne ſpedcly vn⸗ 6 
to hir, oꝛ to ſalue that ſoꝛe which he had already chafcd. 
He thought in himſel fe, that if he made peace with p King 
Tiberio letting him vnder ſtand of the matter, p king wold 
not accept of it, either foꝛ the great enmitie which was be- 
t wirt them, 02 foꝛ the bond wherein he was bound to the 
Peince of great Brittame. And ther foꝛe it would be a thing 
neither reaſonable, no2 agreable with his honour, in lieu 
of the Pzinces paines which he had taken, to come fron 
his country accompanied with ſo great a nũber of knights 
to ſerue him, and in regard of the death which he there re⸗ 
teiued in his ſeruice, now to become a friend to his foe, & 
to giue his daughter befoze eſpouſed to the P2zince, vnto 
the deadlieſt foe which the P2ince had, debating theſe and 
other things in his minde about the time that thep hadde 
got ouer their heads the thicke wode wherein they hadde 
bene befoze, nowe to the ende not to tire their hozles,they 
lighted downe,vnbzideled their hozſcs, and tourned them 
to graſſe.They themſelues feeding on ſuch victuals as they 
had bꝛought with them, although the meate whercon the 
Emperours ſtomacke tired, was molt of all (obs t ſighes, 
as receiuing no pleaſure in the abſence of the pꝛinces. Now 
the night aſſailed them, and hauing not in them fo maks 
reſiſtaunte, they y&lded their foꝛces, euerie one faking his 
reſt where it liked them beſt. But p Emperoz ſombhat a 
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part from the reſt, caſt ing himſelfe vpon the grene graſſe, 
et ſtaieng bis back againſt a tre, he there remained moze 
then two houres bꝛoad awake, flaring af the clœreneſſe of 
the aire,+ the bzightneſle of the ſtars, when his thoughtes 
renued, and the amozous paſſion, if befoze not cleane burt- 
ed, now reuiued a freſh by the ſolitarineſſe of his conceit: 
at length his cares, the wearineſſe of his way, &# the [ wet 
noiſe of the pleaſant leaues, thꝛough the hiſſing of p winde, 
bꝛought him to a gentle Cumber, wherein her had ſcarcely 
benc halfe an houre , but that his fancie pꝛeſented to him 
againe his Lady Briana. Ye dꝛeamed that ſhe was taken 
by foꝛce of t wo giants, the moſt firce and ſtrong that euer 
be had ſerne in all his life, and that ſh& ſering him, cryed 
fo2 help: Th2ough the griefe whereof he awaked very much 
afrighted , and indtede this dzeame pꝛoued no game bnfo 
bim,foz by + by he heard a great noiſe nere vnto him, and 
lining where it might be, hes beheld a faire char iot dꝛaw⸗ 
en with foure hozſes,x tn the top of if two great burning 
toꝛches ſet in ſiluer candleſticks, by the light wherof he ſaw 
a Lady in the chariot clothed with rich & pꝛincelp roabes, 
and reſcmbling ſo much the Pꝛinceſſe Briana,tyat hee veri⸗ 
ly beel&eued it was (he.The gentlewoman leaning on hir 
elbow,and caſting downe hir countenance , paſed on ill 
ſighing, as one enduring ſome great fozce t tozment. The 
Emperour p2teng about to ſ& who were the guides of the 
thariot, perceiued y hee was carried away by two ſtrong 
and huge Opants, with great battell ares in thepz hands, 
being on fote at the foze ende of the chariof . Theſe two 
had ſo fell and crucll lokes, that they would haue daunted 
the courage of any man which ſhould haue beehelde them. 
But the Cmperour aſſured in his thonght that this was 
the P2inceſſe, with great anger (fart vp, and not remem- 
bꝛing to call any of his Knights, with his \wozd her paced 
towards the,Gyaunts, where without epther god enen 02 
god mozrow , hee lent the firſt whom he appꝛoched vnto 
ſuch a ſtroke, that the Gtaunt would haue mozgaged 
C.v. par 


The firſt part of the 


part in the Lady fo haue made ſufficient payment of that 
blow, foꝛ lifting vp his battcli axe to recciue the blowe, 
the ſwo2b cut it into the middeſt of the helme, and from 
thence gliding downe vpon his armeur, hewed it into ma- 
n pæces. Then the other Giant haſtmng to ſmite the Em- 
perour ard at his head with maine foꝛce: but the Em- 
perour warded it on his ſHeld, in which the Grants bats 
tell axe ſtacke fo ſtaſt, that hee might no moꝛe dꝛab it out, 
vntill the Emperour ſtrake him on the right arme, that 
hee made him foꝛgoe his holde. The two Gpauntes thus 
being left weaponleſie, with much lightneſſe moꝛe then was 
like iy fo2 their bignelle, leapt into the Chariot, whereby 
the Emperour had no time to beftow another blow on 
them. Then a dwarke bteing in the one ende of the charts 
ot, lacht fw2th the hozſes, fo that they ranne with (ach 
Cwiftnelſe,as if they had line. UWith this noiſe the knights 
awaked, and with their Swo2ds in their hands came to 
learne what it Gould bre, in the ende much abaſhed to ſ& 
their Loꝛd in ſuch a heat, as they demaundeb of him what 
beeſell. he was ſo troubled in his heart: the P2incclle thus 
being lead awap, that be made them no an! were, but tas 
king bis hozſe, hte commannded them to follow him. The 
Emperour ſpurred his hoꝛſe with ſuch furie that her made 
bim to runne as faſt, as the Swallow füpeth in the apze ; 
It could not be that the palfrates which dzew the chariot 
were hozles, becauſe his hozſe was one of the beit 4 molt 
pꝛecious in the wozld, 4 this Lozd having deſire to ouer⸗ 
tale the Pꝛinceſſe, made him gallop moze then an tndif- 
ferent pace, but the other were Spꝛights of the apꝛe, and 


infernall furies J thincke , foꝛted by Arte Magicke koth 


to fly and runne. Net the Cmperovr followed the chaſe, 


baine. The knights which remained in the wade ,'bering 
loth to bee far re bechinde their Loꝛd, went to catch they 
hoꝛſes, but were it that naturally they feared the Giants, 
_ that the wicked * had berwitched them, they alt 


beaka 


without loſing the ſight of them, although it was all in

bꝛake ont of the place, and frayed here and there, ſo 
that the Anightes ſpent moze then two boures , ere they 
might take them. By this the Cmpercur was lo farre 
from his Linights with the haſt her made, that they knew 
not what way to take, and indeede it was not poſſible fo; 
them to get within the ixht of hun, albeit they bad held 
on the beaten way, which they thought that the Cmperour 
bad taken. They rode one wap, and the Cmpercur balike 
poſted another way, foꝛ they neuer met, but the Emperour 
purſued ſo long, vntill in the ende her came to the bzincks 
of the riuer Danubia, there where it dinideth it ſelle into 
fue armes, at the ſhoare whercof there was a godly and 
tall hippe, as the Emperour might well ſæ, being a bow 
ſhot behind the giants. In this they put the chariot 4 withs 
all hoiſed they laples, and thzough the middle arme ſay- 
led with god ſpeede. Thus out raged the Cmpcrour ſo, that 
with ſpur ring her cauſed his ho2ſe fo fall downe dead vn- 
der him. Beeing thus left on ſote, notwithſtanding her 
biſpay2ed not, but helde on fo that place from Whecnce the 
Chariot was taken, where her carcfuily lokt about him fo 
ſe if per aduenture on the one ſide 02 on the other, hee 
might trace out a way to follow: (o loath hör was to 
loſe the ſight of it. But as all this was deuiſed by cn» 
chauntment, ſo lykewile it happened him to ſee a lyttle 
Shippe ſapling in the Kiner with great l wiltneſſe: in 
the which there ſatte an olde man with a white beard, by 
bis coundenaunce ſeeming to bee a verte honeſt man. To 
him the Cmpercur called with a loude bopce, deſiring hm 
to take towards the ſhoare. - The olde man which had the 
lame thing in charge, intontinently Stcred towards 
him, and aſked what hee would haue. That which 15 
would haue, quoth the Emperour, is to bœ conuaped inthyp⸗, 
Mippe, to that other hip which ridelh bæſoꝛe vs. Je thep >» 
haue in it Hollen from mathe thing which J louec beſt in +» 
all the world.

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»7 frauaile well imploied. Alluredly ſayde the olde man, J am 
„ content to doe it,beecauſe your courteſie induceth me to a 
„ greater hope of your mirit. Sailing this, he guided his ſhip 
ſo nere theſhoze,that the Emperour leaped vp into it, and 
b&ing on the hatches, tourning himſelfe to the olde man to 
cine him thancks, the olde man vaniſhed away: e the Cms 
perour neuer ſaw him after. The ſhip kept the ſame courle 
that it began with, and the Emperour was much aſtoniſh- 
ed at it, the rather foz that he wiſt no man elſe abw2d to. 
rule the ſhip, not knowing what elſe to ſay 02 think of this 
great wonder, hee then beeſeeched God ſo direct his voyage 
that hee might obtaine his Lady: foz he verily damed hir 
to be Briana which was in the chariot. Jn this oꝛder being 
ſtill within light of the fozmer ſhip,x not ſtraieng from the 
way which her had kept, the Cmperour ſayled thz& dayes 
t thꝛe nights in the riuer without any lacke of ſufficient 
fode . By reaſon of this frauaile and thought, the meate 
which her eate was no moze then would ſuffice natuce. In 
the fourth day by mozning , the ſhip with the chariot was 
d2inen into the great and large Sea called Pontus Euxi- 
nus,thzough the which he pet layled within the view of 
the other,vntil the fozward ſhip arriued ina faire and de; 
lectable Iland, where the chariot toke landing. 

Þalfe an honre after the Emperours ſhippe ruſhed on the 
ſhoare, with ſuch foꝛce that the ſhippe rent in p#ces,and 
with the violence of the ruſh thzew the Emperour vp- 
pon the banck flatlings on his back, where after he hadde 
ſtretched himlelfe,he began againe to trauaile on fote that 
way which her gelſed the Chariot had gone. Jn this way

nailed mynde that might be . Beeſtdes theſe, to make vp 
a full meſſe of diſpozf,there was a ſweet and pleaſannt 
ſong of Birds, which femed to reiopce in the bzight and 
clere moꝛning, beſides a thouſand other paſtimes which 
I let paſſe;to long to make a tale off. But pet of all theſe 
the noble Emperour twke no care, fo2 the thought of his 
Lady detained from him, but onely he beat all both knows 
en and vnlinowen waies, to finde out that wherein the 
Chariot had gone. At length hee winded one, but an vnu- 
ſed way, which by all likelihode was the ſame which her 
would haue, in that the graſſe ſeemed new pzeſſed downe. 
This trac the noble Cmperour followed on fote , with- 
out that either the heauinelle of his armour, o: þlength of 


a full halfe day the Cmperonr had continued his tourney, 


kin meeting any perſon, at whom her might aſke newes, 


of that which hee molt deſired. But afterwards leauing the 
thicke and pleaſant wode,hee came into a fapze ar&ne oz 
medow full of Roſes, and other ſwet hearbs and flowers 
of all coulours, without any other hade in all the medow 
then thoſe trees, which ferued foz an ſhedge vnto it. The 
length of this medow ſeemed th2& bowe ſhot unto the 
myddeſt, where was ſcituated a god Caſtle, and in god 
p20po2tion. It was foure ſquare, hating at each coꝛner a 
tower, and one every ſide one in the middeſt of the fide, — 
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of them (o high as if they (only haue edged with the 
clouds. This great caffie was incioſe d aud thut in with a 
birch 4 thick wall, the Nones whereof and the towzes, did 
line like Chꝛiſtali, oꝛ the well poliſhed tele againff the 
Sunne beames. Nound about the wall there was a dope 
moat, the water being ſo bꝛoad, as a man might ſcarce caſt 
a ſtone, kcom the one {ide tothe other. Ouer the water ther 
was a bꝛidge, very large, and well towꝛed ſo ſtrong accoꝛ- 
ding to the depth of the water, (hat ut might haue wittzſtod 
a thouſand men. Th2e toes it had in all, one in the en- 
traunce, another in the middle, and the third at the furtheſt 
ende: cach of them very high and great, and wzought with 
the ſame ſtone, that the great caſtle was builded with. The 
two vttermolt towꝛes of the bꝛidge, as well the entrie as 
that towards the caſtle, were gated and barred with dozes 
t locks of fine filed ſteele, being fo ſhane that it ſerued fo2 a 
loking glaſſe vnto the paſſengers. The locks were ſo ſhut, 
that vnlclle they were opened on the in- ide, it was vnpol⸗ 
ſible to vudoe them. The god Emper our ſcanned vpon all 
this, the like whereof hee had not lerne in all his life, & con- 
tluding fully, that no ſuch building might be made by mans 
band, pet he meruailed that of an Land fo fayze and deleu- 
able, there was no moꝛe noiſe b2nted, eſpecially ſtanding 
as it ſeemed to him in a ſea ſo ſaileable. e bælæued þ the 
Pꝛinceſſe was within, beecauſe there appeared to him ng 
other building in all the Iland, and therefoze faking wide 
ſceps, her paſſed on towards the gate of ſtæle, where finding 
it clo ed, he toke a great hammer hanging thereby + boun⸗ 
fed at the gate with ſuch fazce vppon the ſounding Stele, 
that the fury of the rap was heard thꝛeugh all the Tow⸗ 
ere, and a great part of the Iland. Foz all this none ſhews 
ed themlelues to make him anſwere, although her had 
ſtode moze then a whole houre calling and knocking, at 
length with ſome trouble he departed from thence to coaſt 
the water, if perchaunce her might light vppon any other 
way into the Caſtle, When her had gone g turne about, at

5 
Sith it is ſa ſaid the gentlewoman, J will do your coman- 2» 
vement, beecauſe you loke like a Binight wozthy of this ſex- 2» 
uice.J giue you great thanks foz your curteſie anſwered 5 
Emperour, ⁊ with this her entred the boat, z ſhouing with 2» 
the rudder towards the callz,be got thether. The Gentle- 72 
woman went in, leading p Taiperour with hir, s cloling þ 
dwꝛe after hir, conducting him thzough a little court into as 
nother pꝛiuy doꝛe, which was not the comon ent rx. She o- 
pened a wicket with a key which ſhe had at hir girdle, and 
brought bim 54d oa into a gar den, the moſt delight ſone Þ 
art might The Cmperour now. bimleits 
to * in a ate dene gaſing a while ——

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without rememb2ing the occaſfon ofhis thether comming; 
he was ſo eſtranged from himſelf. Out of this garden by a 
nother dw2e,they tame into a large court of the caſtle, built 
with bꝛight Alabaſter, p excellencie wherof in the imagerie 
# woꝛkmanſhip cãnot be declared. oꝛ in cõpariſon of this 
inchanted caſtle, either the ſumptuous building of Manſo- 
lus. tombe, oꝛ the funous Pp2amides of Acgypt, oꝛ the maze 
of Dzxdalus making, found in Crete, map well be ſoꝛgotten. 
And as the Emperour muſed on all thts, the gentlewoman 
knowing hun to bee diſtraught, caught him by the hand, 4 
bꝛonght him fo a paire of ſtayzes, the ſteps whereof were 
all of Jaſper, hy them her mounted with hir into a chamber * 
foure ſquare, of the largeneſſe of a ſtons caſf, In this per 
the opened another doꝛe, with thꝛer ſteps of ſiluer plate, out 

of the gold· ſmiths ſhop, thꝛough which ſhe bꝛought the Em⸗ 
peroꝛ into a moꝛe ſtately cyaber,foure ſquare as the other 
was, i very rich, whereofthe ſer ling # rofe were ingrauen 
gold e emboſſed with many p2ecious ſtones, ſending forth 

ſuch a light as it was meruailous. The Emperour toke no 
ktepe of the riches of the place, but of the beautie of a nũ- 

ber of faire gentlewomen whom ſhe law ſitt ing richly aps 
parelled in enery part of the chamber, among theſe one ſ&- 

med to bee the pꝛincipal, ſtalled in a ſeate higher the the 0s 
ther paſſing them all ſo well in beautie as rich apparell: 
She,as Lady and miſtres abone them all, held in hir hand 

a Lute, whereon ſhee played and ſang together with ſuch 

an harmonie, that it was no leſſe daungerous vnto the 
poze Emperour, then the aluring ſong of the Mermaides 
thould haue bene vnto Viyſles companp. Sher ſang ſ wert ⸗ 

ly, and cher with all reached hir warbling notes ſo high ? 

ſo ſhꝛill, that it much pleaſed the Emperour. Bir fayꝛe and 
golden Yay2e hung downe hir backe, and coyered both hir 
ſhoulders. And you muſk pardon the Cmperovr if by this 

her was wholy polſeſſed with hir loue, and fozgot his late 
wife the P2inceſſe Briana. The enterteinment was great, 
and pet this chaunge pꝛocteded not though the beautie of 
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the enchaunt relle, ſoz his owne wife was much fairer, but 
rather by the ſecret vertue cf the place, which wav therto 
deuiſed, accozding as ſhall be recited hereafter, Wp this 
time the Emperour had cleane loſt the remembꝛeunce of 
his wife, his Empire, Countrep, aad what els pertained 
to him, onely reiopcing in the lor of Lindaraza, (fo2 16 
this Lady was called) this he ef&@ med foz þ'3 principal 
bappe and god {o2tune. When the Emper zr har fade 
ffone (till a while, this Lady roſe from hir lcate, and lateng 
dolone hir Lute which the helde in hir hande, with hir 
Gentlewomen wait ing one hir, and with a god grate (hee 
made towards the Emperour to take him by the hande, 
ſaieng vnto him: You are welcome molt noble and woz- 
thie Emperour Trebatio, foz whole comming 3 haue long 
time wiſhed. The Emperour glad of ſuch a welcome, and 
making not ſtraunge of his courteſie, albeit he coulde not 
finde whereby ſher ſhould know his name, hee aunſ wered 
bir. Madame, mp arriuall cannot be but god, ſith by it, J 
map bœholde the pꝛicke and pzice of all the beautie in the ,, 
woꝛld conſpiring as it were in pour excellener, ond ſith pou ,, 
reteiue me with luch fanour, J beſech you tell mee who ,, 
pou are, leaſt by not knowing pou, J might {2eſlowe that „ 
dutie which J owe onto pour perſon. This acconnt(reply- ,, 
ed the Lady) ſhall be made in better time. Now knowe „ 
pou, that J am all yours, and there ſhall not be dene by „ 
me 02 my Gentlewomen other thing, but to do you plea- „ 
ſure in my Pallace.The Cmpcrour was intrapped with ,, 
bir pleaſant ſpeach, and knew not whether he were in hea- 
uen 02 in the earth, and willing to kiſſe hir hande, ſo2 the 
grace (he ſhewed him, (he thonght no ſcoꝛne of a kiſſe on 
bir ch&ke when it was pꝛofered. Then ſhe led him by the 
hand vnto the place where hir owne thꝛo ie was, there the 
Cmpcrour felt in himſelfe a great tontentment, by the tou⸗ 
ching of hir white and delicate hands, imagining with him 
ſelfe, that he was franſfcrred into a lecond heauen. Some 
af the Ladies helped to a and other * not 
* le, 
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dle, either playing on their harpes,02 ſinging and making 
ſuch muſick, as well eaſed the mindes of the enamoureds 
ſome bꝛought rich robes fo attire the Cmperour withall, 
other,conſerucs and comfets very comfoztable, with deli 
cafe wine in great piats and cups of gold to refreſh him, 
as he had nerde, by reaſon of the trauaile hee had taken en 
fte, although other meate liked him better, which was 
the ſight of the faire Lindaraza and hir companp, and ſhe& 
no lelle enamoꝛed with him, beheld him godly, and with 
bir knile in one hand, t a napkin in the other, ſhe hir ſelle 
carucd vnto him ol thoſe pleſant conſerues. J do not think 
that the Emperour rekrained vpon ſtraung nelle, but ſhe to 
quicken his ſtomacke with many a pleaſant deuiſe and o- 
ther amoꝛous perſ waſions made him cate a god, and very 
(wat were thoſe mozſells vnto him. Wiyen this collati - 
on was ended, with ſome ſolempnitie, the fatre Lindaraza 
led him aſide into a great bay window opening vppon the 
freſh and giavſome garden thzough which the Cmper our, 
with the Gentle women had befo2e paſſed. Ther they beth 
beguiled the tune with pleaſant ſpech and melodie which 
the Ladies made in a freſh arbour vpon the top of two 
trœs, the Laurell and the Cipꝛes, the Tenoꝛ being maun⸗ 
tained among them, onelp by Pighlingales. J dente not, 
but the lauour allo of the ſwate l(meiling üolozes, re- 
freſhing their ſpirits, did increaſe their appetites, and gaue 
hope of better iope to come. UWihen it was time to ſuppe, 
the tables being ſpꝛed, they were ſerucd of exquisite dain⸗ 
ties. Supper being done, the two eſtates fell to their won⸗ 
ted diſcourſes. It was now night, and vet there needed nei; 
ther tozch no2 candle, the bꝛightneſſe of the llones encha- 
led in the walls, made the chambers as light as the day x 
when it was time to leepe, the faire Pꝛinceſe Lindaraza 
bꝛought the Emperour to hir owne lodging, richly adoz⸗ 
ned with filke and golde, wherein was a rich and ſtatelpe 
bed, and ther vnclothed by hir Gentlewomen both of them 
went to bed, and remaining thus, both of them . of 
their 
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M loues to their conteutations.As p Emperoꝛ had thus 
ltucd wantonle many bates, depziued of his vnderſtand- 
ing, ſauing onely in honouring hir which was beſoze him. 
In the ende, the beautifull Lindaaza was great with 
childe, and bare him a daughter of rare beautie called Lm- 
daraza by hir mothers name, from whom iſſued a great £4 
noble race, which becaule in his place it ſhall ber largelp 
declared, I (hall ouer paſſe now, bꝛielip touching luch occur 
rents as J read of in the meane time.

VVVben the Emperdur Trebatio was in his queſt of þ 
inchaüũted chariot, the ſtoꝛie telleth that his knights 
might not come nere him, ſome becauſe they could not take 
their hoꝛſet, and ſome becauſe his hoꝛſe ran ſo ſaſt, fo; hee 
ouercame in halke a dapes tourney, the trauaile of eyght 
daies (as I thinke) foz that he was caried both by his own 
deſire, 4 the dtuels dꝛyulng, otherwiſe it had bene impoſſi= 
ble to haue endured {0 great paines. Fo2 this cauſe J ſap, 
although the nights rode fs faſt as they might, pet they 
could not come within p fight of him, no2 find which wap 
be was gone, pet with ſozrow 8 grieſe, elpeciallp though 
the feace which thep conceiued by his meddeling with the 
Giants,they parted companies,cucry man tab ing a ſeue- 
rall way to lecke the Empereur, f thep agred at the nos 
neths end tomete at one place. The month came, when as 
pet none of them heard auy newes of him, although they 
ſought him in divers parts. They all mernatied, but not 
knowing what to ſap in the ende, they determined at ſome 
other time fo miert, and to enter info this queſt agame. Foz 
this time they altogether foite towards the campe, which 
they left befoꝛe the citie of Belgrado, where they abode not 
long, but remembzing thelcines of their pꝛomiſe, they met 
At the place appomted, and deulded themlelues accoꝛdinglp. 
| D.it. The 
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The ſoure Hungarian knights, fearing fo be deſcrped by 
thoſe which went to ſee Pzince Edward, the couertlpeſt 
which they might, they went toward the campe of the Cs 
perour and there remained {ome time, after they followed 
into Greece, where they tarried til the returne of the Em- 
perour, accoꝛding as ſhal be mentioned hereafter. Now by 
this time, with no leſſe care and diligence, P2mnce Edward 
Was ſought by many Knights in all the knigdome, foz 
that the Ling had giuen him no longer time to remapne 
in the Moneſtarp of the riuer then th2& dates. Ther was 
already told xx.dales when he came not. Firſt, then he ſent 
many of his knights to know the cauſe of his tarrieng, 
theſe returned vnto the king with an auial were that they 
neither found hum in the Miuſter, noz could heare tidings 
of him by the waye. T Then the King diſpatched other mel⸗ 
ſengers to enquire after him & his knights in all the land, 
but they bꝛought the like anſ were, pet againe he ſent moze 
then 1000. well pzcparcd fo: warre, with authozitie of 
ſearch thꝛougg all his kingdome , that they might bzing 
newes of life 02 death, but ail was one. Laſt of all,fearing 
leaſt peraduenture he had bene taken pꝛiſoner by his en- 
mies, he w2ofe vnto the Emperours campe to knowe the 
truth, to the end he might raunſome hum ik lo it were, but 
not hearing any newes, he then berwailed the loſle of the 
p2ince,x became? very ſoꝛrowfull, like as contrarpwiſe the 
Emperials breemoned the Cmperour. Theſe things happe⸗ 
ned ſo ta the necke one cf another, that Tiberios, iudgment 
failed to decide the truth, and her pittied him with no lelſe 
griele then if he had bene hie owne ſonne, par ily oz his 
daughters faite, who muſt needs be partner of hir hul baͤds 
miſaduenture, t partly foz the Pzinces parents, who could 
not without ſome ſo:ow concetue of his miſſing,albeit all 
this happened moze by the miſgiuing of his owne minds, 
therrby ame certainty her found. Nou haue heard part icu- 
larly the care of the king Tiberio, now pou muſt conſider 
of the diligence of the king ot Boheme by the ſemiblable.

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Another month had end,and the knights votaries ſped them 
homewardes to the campe of the Emperour, without anye 
newes of their Lozd, which no donbt mticy mnoicnen the | 
whole hoaft,but in eſpeciall it afflined p King of Boheme, 
to ſ& them come without him. As they made declaration 
of the whole moneths frauaile,tf lit le pleaſed the king,on- 
ly fo2 the loue he bare to the Cmpercur, and the want of 
his pꝛeſence in a time fo daungerons, ha wept as ſoze fo; 
him, as if he had ſcene his liftle child gine vp the ghoaſt. 
The loſte ol the Emperenr thus publiſhed thzonch the 
armie, there was no ene with ſozrowed not inwardlye, 
fo2 hee had the lone of all his ſabiects.Albeit, this was bot 
lelle, yet his loue beguiled him, foz the King pet charged 
moze then 2000. knights with the ſearch'of the Emperonr 
in all places, as well by ſea as by land, but it naught auai⸗ 
led, fo2 the Jlande of Lindaraza helde him ſo ſure, that her 
could not be found,and tf he had bene kound, yet he was ſo 
well garded, that the whole heaſt had not ben able to haue 
deliuered him from the enchanted caſtle. While theſe things 
were in dwing, the king of Boheme himſelfe ſet p remain - 
der on w2ok to aſlault the Citie, with fall purpoſe not to 
leaue the ſiege, till either he knewe where the Cmperour 
was, oz had lien a halfe peare longer, at the end wherof he 
wold raiſe the ſiege, f fo depart into Greece againe.Jn this 
time the Hungarians {Nucd out of their Citie againſt the 
Grecians,# there was between them many cruel! a bloudie 
ſkirmiſhes: tha Greekes did nobly, as you map read in their 
ſeuerall hiſfoztes.At this time, becauſe they are not of the 
ſubſtance of my matter, w:lt not name them, only J will 
recount vnto you p perticulaꝝ truth of i which ſqlloweth.

(GFeat was the diligence, which the Ning of Hungarie 
commaunded his Knighfes fo make , in ſ@lirg the 
D. iii. Peince 
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Pzince Edward, and as great was his gricfe, in not fin- 
ding him, by the conſideration of the towardneſſe of the 
noble Umght, and the dole ok his Parents, beeing their 
dere and onely ſonne. But greater muſt nerdes be and in; 
expꝛellible, the moꝛtall dolour which the Pꝛinceſle Briana 
conceiued, when ſhe once heard of the miſſe of P2zince Ed- 
ward. And as J read, at the thꝛœ moneths ende, when 
nothing was repozted, (02 very anguich of heart, (boſfives 
bir often ſowndings ) alter, when Ge recouered cnt of 
that traunce, ſhee ſcemed to them nerer the death, then the 
Pzince hir huſband was, as they thought : fo2 beelcuing 
that he was dead, ſhie woulde neither eate, dzinke, noz 
llepe, but became weake and feeble, and waſted hir dates 
with ſozrow. Sheer laid a part all hir Pꝛincelp roabes and 
zecious Jewclls, and tired hir ſelfe in courſe mourning 
werdes of a widdowe. Sher kept hir ſcife in a ſecret chan- 
ber oncly with the comtozt of hir Gentlewomen,and come 
ming not koꝛth one ſteppe,dcmeaned rather the life of an 
Anchzcllc, o2 religious woman, then of a Pzincefſe, The 
Qucene mother then abiding at Buda, came often- 
times to viſite hir, and in hir companie other great La- 

dies, but they coulde not remone the dulneſſe of hir me 

lancholp. 

Cre the P2incelſe had long led tis ſolitary life, ſhe felt 
bir ſelfe quickie with childe, whence ſhes toke ſome iop,but 
pet ſearing the diſcloſing of it vnto hir friends, whom ſhe 
wold not haue pertakers if if fo2 all Hungarie, befo;e the 
ſolempntzafton of the mariage was openly perfozmed,and 
being not withſtanding deſirous in time to ſ&ke remedpe 
therevato, ſhe concionated hir ſecret onelp with one of 
hir Gentlewomen, named Clandeſtria, whom Gee beſt lo- 
ued, and with whome ſhee was belt acquainted, fo2 the 
god connſaile thee often gaue hir. She, which was wiſe 
and difcr&te, kiſſed hir Ladies handes,fo2 the henour ſhe 
did vnto hir, in reuealing ſuch a ſecrette, oncly a little 
withſtanding bir entent of conccalcnicnt at the fürſt, and 
per- 
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perſ wading that it was no reaſon why cher ſhoulde not »» 
bewzay hir childbearing vnto the king bir lather, and the »»

Atter one y&re was come t gone, 
ß king of Boheme with all p pꝛincipall of his hoaſt, thougbt 
it beſt to raiſe the ſiege then lyeng befo2e the citte, # with 
bag e baggage fo march homeward too Conſtantinople, to 
the ende to giue ont a new oꝛder fo2 the finding of the 
Emperour. Do within two dapes they had all charge to 
packe and pꝛepare themſelues fo2 they returne: the ſouls 
diers not pet fo2actting the loſe of thepz Lozd, which 
they ſhelvcd-by their cheere. The king of Boheme the Em⸗ 
perours vnckle well perteiuing it, and knowing how the 
god Emperour was wont to encourage and comfozt 
them, her toke ſome paine in it at that time, 4 being well 
ſetteled in Conſtantinople , foz the better pacificng of all 
tumults, the armie as pet not diſpearſed. he take vporyhim 
the gouernment of the Empire in his Nephewes name, 
at the humble (utc of all the Emperialles, after hee pꝛoui⸗ 
ded the beſt that hee might fo2 a n{w ſearch of the Empe⸗ 
rour,\wearing many god Knights vnto this enterp2ile. 
Which like wiſe the king of Hungarie dpd ſend certaing 
newes info Enghand , and to haue ſome ſufficient guide 
to conduct the armie homewards at the end of two pers, 
all which time hee deteined the Souldicrs , vppon hope to 
finde theyꝛ Capt aine, no newes being heard of him. The 
Ling embarked them homewardes to greate Britaine, 
with giffs and pꝛeſents bnto the King of England, and 
ſufficient rewardes plentifully beſfowed vppon the Hauie, 
duer and aboue the due paiment of their wages. This the 
liberalitie of the Bing, pꝛofited · him not a lytfle in other 
matters of great impoꝛtunce, as you ſhall vnderfand 
in this hiſtozie.

women imagined fo pzoceede of their beautie. And pet to 
take all ſuſpect away, ſhe could verie wiſely moderate hir 
paſſions;* Clandeſtrias ſiſter the ſuppoſed mother of thoſe 
childꝛen, and hir huſband, by name Armaran, killed the 
Pꝛinceſles hands, where ſhe in token of god liking inter- 
tapned them as hir ſernaunts, from thence-fozth to re- 
main with hir, as their ſiſte r C landeſtria did. On this wiſe 
the P2zinces were nouriſhed in their mothers pꝛeſence, 
without that any knew the right parentage wherof they 
came, and they ſo enticed the Gentlewomen to the lyking 
of them, that there paſſed not one houre , without 


playing and dallyaunce with them. This foye on the

 Thefrlof part the 


Dincelſe part was vnſpeakable, J dare not ſay,able fo 
countermaund hir fozeconcetued griefe,but the wozſt was, 
it was not durable, Foz foztune euer mutuable, chaunged 
hir copie, and became ſo confrary,that the date of hir caſe 
being out, there ſucceeded diſeaſe 4 miſhap, ſo that hir death 
ſhoald not haue bene halfe ſo perkſome, as hir. life was dos 
loꝛous. This ſhall you heare of, in the next chapter.

NOu the creatoꝛ of all ingen minded to manifeſt the 

wozthie deeds of the valiant 'Donzcl del Febo, which 
as pet lay hidden in the arma the delicate Gentlewo « 
man his foſter mother, and therefoꝛe in ſuch ſoꝛt, he oꝛde ; 
red the celeſtiall influences and powers ol the planets, that 
ſcarcely had the young Gentleman fully reached vnto the 
peares of his age, when he was carried from the P2tncely 
Graces of his vnknowen mother (leaving hir penſiue and 
ſad) into a large and maine ſea, whence,being toſſed with 
waues,and almoſt weather beaten, at length he eſcaped. 
Such an argument God lefte vs of his pꝛoweſſe to come, 
ſith in ſo tender age hee enabled him to ſubdue the moſt ra- 
ging element that is. And pou which read this hiſtoꝛ x may 
be bzought by god reaſon to giue credit to this my repoꝛt, 
lith you your ſelues are witneſſes of the euident pꝛeſente 
of the Almightie in fo cerfaine a daũger. And as the har 
ned well know , Achilles hath his Pallas in Homere, and 
Aencas his n in Virgill, Geddefſes aſtſfanf vnto men 
in their daungerous conflictes, Homere & Virgill meaning; 
no other thing, then the care of God towards his, whp map 
not we beleac, that if t pleaſed God that this infant had 
the ſecret direction of Gods mightie hand in all his enters: 
pꝛiſes. But mine Authoz willing to entreate ſomwhat of 
him, ſettech it downe thus. That in the ende of a peare, 


theſe two beautikull bopes being nge vp in the = 
ſtaris 
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ſcarie of the Riner, with great pleaſure of the Pꝛinceſſe 
and hir Gentlewomen, one day in the month of May, the 
comfozt of the Sunne ther inloꝛcing them to come abzoad 
and (ke their ſolace vnder greene bonghes. The Pin- 
tceſſe and hir Gentlewomen leaning their lodging went in- 
to a large and faire ozchard, excadingip well calt, in one 
part of the Poneſtarie, there they toͤe vp their ſeates at 
a wells mouth, ouer-chaddowed with tres, that The beate 
of the Sunne could not annop them, and ſpozting wit) 
the little Roſiclcer, who was fomwhat moꝛe giuen fo play 
then his bꝛother Donzel del Febo, they fo much beligh- 
ted in Roſicleer, that they twke no hade of Donzel del 
Febo, ſitt ing not farre off. The little one being very pouno, 
pet greatly diſcontent to (& the (mall account they made 
of him, in a fume roſe from the place where he was ſette, 
and by lolte paces got from them, without being eſpie d 
by the Gentlewemen, lauing of his mother ſo called, 
which loued him no leſſe then hir owne ſclfe, Sher riſing 

. from the place where ſhe was (cf, followed him, and toke 
him by the hand, laughing a god to ſ& the choler where 
in he was, and waliting atnong the tres fo long with him, 
that thee came to a large and depe water, running tho⸗ 
rough a parte of the great o2tharde, where hard by were 
great ſto2e of trees, and whether the Painccfle, becauſe 
the place was verie pleaſant, often reſozted with hir Gen- 
tlewomen to reioyte hir ſelſe. 

When they were there, the little bope ſeeing the wa · 

ker, was dcfirous to play with it. The nourſe, though 
otherwiſe willing to haue contented him, pet fearing the 
daunger of the water, went farther to finds ſome ſure 
- place whereby te come vnto the water, aud taking a lit- 
tle boate at the banke, which the garde iner vied, in com 
ming into the D2charde , put hir ſelfe in it, and the 
childe with hir. The boye leaning his bꝛeaſte vp- 
pon the bꝛimme of the Woate , troubled the water 
with his handes, and take _— to waly his face, 
ii. a 
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a while after the water being calme and plaine,he loked 
in it againe, and ſ&ing his ſhaddowe there,h& bergan to 
play with it, and ſfroke it with his hands, now becauſe it 
would not gine place, but did that which her did,waring 
angry he pꝛaied his mother to giue him a rod which laye 
vpon the land to beate the bade withall. Jt was a god 
paſtime fo2 hir, to ſ& the diſpleaſure which he had ccncet- 
ned againlt his owne ſhaddow,and leaning him thus, thee 
lept vpon the lande, to reach him the ſticke that he requt- 
red. Eteing thus on lande, either with the fozce ſher put to 
the (ide of the boate, in aduauncing hir ſelfe out of the boat, 
02 els becanſe it was the will of God, that the little bope 
ſhould then be pꝛeſt to trpe the hazarde of his conſtellati⸗ 
on. So it was, that the boate being vntted, it houed from 
the ſhoꝛe, the nourſe not perteiuing it befoze ſhe turned a- 
gaine: then was it moze then two peardes from the land; 
and not hauing whereby to take hold, it bare ſo ſwiltlpe 
downe the ſtreame in a lifle time, and fo farre off, that ſhe 
loſt the fight of it. When ſhe ſawe the daunger wherein 
the little child was, not hauing power to ſuccour it, ſhe 
rent hir garments, and toze hir hair e, and fel to the ground 
making ſuch mone, that the Pꝛincelle and hir Gentle wo⸗ 
men ſitting about the well, heard it, and much abaſhed, 
role from the place to know what the noiſe ment. When 
they ſawe the pitfifull dealings of the nourſe vppon the 
ground, quickening their pace they gateneere hir, and de 
maunding the cauſe of hir great lamentation, they ſound 
bir ſo ſozrowfull that Che coulde not ſpeake to them, but 
rather the moꝛe ſhee was comfozted by them, the moze ſhe 
outraged incryeng,as pᷣ̊ they iudged hir fo bes diſtraught. 
So long laſted theſe hir crpes, that the Pꝛinceſſe diſquie- 
fed, went towards hir, leaving Roſicleer with one of hir 
Gentlewomen. As the Pzinccllſe came towardeshir , the 
nourſe knewe hir, and not hauing the boldnefle to Chew 
how if fell out, in reſpect of the griefe the Pꝛinceſle would 
take foz the loſſe of hir ſonne, beefoze the Pzincelle came 
aft 
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at hir, her ranne and lept info the wafer, with full intent 
to dzowne hir ſelfe, y which he had done, had not hir clo⸗ 
thes boꝛne hir vp, and the gar deiner hear ing the great out 
cries ſhe made, waded in the water fo2 hir, and brought 
bir to land all wet and bloudte with the blowes ſhe gaue 
hir ſelfe in the face. This cauſed fuch pitie and compaſſion 
in the Pꝛinceſſe and all hir Gentle women, that all aſtoni⸗ 
ſhed, they abode onelp to ſ& the nourſes demeanour. Jn the 
end, at the inſtance of the Pꝛinceſſe, ſhe declared how Don- 
zel del Febo was get from hir, fo2 the which they im- 
parted with hir griefe, and eſpeciallp the Pꝛinceſſe benum⸗ 
med of all hir ſences ſunke to the ground with no moze 
colour and bꝛeath, then if ſhe had bene quite dead. The 
gardeiner entering info another boate ther, which he had 
to fiſh withall, puſhed vp the ſtreame amaine with his dare 
to ouertake the boate in which Donzel del Febo was car- 
ried, but all his trauaile was loſt, foꝛ either by dinine pers 
miſſion, oꝛ by Arte Magick, made by a learned man, as 
ſhall be tolde pou hercafter, the boate rode faſter then the 
violence of the ſtreame might dꝛiue it, and in hot time 
it entered into the great ſca, where it followed the mighs 1 
tie waues moꝛe then an loo. miles in a ſhozt ſpace, ſo that 
neither the gardemer noꝛ who cls followed them might in 
any wile attaine vnto him oz bzing newes of him. When 
the Pꝛinceſle was reuiued, and remembꝛed the chaunce ok 
Donzel del Febo, ſhe powꝛed out fo many ſalt trares, 
from hir faire eies, that like as out of ſountaincs oz 
ſpꝛings, water guſheth out aboundantly, ſo from hir face, 
ſtreamed downe ſloudes of watcer,ifſuing with ſobbes and 
ftxhcs as would haue b2oke hir hart in a manner, ſuch as 
commonly the fall of the water maketh from the ſtepe 
mountaines. But fo2 that ſhe would not be heard of hir 
Gentlewomen, hee tourned hir ſelfe and went fowartcs 
hir lodging, where remaining alone with Cl-ndeſtria , 
cher gaue a kreſh onſet to hir fozmer complaints, on thts 
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„ Omigbtie and ſouereigne Lozd , wherefoze doth. thy 
„ highnelle ſuffer the Pꝛinceſſe Briana fo liue thus long, ſ&- 
„ ing ſhee doth roll on this life with ſuch ſozrow and. care? O 
» Lozd, wherefoze gaueſt thou me a huſband in this wozld 
1» ſo valiant, ſeeing that ſo ſone as J had loſt the name of a 
„ maiden, thou madeſt me, an vnfoztunate widdow. Wheres 
„ foze gauelt thou me ſonnes , with fo ſtraunge tokens af 
„ their berth, ik with ſo ſodaine miuſſoztune FJ ſhall loſe the 
„one of them,why did J reach to ſo great eſtate, in which J 
„ muſt line with ſoꝛrow: And why gaueſt thou mee beauty, 
»» not to eniop it 2 Alas poꝛe woman that J am, le that 
2» each thing enfoꝛteth my paine,foz Foꝛtune the miſtreſſe of 
2» mtſhap,deſpitefully thzowing downe thoſe on whome (hee 
»» frownes.bath tourned hir back on me, which deſire to liue 
»» without the compalle of hir wheele. Ah filly woman, p lon- 
ger J rub out this life, the moꝛe my grietłe increſeth. When 
„A ſ&ke to mollifie my grie fe, then my care redoubleth, and 
„ one ſoꝛrow ſurceaſing, there ſuccedeth another, as one bil- 
>: low followeth on the others necke, in the maine ſea. O 
„thou Loꝛd, which halt created mer, take me out of this des 
„ cciptfull woꝛlde, if by death onelp the intollerable miſſoz⸗ 
„tunes may take ende which daily a waite mer. Theſe. and 
other wo2des ſpake the P2tnrefſe Briana, much agreuing 
there with hir Gentle woman Clandeſtria, who a little al- 
ter ing the courſe of hir aunſ were from the platfozme de 
the others complaint.dzouc with the Pzincefle vnto theſs 
concluſions. Firſt, that there was hope inough to recouer 
hir loſſes,the reaſons which lead pir therevnto were thele. 
Albeit, ſaith ſhe, Gops wozkes bee vnſearchable, ret thus 
bolde may we be with them, not medling with the cauſes 
fo compare the euuls together, and then ſurely t he whole 
tourſe ef woꝛldly things ſufficiently teach vs, that GOD 
createth not ſuch excellent perſonages but foz excellent pur* 
poſcs, and not as in dumbe ſhewes vppon a ſtage, where 
the players onely pꝛeſent themſelues and paſle awape. A- 
gaine, ſaith (he, you are altogether vncerfaine of their 
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death, and why not in ſo donbtfall a caſe, ſhould hope bee 
as ready as care, oz perhaps pou thinke as ſone happens 
the woꝛſe as the better, pet the auncient pꝛouerb is, that he 
which naught hopeth foz, onght to diſpaire naught, foz 
hope and milgiuing, are in the ſame ſubiect. Therfoze ſaith 
ſhe, vou map well hope. The ſecond was, that ſhe ſhonids 
comfo2t bir ſelfe in the beautifull Roſic leer, who was then 
in bir beœping, foz ſaith ſhe, hee alone ſufficeth to counter- 
uatle all the harmes which haue chaunced pou. F02 J dare 
warrant, it God pꝛeſerue him, that you mape name your 
felfe mother of the beſt knight in the woꝛlde. With theſe 
and many other godly counſatles Clandeſtna dayly labou- 
red the P2inceſſe fo gine ouer hir gricfe : but fo; all this, 
if God with hts mightie hand had not held hir vp, if had 
gone wꝛong with hir. Fo2 her pꝛouided hir of comfozt by 
a man very wiſe and well learned in Art Magick, or whom 
ſhall be made mention in this hiſtoꝛ y. By him God per- 
mitted that the pꝛiſon of the Emperour with other appur= 
fenaunces ſhould be diſcouered,fo:eſeing by the ſignes,pla+» 
nets, and other natur all operations, that which ſemeth im⸗ 
poſſible vnto vs. Thus the truth is, that this wiſe man 
knowing the great ſozrow and care, wherin the Pꝛinceſſe 
Hued, and well perceiuing that vnleſſe ſhe had moze luccoz 
at his hands, then (he had earſt by other, becauſe of ᷣ which 
befel her rakter, it ſhould be impoſlible to maintaine hir life, 
determined in himſcife to comfoꝛt hir, ſo one day as ſhe 
fate alone verie ſozowfull, weping with great abundance 
of teares,nere vnto the well where hir two ſoones were 
begotten, he appeared fo hir in the ſhape ofa £1mph in the 
cleere and chꝛiſtalline water, with the haire loſe, and ſhed · 
ding vpen the greateſt part of the body, and with a face ſa 
beautifull, that the pꝛinceſſe abaſhed to ſ& hir, and in ſome 
keare, foꝛ that ſhe had not {&ne the like ber foꝛe, would haue 

fled fron thence. But the Nunph called vnto hir, ſapeng. 
Ik thou kneweſt noble pꝛinceſſe who J am, 4 how well J 
know thy great thoughts t pallions, thou wouldſt not flye 
E. iii. from 
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„ from me, but rather ffay and talke with me. Now becauſe 
»» the time affoꝛds me no leaſure to tarrie with tha, and to 
„ diſcourſe at large all the lopaltie J beare vnto the, and 
„the deſire J haue to ſerue ther, in a wozd J pꝛap thee take 
„ gd courage bnto theœ, to cuer come the great aducrlitics, 
„Which map come, and ere it be long are like to come vnto 
„ther, ſo ᷣ̊ thou (Halt be lefte altogether comfoꝛt te ſſe. J giue 
„ther pet to vnderCand, that Pzince Edward is not nowe 
„liuing, and that in the time, wherein thy dilpatre ſhall be 
„ hbigheſt, thou ſhalt obfaine thy hul vand agarne, as lac and 
,» (ound as he departed from ther, and her (hall acknowledge 
„thy childzcn, and ſhall iope in their vertues, that the top 
,» which thou ſhalt haue hiersakter, hall ſurmount the pame 
„ wherein thou remanclt at this pꝛeſent. Aſſure tby ſelte 
„ therekoze that as all ſhall come to paſſe which J haue toze 
„told the, ſo were it god to kæpe it in memozie, therebp 
„to ſtrengthen thy courage, the better to reſiſt the mallice 
„of thy aduerſarie Foztune, whoſe wheele, as it it round, x 
,; in cont inuall motion, fo perſ wade thy (elfe when it is at 
„the loweſt, muſt needes tourne againe vpwardes, and re- 
„ ſtoze thæ thy damages. Fare well, and hope no moze to 
,, (pcalie with me, til all bee accompliſhed which J have ſaid. 
Jirthis ſozt pꝛeparing the Pzinceſſe to the conflict with 
hir aduerſitie, the faire Nimph vaniſhed away, dining 
downe into the depth of the well, and the Paincelſſe deui- 
ſing vpon this laping, was as it were beſides hir ſelle, not 
fully knowing whether the had heard thoſe wozds 02 deca⸗ 
med them. Foz as ſhe vnder{iode of the one parte, that 
Pꝛince Edward was dead, and of the otyer,that ſhe ſhoulde 
once againe ſe hir hul bande, (the was ſo confuſed in hir 
thought, that Ce knew not what to indge, and ſaid to hir 
ſelfe, that peraduenture ſhe had miſtaken the Nimph. 

In the ende, reſting vppon the hope which ſhe had made 
pꝛomiſe off, ſhe was ſcmewhat comfozted, not doubting 
the accompliſhment, Yet thee remained in the Poneſtary, 
not uulling to goe out of hir lodging, and clothed aiwaies 
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in blacke mourning apparell, and delight ing in nothing (9 
much as in little Roficicer . Roſicleer as hee int renſet in 
yeeres, ſo h crceded allo in beautie, godipuelle of boop, & 
ertellent quauties, that a man might well pꝛognoſticate 
thercby of his valtancte . But becauſe the Wiſtozie chall 
mo2e ſpecially talke of hun, J leaue him fo; this tune to 
his nurſe, there tobe inſtructed, till bee ſhall ber called fozth 
to greater matters. Now it is time to goe to the ſuccour 
of Donzel del Febo his bzother,who is all this tune vppon 
* Niuer. 


¶ The pedegree of the valiant Prince Florion, and other 
matters as touching him. Chapter 16, 

4 P the moſt auncient and true recoꝛds of the Aſ⸗ 

8. ſirians, it appearcth, that in that time when Iheo- 
doro pzedeceſſour of the great Emperour Treba- 
tio, ruled in the Empyꝛe of Greece: there gouer- 
ned among the Per'iians the mightie Orixerges, Bing of 
Perſi1 Souldan of Babylon, foꝛ his great power among 
the Pagans much renowned and keared. This man after 
hee had liued in great pꝛoſperitie, dyed, leauing behind him 
thꝛe ſonnes, the eldeſt King of Perſia, the ſecond Souldan 
of Babylon, the third Lo2d of the Crimſon Jland which 
is in the red Dea, whence alſo it taketh the name, becauſe 
all the Land ts dyed with that coulour. This third bꝛother 
from his pouth was verte ſtudious, and ginen aboue all 
to Astrologie, and other vnknowne ſciences. In thele he 
became ſo exquiſite, that ſcarce in his time might any ber 
compared vnto him. The greateſt part of his life time, he 
dwelt in that Jland , choſing that place as moſt content= 
ent fo2 his ſtudie. The eldeſt of the thz& bꝛetheren, being 
Bing of Perfia, dyed about. 40. yeres after this diſftributt- 
on of they2 inheritante, hauing fo2 heire a ſonne of his 40. 
peeres olde called Florion, a valiaunt and ſtrong Knight , 


bigge made, and of a godly tr Florion being 
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a young man but of a great courage, putting in his rome 
a vizeroy foz his kingdome, wandered as a knigbt arrant 
thꝛough the wozld to ſ@&ke aduentures, where he did great 
and noble derdes of armes. At the ende cf th:z& peres, 
after this his abſence from his Count ry, hee ſtrok ouer to- 
wards the Court of the Souldan of Babylon his vnckle. 
here her remamed ſomtime verie well welcomed, and 
berloued of the Souldan, foz he was a god knight. The 
Souldan had a little ſonne and a meruailous fapꝛe daughs 
ter, whoſe name was called Beliſea, of hir Florion became 
enamoured,and requiring hir to wife of hir father,ſhe was 
graunted him, and the marriage celebꝛated betweene them 
with great ſolempnit ie of feaſtes and triumphs.While her 
was thus within does ſpoꝛt ing, there was wozſe newes 
abꝛoad. Foz a mightie Pagan called Africano, the bzaueſt᷑ 
and boldeſt Knight that euer was in all the coaſts of Af 
fricke, hadde tranſpoꝛted over into Aſia , and by his great 
fo:cc in few dapes ſubdued the whole Countrie of Media, 
and two other Kingdomes adiacent , belonging fo two 
great Pagan Pꝛinceſſe. Theſe thus vanquiſhed, after be&s 
came tribufaries,as ſubiects and vaſſells. The fame wheres 
of was bꝛuted farre and nere, that there were few kings 
in thoſe parts which requeſted not his amitte , fo2 all ac- 
counted him the luſtieſt warriour in the woꝛld: and (oth it 
is, that in all Aſia was neuer bozne ſo pꝛoud and fierce a 
agan. | 
* But h& was gaineſapde by him, bnfo whoſe cour- 
teſie not onely our liues and linings, buf we our ſelues 
ande thzall and ſubiec , otherwiſe her had in few dayes | 
made himſelfe Lozd of the greateſt part of all Aſia. This 
Pagan was a huge and mightie man, large limmed, of | 
the bigneſte of a Gyant,and ſo ſtrong and weightie with 
all, that the ſtrongeſt Yozſe which was, hee could make. 
to bow beetwene his legges, anp pace of armour how fing 
ſo ener it were, hee would bend and w2eath in his handes, 
as caſily as if it had bene framed of Ware . This man 
well 
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well knowing his owne fozccs and eſtate, and not con- 
tented with that her had gotten, in few dayes determined 
to inuade the Izingdome of Perſia,to bing that alſo to his 
ſubiection. Into it h& entered, in a little time her conque- 
red manie Cities, plaining Townes and Caſtells, all this 
while the Pꝛince Florion being in Babylon, The Peres of 
his kingdome ſent meſſengers vnto him, declaring p whole 
ſtate of the Countrie, how vnable if was to make reſi- 
ſcaunce, without the leauieng of a new armie, t ſome foz- 
reine ſuccours. 

Then the P2ince aſſcmbled the ropalleſt army that her 
might in the land of the Souldan, and ſhipped into Perſia, 
there to giue battaple vnto Africano, and to puniſh by 
armes his enimies int ruſion. But be reckoned without his 
beſt. F02 he had not rode tenne miles in his owne King- 
dome, when the mightie Africano came and pitched nere 
with bis whole armie, and in the firlt fielde diſcomfited 
Florion, the moſt part of his people being ſlapne. The 
Pꝛince Florion haſted into Babylon, fo; euer diſpayzing to 
be reueſted in his legnioꝛies, and Africanos power was ſa 
great, that he well knew all the Souldans power to be of 
little fozce to withſtand him. The @ouldan recciued him, 
gladde of his cſcape, but pet ſozrie againe foz his peo- 
ple, and diſheriting of his nephew of ſo noble a King- 
dome. 

As they were thus ſozrowfull , within a few dayes 
after came into the Court the third bzother Lyrgandeo, 
which as the ſtozie ſaith, inhabited the Crimſon Jland, at 
his comming they were much quieted, her bad them be af 
| reſt and not fake care foz the kingdeme of Perſia, fo2 that 

there was among the Chzifftians a Chiide boꝛne in the 


. þ happieſt and moſt fo2tunate houre that euer Knight had 


bene bozne in, the which by god aduenture ſhould be 
b:ought to thoſe parts, and by his noble valour and 
bertue , ſhoulde delpuer the Souldan and the Pzin- 


ceſle his Daughter from death, oz from perpetuall 
im- 


T be firſt part of the 


impꝛilonment, a diſpoſſeſſing the wicked intruder, ſhonlde 
place the Ppzince Florion in his lawfull enheritaunce, to 
his owne great glozic and the vtter confuſton of his eni⸗ 
mics. This done that Florion ſhould eniope his kingdome 
in peace and tranquilitie all his life, vntili then her reque⸗ 
ſted them to haue patience,ſith it is not pet ſayth he, when 
theſe things ſhall happen. 8 
Lyrgandeo was held fo2 a verye wiſe man, and they 
all belcued his ſayengs,fo2 that at other times ge had de- 
uined of many thinges which came to paſſe acco2dinglye ; 
but pet they knew not who that Knight might be, ſo ſtrong 
as to reſiſt the foꝛce of Atricano, foꝛ her was reputed the 
bꝛaueſt and moſt valiant Knight of the world, they were 
verie deſirous euerie day to heare of his arriuall in their 
lande. Now not a moneth after this the wiſe Lyrgand-o, 
counſaticd with the Pꝛince Florion in ſecret, willing him 
immediafly at that houre to take.20.knichts of the belt he 
dad in the Court, and himſelfe, and to embarck themſelucs 
in a warre ſhippe,as it were to ſcow2e the coaſts. Where 
ſailing in the Sea Mediterrancum, Foztune ſhould bꝛing 
vnto they? power two little Bopes the moſt beautifull 
and excellent that euer hee had ſene,with theſe, ſapth he; 
por ſhall retourne to Babylon, oz theſe are the Aurſes of 
your god happe . The P2ince glad to plcaſe his vnckle, 
choſe out his Uma hs, and toke leaue of the Sculdan, de- 
parting from Babylon, and paſſing though Alia the leſſe, 
her came to a hauen in Phrigia, where her put himſelfe and 
his mates in a Ship well puruaied of vicualls, and latelp 
rigged and trimmed fo2 ſome ſuch voyage . In this with a 
pꝛolperous winde hee ſayled till af the end of twelue daics 
mounting on the tilbacke of the Ship fo loke if perhaps 
ha might behold the thing, ok which the wiſe man had 
tolde him. It was lo that he kenned a farre off a little 
b:rke in which the Gentleman of the Sunne was dꝛiuing 
tom ads them, and the waues rockin it on everie fide. It 
Lilght be (at this boate defended the Turthen naturally, 
as 
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as onely following the courſe of the wanes : But J ra- 
ther baleeue that god which had created him with ſo won- 
derkull markes, toke this care and kepe of him, vntyll 
that Florion eſpieng the barke comming right towardes 
him, and the Gentleman in it ſo'beautifull and bzight as 
an Angell of heauen,no tongue can expꝛeſſe the toy that 
now her pzomiled himlelfe touching the perfourmaunte 
of that hope which Lyrgandco gaue-hint to repoſſeſſe his 
kingdome . Vis conceit alſo as concerning the beauty of 
Donzel del Febo was, that ſome one of the celeſtiall Gods 
had beegotten him on ſome fayze Ladie here on the earth, 
and therfoze as to a per ſonage, which did participate with 
the deitie, he bowed himlelfe, honouring and imbꝛacing 
Donzel del Febo, and vpon his knees thanked his Gods fo2 
p grace they did him, in deltuering into his hands one with 
whome they themſelues might iope. The beautifull young 
Gentleman which ſaw him ſo beefoze him embaſed, fearcd 
him not a whit, although the armour gliſtered, but with a 


toyiull and pleaſaunt counfenaunce colled him and claſped- 


his armes about his necke , as if he had knowen him a 
long time. J doe not thinck that the deſire of ſafet ie made 


bim ſo to fawne vpon Florion,foz they with whom her was 


earit acquainted woꝛe no armour. But the Pzince Florion 
toke him vp in his armes, and kiſſed his white and roſeall 
theke as tenderly as if bee had been his owne childe, ma · 
king him fo cafe of the meſt delicate meates which be had 

zen on boꝛd. The little boy which was very hungar ie fed 
verp well, and from that time fw2th loued the P2zince Flo- 
rion moe then any other: as it is naturall in man to pꝛe⸗ 
fer thoſe of whome they receiue bencfis. When the gentle⸗ 


man of the Sunne was well ſatiſfed, the P2ince Florion 
entered againe into his owne ſhip and hoſed ſaixle toward

Toe lecond day after the Printe Donzel del Febo, had 
bene thus taken into Florions Sippe, they tourned as 
bout towardes Pluygu whence they firſt departed, and eſ- 
tried at the bf the Tlorke in the tnozning riaht againſt 
they2 Shippe another the talleſt and beautiſulleſt @bipps 
that euer they had (rene, which the faſter it lapled, the ner - 
rer if appꝛoched to their veſſell. Foz the Pilot directed their 
tour ſe ſtraight vpon Florions ſhip, and in ſhoꝛt ſpace they 
iopned together.

„ ſcarteiy has bee ſpoke theſe wo2ds,wyen the diuellich roue 
armed with a very great t heauie armour, e a battell arc 
of fine ſteele in his hands, iopned to the Pꝛince ſpedely 
and without God ſpeede you , layde at him ſuch a blower 
vppon the head prece,as might haue clonen his head in pa tie 
ces. But the Pzince was deliner and quicke, and ſcing bel; 
the battell axe deſending, the aire beaten beeſoze it, h ſtepſteſt 
aſide, and the blow feil vpo the planks ok the ſhip, which lei 
made a great pæte therof to fall into the water, quite ſhut: 
tin 
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ting him from hope of a ſeconde blow. Then the bole

euer her had ſeene, and deſiring to know who they were, 

bee ſaluted them courteoully, willing the knight to tell him 
who they were. Yee which had already knowen Florions 
great berfue in the battaile that be had with the Rouer, 
roſe with the young Gentleman from the place where hee 
was ſette, and vſing an humble duetie to him, anſwered. * 


„Sir knight, J am a p2iſoner to the Roner Mambrimano , 
„ which toke nie and this young Gentleman at a place

In this time, while our knights followed z, 
their game, this great Rouer Mambriniano, whether cfpi- ;, 
eng bs, 02 by chaunce taking land fo2 freſh water, wee 1, 
kgowe not, but with moze then twentie knights he beſet „ 
bs and although we defended our (clues ſome time, in the, 
end, this Gentleman and J were taken pꝛiſoners, and our „, 
ten knights ſlaine 4 ſoꝛe wounded,befo2c the other knights ,, 
which hunted in the foꝛreſt might vnderſtande of it. De „ 
carried vs to his ſhips, where it is moꝛe then a month that ,, 
we haue bene in this manner as you haue ſane vs, clole „ 
pent vp in this cage. Foz my ſelfe Sir, as J neuer hope „ 
fo2 liber tie, ſo J reſpe& not my impꝛiſonment, but fo2 this zz 
faire poung Gentleman my heart is ſoze wornded, J had „ 
rather ſuffer ten deaths, tben any ſich mil foꝛtune ſhoutd „ 
happen to him. Becauſe that when ſuch newes ſhall bee ,, 
repozted to his father, hee will beare it mo2e impatientlp „ 
than his owne,and that which woꝛſt is, to me onely wil! , 
bee attribute this fault, ſith, hauing committed his onelp , 
ſonne fo my gouernance, J haue giucu ſo ill account of * 
him. Unto theſe woꝛdes, the knight lent many a teare flt- „ 
ding downe his face, which well ſhewed the griefe her boze © 
in hart.

peares, but toke him rather to be a celeſtiall Seraphin, then 
an humane creature, and belerued that this might not bee 
done without ſome great miſterie, as if the young Gentle;

So when the pꝛince 
was in IciTe then an halfe dates tourney from the Citie, 
the Souldan and his wiſe brother Lyrgandco, iſſued out 
with a great traine to receiue him, and comming ner, the 
wiſe Lyrgandeo eſpieng Florion with the Gentleman of 5 
Sunne on his hozſe befoze him, in great top rode a pace, 1 
tahing him in his armes, ſpake theſe woꝛdes.

handes fill the Souldan d2ew nere, as the Souldan app2o- 
ched, e deliuered Donzet del Febo unto him, and tourned 
bunſcife towards Claucryndo einbzacing him gadip, but in 
moꝛe modettie of ſpeach oꝛ leſle delight he ſald vato hum: 
„ You are welcome noble and ſoucreigne Pꝛince, J know 
„ ing how well knowen pour name ſhould be in the woꝛlde, 
3 had great deſire to fe pon, albeit, it hall be dne grick vn⸗ 
to your parents not to entop pour peeſence, the tine Gall 
„ Come When you thail giue them greater comfoꝛt and plea· 
„ ſure. In the meane time, you thali not loſe any thing in 
„ being brought vp in the compante of this Gentleman, 
„whom you thait long ſo exccedinglp, that his loue hall of- 
ten extinguich the remembꝛaunce of pour parents. Armi- 
neo which was not farre ot, gaue him great thanks in the 
behalfe of the Pztnce. Then they two rode together deui- 
ſing of many things, and many courtcous woꝛds of god en- 
: tertamment pailing beet wane them, vntill the Souldun fel 
in tatke with the poung Claucryndo t Armineo, ta whome 
be ſhewed a friendly countenannce in token of great god 
lone. Theſe things thus done, they all held on their wape 
te the Cittie, and palling thꝛoughb towards the Pallaice, 
there they were receiued by Ballſea Pꝛinceſſe and wife to 
Florion, making ſemblaunce of great liking to Donzel del 
Febo, whoſe excellent beautie and comelmeſte (he well no- 
ted, and already concluded in hir thought foz a companion 
to hir ſonne, now of thꝛee peares old, verie large and beans 
fiful called Bꝛandizel. Tihich in ded after pꝛeued a hnight 
ſo god, as few better, being ffrong made, ſome what higher 
than his kat her, and of moꝛe puiſſance. Thoſe the Gent le- 
men by the Pꝛinceſte Baliſcas deniſe were brought vp al- 
together in like ſutes, and like exerciſes, and fo from their 
vouth, (heir triendſhip encreaſed with their peares, that in 
the ende, as thep themſelues were at their full groboth, lo 
their frienditiy wared ſo firme, that neither the diuerſtt y 
of their pꝛolellions, noꝛ the diſtaunce of their countries, 
might in any Wile infringe it.

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Theſe young Gentlemen thus b2ought vp in Babylon, 
Armin:o which in ali things was verie wile & well tear- 
ned, taught Chuerindo the liberall arts, and inſtructed hin; 
in the true and perfect law of God, in ſuch maner, that al- 
though his education was among the Pagans, et ↄ Pzince 
was alwates a god Chꝛiſtian. The wiſe Lyrganiico like 
wiſe carefull of the Gentleman ol the 2onn, c of Bren- 
del, read vnto them diligently what was connenient, ſaue 
that as he was a Pagan, ſo he acquainted them onely with 
Paganſie in their religion 2 which erro2 notwithitanding 
aiterward they both renoanced.This was the tratning vp 
of the young JI2inces in the court ot the Souldan,as. hade⸗ 
fully loked vnto,as if it had bene in their parents Courts. 
But as their vcares multiplied, ſo they excaded, ali others 
inferiour in iude ment, wit, diſcret ion gadunes of ſtatute, 
acttuifte, and all that which was rcquilite to ſuch painces, 
but cſpetiallp and aboue all bis cqualls, Donzel del Febo 


ſur paſſed.oꝛ attaining to the age of ten peares, he ſeemed” 


fo be moꝛe then fiitenc,both fo2 wif and ſtrenth, courage 
and v9ilecte,and by the bignelle of bis body (being wit hall 
weil featured) men gathered vndoubtedly of his might. 
They made their argument thus. If he beſo ſtrongly (et in 
his pouth at ten peares.lwhat will he be at twentie. And 
trueip although. bis father the Emperour T revatio was 
big of bodte, as the hiſloꝛie Hath already pcctfed,rrewg 
eiggt fote in height, vet Donzel del Febo guer reached hi 
ſomewhat, and with all this maintained the pꝛerogattue 
of his pꝛopoꝛtion. So that J thinks our painters as well 
Grecians 8s Aſlyrians, had neuer the perfect knowledge to 
dꝛawe and finiſh the true pꝛopoꝛtion of man, beſoꝛe they 
had the view of this kmaht. xs picture was ſent into ſun- 
diy parts, as the nobleſt Painture that ere was wienght. 
Veſides this, tger apprared in his face a matt ũ te ſo grane 
and Y2ince like, that it Eroke a feare cf him into migb- 
tie 3Dzinces. Foz all this, be was pet of behauigur affa⸗ 
ble, and ſom what familiar » that hee which knew 
F. iiii. him 
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him well, albeit his moꝛtal enemie could not but highlye 
commend of it. What ſhall J ſay ? As the Adamant ſtone 
dzaweth to it, the harove and ſharpe y2on by his hidden 
bertue, ſo likewiſe this knight pꝛocured the loue as well 
of focs as of friendes, and of as many as knewe him, and 
were converſant with him. And lo this young Gentle 
men Claucrindo and Brandizel, and other young Gentle- 
men, which were his play-fcllowes were ſo glad of him, 
that they could at no time be without hum. Now, berecaule 
we haue moze perticular ly to deſcend intothis ſtoꝛie hers 
after, and to deſcribe the maniſold graces of this knight, 
foʒ theſe matters we will let them paſſe at this time, and 

remember pou of his age of t welue peares, at which time, 
— happened that which ſhall appeare in the chapter fo- 
owing. | 


The deliuerie of the Souldan, by the Gentleman of the 
Sunne. Cap. 19. 


Ine times the Souldan and the Pꝛinte Florion, with 

ſome other Knights fo2 their recreations, rode on 
hunting into a thicke wd ſkanding in a faire foꝛreſt ſea 
ted ſomewhat nere the Sea, and plentifull of all kinde ot 
game, eſpecially of wilde Woares and ſuch like beaſtes. 
Noe, when the young Gentlemen could ſit their hozſes , 
and were able to endure (ome franatle, they twke them 
with them, and furniſhing them with Boare ſpcarcs in 
their hands, they appointed them to the chaſe. Some game 
there was killed befoꝛe them, wherin they toke great ple- 
ſare : but eſpecfally the Gentleman of the Sun, which by 
bimſelfe wearied a wilde Beare 4 two Wozes lo ficrce,as 
might hane fraied a right god Knight. Vis pꝛactiſe was 
alwapes to hunt alone, to haue no mans belpe to the cn- 
counter with ante wilde beat. And it was ſo, that one day 
the Souldan would goe to the ſame fozreſt to delight him- 


ſelle there lo; certaine dates, taking with him the Pein⸗ 
ceſſe 
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cefſe Baliſea his Daughter, and the fraine of many Ladyes 
and Gentlewomen, and the molt pꝛincipall Loꝛdes of his 

Court,becaule the place was gallaunt and delectable,and 
repleniſhev with vartetie of game, being as J ſapde, hard 
vpon the cliffes of the Sea. Foz this cauſe there were rea- 
red bp many pauiltons there, and there was purnated 
of other pꝛouiſion necelſary foz the houſcholde . Be made 
his owne tent to be pitched in a low2ithing-mceddow next 
to a godly ſountaine. Ther reſted her one day ſolacing hium- 
ſelſe among his Anightes, foꝛz the firſt daye they went not 
out to ſceke they2 game. The next day early in the mo2- 
ning, the Pꝛince Florion, the poung Gentlemen, and the 
moſt part of all the nights toke they way thꝛough the 
ſoꝛreſt, climbing vp a ſteepe hill, and parted themſelues in- 
fo diners companies, ſome to rayſe the game, and others 
to bee at the receipt. The Souldan and the Pꝛinceſſe with 
bir Ladies, and onelp. I 5. Anights remaining in their tents 
as vnmindefull of any danger if any ſhould happen. The 
Sun beeing almoſt at the higheſt, and his beames moꝛe di- 
rect, the Souldan with the P2zincclle his Daughter and hir 
Gentlewomen left they2 tent t came to the fountapne, the 
water being clere, & the place well chadowed with tres, 
there in the quiet ſhade to abide the coming of the Pzince 
Florion and the poung Gentlemen to dinner. In the meane 
time the Gentlemen ſewers pꝛepared the cupboꝛd and the 
cokes made ready fo2 dinner. The tables beeing ſpꝛead bp- 
pon the grerne grafſe,+ enery man attentine fo his funat- 
on, the officers to theyꝛ carge,the knights to they2 game, r 
the Souldan with the P2incelle x Ladies to refreſh them⸗ 
ſelues in the cole atre:there came in place a mighty 4 wo, 
full giant, with moꝛe then twentie knights after him.The 
Ladies ſcreched out, but there was no remedie. Foz the 
Giant with his knights foke the Souldan, the Pꝛinceſſe, 

and molt of the Gentlewomen, and contayed them into a 
chariot dzawne by ſtrong hozſes which they bzought with 


them fo2 the ſame pur poſe, with the outerpes of the La⸗ 
dies 
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dies the knights which were in the tent illued, and ſing 


theyz Lo2d with the P2inceſſe with hir Ladyes, ſo carried 
awap perfo:ce-( albeit this they dyd moꝛe fo2 ſhame then 
thꝛough hardineie,) pet they made towardes the Oyaunt 


with their {wo2ds, and bergan to compaiſe him about, but 
they lo ill perfoꝛmed their duetie that in ſwoꝛt time them⸗ Pk 


ſelues were either wounded, ſlapne, tanen, oz put to flight, 


and theyz Lo2d foꝛ lack of reicewes was bound and fet- | 
tered. The Opaunt hauing his pꝛap, withall the haſt hee 


might tone toward the Sea, where h had a god ſhippe 


in readyneſſe. The lamentable nopſe which the Ladies 
made was ſuch, that it beat thꝛough the apze nito the lkies, 
and yet could not penitrate ſo farre as to Pzince Florion 
o2 his knights, either that they were ſo eager in p purſute 


of theyz wilde Boares, that they marked it not, oz that the 
crye of (he hunters was fo lowde that it B2zowned the os 
ther. But the young Gentleman of the Sunne, loſing his 
compante,and well mounted vpon a light Yo2ſe with a 
Boare ſpcare in his hand, being allo clothed ina hunters 
weed of greene cloth of gold,7 a hat to kepe downe his pe⸗ 
low hapꝛeo, rodde roming about the wade to ſceke ſome 
beaſt, vpon whom he might fry the ſteele of his boꝛe ſpeare, 
and taking this way and that way, without Napenagin a- 
nye place, he met with a knight ſoꝛe wonnded by the Op⸗ 
ant, which rodde pittcouſly to call the Pꝛince Florion and 
his ; nights fo2 ſuccour to the Souldan and the Pzinceſie.Ag 
Lonzel del Febo ſaw him thus araied , he aſked what her 

- atled.Alas nentieman of the Sunne, ſaid the knight, the Soul- 
þ dan, our Loꝛd, and the Duincelle, are taken pꝛiloners by an 
„ugly 4 monſtrous gpant, and by p haſt hee maketh, J gelle 
7» 12 is alreadte nere onto the Sea. The Gentleman of the 
Dunne much lamented ſuch newes, and with a noble g he- 
roicall courage. Which by nature now enfozced it ſelſe fo2 
Ward, he pꝛaied p knight to guid him on the wap towards 
the Gyaunt . The night thincking it an vndt match and 
balide his piryols to tourne bach with him, ſoz be thought 
hum 
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him tw young ſoꝛ ſuch an enterpꝛiſe, would not Cay , but 
rodde on faſter. The gentleman moued with this that the 
knight ſet ſo little by him, yet ſayd nothing, but not carrt» 
eng fo2 moꝛe companie bꝛoched his 30zle hith his Spurs, 
that he made him ſpinne the ſame waye in which he hag 
ſæne the night beſoze. The halt hee made is trcreditio, 
ſoꝛ beefo2e the Opant had recouered the Sea h ouertohe 
him in a playne amongelt his knights, and the Chariot in 
the middeſt. The Opant was hindmoſt on fofe , with a 
great battell ate of ſtœle in his hand, ſo that it might haue 
diſmaied one to ſe his ficrce and cruell demcanour. UWhen 
the gentleman of the Sunne had got a ſight of him, with 
greater foꝛte then befoze hee ſpurred his hoꝛſe making way 
though the greene meddow as faſt as if hee had been det- 
uen by the rage of tempeſt and thunder and crieng aloud. 
Stay, ſtap. The Giant and his knights hearing the nople 
that her made and the ſound of the hoꝛſe fete galopping in 
ſuch haſt, turned theyꝛ heads aſide to {x what it meant, 
and amongſt the reſt the Souldan lykewyſe loked behind 
him and eſppeng him to bo& the gentleman of the Sunne 
with onely a 1Bo2e ſpeare in his hand, her much pifticd his 
caſe, foꝝ hæ thought ſurely Donzel thould neuer cſcape 
death 02 durance. The loathſome Giant wondering at the 
young gentleman comming toward him, with great furie 
lift vp both his hands fo his head, and there ſtapeng on 
fofe as hee was, made a firce and ſterne countenance of 
dildapne, til the poung gentleman apꝛoched. But the no- 
- 3 ble and valiaunt Donzel del Febo , bozne fo2 the atchiue- 
ment of greater aduentures, with a kurious mode as it 
had ben thunder dꝛew nere, and with his boare ſpeare in 
his hand, being verie ſtrong, ſharp, and well ſteled, with 
all his ſoꝛce he ſhoued it into the bꝛeaſt of the Giant, that 
although her had a bzcaT plate of fine ſtœle a finger thick. 
pet the Dpcare entered, and iſſued ont at the ſhoulder all 
beegozed with bloud . Thus the Opant fell downe dead 


zt | en the ground, to the great abaſhment of all — 
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which ſaw him , iudging that Donzel del Febo had bang 
then let downe from heauen to doe this frate,fo2 in thepz 
fancies, not the thunderbolt which by the renting of the 
Ciowdes d2turth the windes beefoze it, might euer gius 
a mo2e ſodeine oz moze fozcible blow then that which 
Donzel del Febo gane the Gpaunt, eſpeciallp the Knigytes 
of the Opants retinue not wilting who hee was, imagined 
that thepꝛ owne Gods had ſent him downe from the Hea⸗ 
uens fo2 the mo2e notable chaſtiſement of theypz Loꝛzds 
crueltie. Low ſome of the Kntghts hearing a ruſhing a 
farre off in the wode, and thinking it to bee the Soulbans 
people, they2 maſter thus ſlapne, without hauing care of 
Chariot oꝛ p2iſoners,toke them to they2 heeles with moze 
haſt by halfe then god ſpeede. Foz one letting the Bzible © 
lippe, and fo2 feare not able to guide his hozſe , by the 
ſtumbling of his ho2ſe had ſo ſoze a b2uſe, that his hoꝛſe 
riſing. her lap ſtill on the ground fozmented with the fall. 
And thoſe which got to the Sea, themſelues being paſt: 
daunger, nothing ſoꝛrowed at the death of the Gyaunt,foz 
they hated him, and ſerued moꝛe by compulſion, then with 
gd will. This trouble in the Spaunts men made the 
Oentleman of the Sunne make no account of them. 
Wherefoze alghiting from his ho2ſe,hee went towards 
the Chariot where the Souldan was, with the Pꝛincelle 
and Ladyes, and vnbound them. The Ladyes when they 
ſaw him, were no lelle glad of the pꝛole of armes in Don- 
zel del Febo, then of theyz owne deliuer ie.

Florion extuſing his long abſence by the ignoꝛaunce cf the

Florion g iuing 
back, eyther as wondering oz not crediting his vnckles 
ſpeach,was ſtill vꝛged by the Sonldan, who tolde on fo2- 
ward as Brandafileos Knight had confeſſed . Florion pet 
as it were haife in a hammering which part to take be- 
twerne the Gentlemans youth and his courage, diſpuked 
rather the impoſſibilitie by meancs of the hugeneſſe of the 
Gyant,his frong armsur, and the number of his knights, 
in the ende hee ouercame himſelfe, by remembꝛaunce of 
Lyrgandeos repo2t , and thancked the Gentleman on this 
wile. O my right noble and berloued ſonne, J graunt, that „

»» the other young Gentlemen his companions came rt- 
ding from hunting, and ſaw the firce Gyaunt lye dead 
by the way, they enquired after the manner of his death, 
and hearing it to be as you haue heard, the one toke great 


plealure in tt, and the other with an honeſt emulation of 
the lad, wiſhing it fo himſelfe, accoꝛding to the diuerſitie of 
the god will they bare vnto the Gentleman of the Sunne. 
Then they came altogether to thep2 Tents, where they 
made but a hunters b2caliſalf, foz cre dinner was halfe 
done, the @ouldan commaunded the horte fo refonrne to 
Babylon, and ſo they all on hozle backe, the Pꝛinceſſe and 
bir Gentle women on theyꝛ palfraies and the luſty knights 
on they2 ſturdie Rounceualis toke the way towardes the 
citie,layeng the mightie Oyant vpon a hozſe, his head and 
fete traypling on the ground. 

When they were within the Gatez of the Citie, all 
that which had happened being publiſhed, all the Citizens 
and other of the court were in contrarie arguments about 
the hugeneſſe of the Opant and the courage of the Gentle- 
man of the Sunne,thincking it an vnpollible matter to bee 
bꝛought about by one of fo few pres. But from that 
time fo2th, (although ber foꝛe like wiſe they loued him) pet 
now they made much moze of him, and the Souldan with 


the Pꝛinceſſe and all the Courtiers held him in great ac⸗ 


count alway-. Not withſtanding the repozt of men, and 
the high extolling of his actes to his owne fate, the Gen- 
tleman of the Sunne kept the fame fenour of life, not bea⸗ 
ring himſelle any thing vppon his god foztune,but rather 
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as the windes increaſed, which pꝛomiſed him ſafefie and 
honour, and as his fame was moze blaze d, ſo hæ ſtroke his 
ſailes and became moꝛe lowlier. This his humilitie made 
him much moꝛe to be loued, as the ſpzinkcling of water, 
augmenteth the flame in a Smithes ſozge- Clauerindo, 
at this time egged on by Donzels god happe, and being 
of riper peares, ſued to be made Lnight. But the wiſe 
Lirgandeo fo2c-ſeing ſome-what, and to haue him kepe 
coinpany with Donzel del Febo and Brandize!,with-ſtode 
his purpole foz that time. Clauerindo was but about fours 
tene 02 fifteene peares of age, but he was ſo comlye and 
nimble in all feates of armes, that ther was not a Knight 
in all the court which out- paſſed him. Jnthis maner were 
theſe two Gentlemen bzought vp in the Souldans Court, 
with great magnificence,as if they had ben in their fathers 
courts,+ aboue all, thep wer ſo thꝛoughly inſtructed in ler- 
ning, that ther wer none able to come in controuerfie with 
them, all this, equall to both, not withſtanding the diffe⸗ 
rence of belæfes, which ſhall be a like ere it be long. Cla- 
uerindo Which was gupded by Armineo his vnckle, was 
a Chꝛiſtian: and the Gentleman of the Sunne beleucd 
in the lawe of the Gentiles, as the wiſe Lyrgandeo hadde 
taughte him, Lyrgandeo himſelfe, being bed and bꝛought 
bp in the ſame crrour by his father, foz all his great tun- 
ning, was not able to finde out, the vanitie of his falſe 
Gods. 

O the pꝛouidence of God, how much bee war bound fo 
thee, and how ill do we acknowledge thy great godneſſe, in 
ſuffering vs to bee become Chꝛiſtians, when thouſandes 
wiſe men and mightie Ponarches dye in the law of the 
Gentiles, not all their power anatlable to ſane their ſoules, 
e their learning not worth a ruſh fo2 the diſplaycng of the 
faiſhod of that lawe, wherein their fathers haue nouſe led 
them. And ſhall we Chꝛiſtians think that our knowledge 
tan pull vs out of hell, it not the wiſeſt of p earth, J means 
the learned Gentiles, coulo * repꝛoue their owne law, 

. and 
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and knowe the onelp and true God. As fo2 example, this 
Lyrgandeo was ſo wiſe and well learned, that not Arti- ; 
medoro,no2 Rogel, No2 Turke, no2 @araſin,no2 Jcw, noz 
Chziſtian came euer nete him, and yet becauſe he had ler⸗ 
ned that lawe from his cradle, and wanted the gifte ok 
God,fo2 the true vnderſtanding of his will, her wallowed 
ſtill in bis crrour,as the Sowe doth in the mire, till God 
bauing a regard of the Gentleman ofthe Sunne, and mins 
ding to make him a true Chꝛiſtian, did by his meanes con- 
uert the wiſe Lyrgandeo to the knowledge of his will, and 
poure out his grace abundantly vpon the whole kingdome 
of Perſia, actoꝛding as mo2e largely ſhall be recited. But to 
returne, the two young Gentlemen, albeit contrary in p20- 
feffions,yet in friendſhip and god well were confozmable, 
as ſhall be declared in this ſtozie.

'T Be Souldan & the Pꝛince Florion,with all the knights 
of his court, greatly pꝛaied their Gods, that the Gen- 
fleman of the Sunne might come to his full age to be 
made knight, foz that onely thep ſtayed their vopage info 
the kingdome of Perſia fo2 his cauſe, as willing to haue 
him with them,foz the great p2zoweſſe which reſted in him, 
and they thought their ſtape not oucr-long, ſceing it was 
not vnlikely that which the wiſe Lyrgandeo pꝛophecied of * 
hun, that be ſhould be a valiant knight, and that without 
him their entraunce into Perſia were to ſmall effect. Foz C 
this cauſe, they emploped their care in the aduauncing foz- di 
ward of the Gentleman of the Sunne. This gentleman — 
now being of the age of ſixteene peares, was ſo high 4 well 
faſhtoned,thaf he wanted little in ſtature of any man. One 
dap, Pꝛince Florion with many other Knights being a- 
bꝛoad at the riuer toflye at afowle,the young >

fayeng in the Pallaice. The Souldan with many of his 
knights and Gentlewoman toke their paſtime in one part 
of his great Pallaice, where entred in at the gates ſix an- 
tient knights with white beardes hanging downe to the 
gir dle ſterdes, and all armed ſaue the head-peces,compaſs 
ſing on each ſide a Gentle woman faire and young, clothed 


all in mourning apparell,and hauing a crowne of gold bp= 


pon hir head. This lady was led, by a knight great of bo- 
dp, well and Ctrongly p2opozttoncd,4 armed at all points, 
with a rich and ſtrong armour. This knight lifting vp the 
viſo2 of his helmet,ſhcwed hiumſelfe to the Souldan, where 
they percelned his face to be very foule and fearefull,of co · 
lour moze tawnie and Sun-burnt, then cole-blacke, his 
eyes flaming in his head, bis noſtrells wide and large, 
bꝛoad lipped, and his ſharp fangs iſſuing out of his mouth, 
like Woares tuſ kes, and reaching to his chin, ſo that there 
was no man lining, but might haue bene afraid of his 
fierce ſemblance. But beſides this he was ſo high, that ther 
was not any in that place, whom this knight exceeded not 
two ſpanfn!s at the leaſt, and in making of his body, he 
was ſo large and well quartered, moꝛe then the compaſſs 
of two knights. Yaning thus entered and ſet himſelfe to 
biew,thoſe which were pꝛeſent, had inough to occupie their 
eyes, either on the vglineſſe of the Gyant,oz the beaut ie of 
the Gentlewoman . But the Gentle woman kneled bg- 
foze the Souldan , to haue kiſſed his handes. But the 
Souldan taking hir by the hand, raiſed hir vppe, doing hir 
the honour her thought it conuentent, in that ſhe appea- 
red to be a Lady of great birth. She with teares dt- 
ſilling downe from hir beantifull eyes, and watering 
dir crimſon chekes , ſpake vnto the Souldan , on this 
wiſe. 

The heanenly and immoꝛtall Gods maintaine and en ,, 
treaſe thy high eſtate, moſt puillaunt and mightie Soul- „ 
dan of Babylon. know foz tertaint ie, that vncertaine foz- ,,

„ with the death which my father and mother, and many of 
„their lubiectes haue receiued foz my ſake, the ccaſcth not

» being dekeated of mine owne inheritaunce. I am pet kaine 
» to wander thꝛough the Courts of might ie Pzinces to find 
„ ſome god and pitifull knight, which beewarking my mils

u mp honour, Fo2 if you will ſuffer me to lap open my caſe, 
2» the whole ſtoꝛie is thus. J am right inherctrir of the J-

2» my brautie. Foz hauing bzought mer into this world, with 
that beaut ie wherein you (&@ me, which J would to our

» time as Raiartes came to the Pa'latce where J was. J 
„knew to whole power J was bacome ſeruaunt, 2 fearing 
„ that be would haue foꝛced me, determined by ending my

„ farre better to dye with my Parentes, then alpue to be-

„ tious, Radamira, Which foz thy cauſe durſt enter into lyſtes

Raiartes hauing ſaid thus, knit his bzowes, 1 made 
ſuch a grim conntenance, that all they fearcd him, which 
beheld hun, and there was not a knight ſo har die, as to ans 
were any thing in the Pꝛinceſte Radamiras bœhalfe, as if 
it had beene mere ſinne, in a Gentlewoman ſtraungers 
right, to hazard their perſon vpon a diuill rather then vp- 
pon a humane creature. Cuerie man was ſtill, to the no 
little griefe of the Souldan in that his court receiued (ſuch 
diſgrace, but the Gentleman of the Sunne litt ing br, and

foaming at the mouth lyke a wilde Boare, hee was not a- 
ble fo ſpeake ene wo2d fo2 the furte and choler wihiciyboy- 
led in him. The Gentleman of the Sunne thancked her 
godlp fo2 the acceptation of his patnes in her name. In

The Souldan with teares flowing 
from his eyes embꝛaced hun, greatly reioycing to (@& him 
ſo comelp in armour, then taking the rich l word which the 
poung Gentleman helde naked in his hand, bee gaue him 
th:& blowes on the creaſt of his helmet, and ſo ſgeathing 
it agapne, girded it about Donzel del Feboes lopnes, and 
with theſe words bleſling him. ( The high Gods defends 
the with thep2 mightie hand ) hee bad him arrſe Anight, 
and then made him (weare to the obſeruaunte at all the 


oꝛders of Unightheod, which done, the poung Centleman 


kiſſed the Souldans hande, and all the hall rang of the noiſe. 
Our Gods defend the Souldan. 

This was in the mo ning, but bafozc dinner was 
eleane done, and the tables taken vp, the houre was nere 
wherein they ought to perfozme the battaple, and Ra- 
zartes richiy armed, and mounted vnon his hozſe trauerſed 
bp and downe beeſaze the Pallaice, where the Ladycs 
which were beſtowed in the windows to ba@hold the fight 
were afraid, fo2 in they2 ſa@ming by the hugeneſle of his 
bodve and his ficrce countenaunce he was the bꝛaueſt 
Lnt@ht in the world, a his harneſſe couered in him the de⸗ 
foꝛmit ies of nature. The P2incefſe Radamira in hir mour⸗ 
ning werde accompanpena the Pꝛinceſſe Baliſea , was in 
a great bay window, and ſæing Raiartes ſo great, ſtrong, 
and well hoꝛſed, cher chaunged hir coulour without hope to 
rcnoue Raiartes loue, and there fully appopnted with 
bir ſelfe, rather to murther hir ſelſe, then to ber in his pow⸗ 
er, ſoʒ his filthye and vgly ſhape was ſuch, that what Gen- 
ficwoman in the wozlde could haue affozded him foz 
lone ?

Raiartes, was fell angrie at this (the ſoame „ 
ſtaring thꝛough his vilour) would haue runne vppon the 
knight, but being awarded by the Judges to the liſls, while 
the Trumpets ſounded, hee groned out thus much to him- 
ſcife in the curſing of his Foztune. O how doth Foꝛz⸗ 
tune ennie my kelicitie tn pꝛelonging the time thus, that 
T cannot ſo ſone 25 J wold diſpatch this wel thed knight, 
ſaying this and ſomewhat elſe. the Trampets aped, and 
with great rage he ranne towardes the Umght of the 
Siume, but the Kntaht bearing his (h&@'d ba ſoze him, 
with his Speare in his hand, mette Rawartes with all his 
foꝛce, with the vislence of this courſe, the ground ſcoke 
onder they2 hozſes, and this ficli icutrnep ball they? creat 
Speares into (mall ſbæuers. Rauartes with the ſtrong en⸗ 
countrie of the Unight of the Sunne, doubled and fell o. 
uer the arſon of the ſaddle, his hozſe carryeng him out of 
the pꝛeaſe fo bluſh without compante, fo2 ncuer in his ſyſe 
time hee had recetucd the lpke blow. But when he recos 
uered his (cafe, and ſaw the Knight of the Sunne not 
irred in his laddle, and now with his lwoꝛd in his hand 
comming toward him, her dꝛew out his ſweo2d which was

foꝛ a ſuretie with the edge of his \ wa2de, to ſupplpe that 
which had fayled in the poynt of his Speare.Both of them 
maode angriesRaiartes to amend that which he had mard 
in bzeaking his Speare, and the knight of the Surme to 
reuenge the pꝛonde woꝛdes which Raiartes had ſpoken, 
thep2 firſt blows were ſuch, that they: pauices were hew⸗ 
ed a ſunder, and fell to the ground, the other part they al 


fer thzew from them, and griping they; woꝛdes in both 


they2 handes , they bit each other ſuch blowes vppon the 
Yelmet,that flakes of fire iſſued after them. 


By this time neither of theſe knights were well pleaſer 


with the other, they let dꝛiue ſo each at other, that inſhozt 
ſpace they made playne theyz ſingular manhads, and they 


which ſaw it iudged it to be the bꝛaueſt battaile which they ©: 
bad euer ſeene betwene two knights. The valiant knights. 
with malicious epes, ſoꝛrowing each at athers welfare, be⸗ 
cauſe they2 armour was ſo god that no ſwozde coulde en 
ter, were much moze wod, lapeng about them without oꝛ⸗ 

der, and caring not where they hit, ſo they might lep bloud 


ſpinne as faſt as the ſparkles increaſed. 
Jt was not halfe an houre ſince the battell bergan, and 
Raiartes well feeling the courage of the knight of the Sun, 
in that he had gotten none aduauntage oucr him in al the 
time. Now with what courage fought her thincke pon, ber 
ing beſides himſelle fo2 the defireof the Ladie, at that time 
be& doubted whether this were the Gentleman of the Sun, 
whom befoze her had continued, z if it were not he, pet her 
meruailed in himſelfe who this valiant knight might be, 
in the meane while the Souldan and Florion with all the 
beholders of the battaile were aſtoniſhed at the great p;o- 
welle and valour which the Iznight of the Sunne ſhewed 
againſt Raiartes. They thought truely that he would pꝛoue 
the beſt Knight of the wozld, ſith in ſo tender peres her 
was of great vertue.

= gouerne his ill will, bee lift bimſelfe vp in his ſtirops and 
= lent the Lnight of the Sunne a blowe with all bis fo2ce, 
> that although hee could not cut his fine helmet, pet her 
made bim bow his head to his hozſe necke, being blin- 
ded with the continuall ſparkes of fire which came out of 
bis head pece. The wozthie Knight of the Sunne com- 
ming agayne to himlſelfe and ſitting ſurer in his Saddle, 
* refourned the lpke blow to Raiartes, ſo that Raiartes loſt 
his memoꝛie, and receiued another blow cn his bulke a- 
» gaynſt the Saddle bowe , which made che bloud guch out 
= of his mouth and nolethzills, and the Knight of the Sunne 
= followed him to haue vnhozſed him. But Raiartes reco- 
unered, and ere the Knight of the Sunne could hit him, 
be gaue him on the left ſhoulder a mightie blow, that 
with the weight thereof hee had falne to the ground, but foz 
the imbꝛacing of his hoꝛſe necke. Againe, Donzel del Febo 
repaied him with a plus vltra, the ſurpluſage moze then an 
oꝛdinarie intereſt, and they wounded each other, mangling 
themſelues pitifullp, and the claſhing of theyz armour was 
ſo great, that it rang lyke bells in all the citie. 

This was the ſecond houre of the fight, and the match 
was equall, not bing knowne who had the better hand. 
Raiartes not greatly pawſing , but in his anger reuiling 
bis Gods, ſapde vnto himſelfe. O immoztall Gods, how »s 
little is Raiartes bæholding vnto you if a man is able to »» 
reſiſt his might? Why 2 If the repozt of my valyaunt »» 
dedes and noble pzoweſſe made knowne to the heauens »» 
auſeth pou to maligne my ſtate, come you downe and »» 
Inht with me, foz J had rather bee vanquiſhed by pour »» 
Deities, then to bee ye&elded to mans ſtrength . But what „, 
anne J thincke , epther then that this night is one „, 
Ff pou, foz the loue of Radamira, to take bir rygbt „ 
in

„ in hand, 02 af the leaſt ſome fiend of Hell in lykeneſſe of a 


” Knight, minded to quell me. But ſceing this is the iſſue , 
that it J loſe this day, J mult laſe Radamira alſo, let him 
„ winne hir and weare hir: fo2 bee her what her may be, he 
2? {hall get no honour at my handes, aud ſo ſayeng,he& ſtrone 
bis aduerſarie lo ſo2e on the bꝛeaſt, that he bꝛuſed his cars © 
cae,and put him in great danger. Cheualicro del Febo not 

a littie abaſhed at the great koꝛce of Raiartes, this being the 
fir ſt battle that euer hee had fought,thought inbimſelfe that 

tf all the Unights in the wozid were lyke him, her ſhoulde 
get but ſinall pꝛaiſe, and ther foꝛe to embolden his courage, 
her rated hiunſcle on this wile. \ 

„ am he of whom the wyle Lyrgandeo hath fozetold 
2 {ſo much? 4m I ho without whome the Babylonians dare 
„ not ſet fot into Per ſia? Am J ba foz whom they haue thus 
„ long tune waitcd?Certainly if this bee ail which J ſhall bee 
„ able to doe, ſhall not all happen contrary to that which the 
„ wile man bath ſaid? Shall not the Babylonians bee mock 
ed of thep2 hope? Yath not one onely Knight much enda- 
„ maged mr? what (hal the whole multitude of the Perſians 
„ do, ⁊᷑ the putſſance of the grants which ſhall come to aſſiff 
„them: Mad it not bene better fo2 my credit not to haue 
» bene bozne, with ſo great fame as the Aſtrologers haue 
„ fo:eſhewev,then in ſo ſhoꝛt a time ſo much fo bee troubled, 
„ O Souldan of Babylon,and pou others which are Judges 
in the ficide, are you not aſhamed of me, that in my firit 
„ battayle, and the firſt fruitcs of my Knighthode, J am at 
„the poynt to become recreaunt. But recreaunt J will ne- 
„ uer bee, and ſo as it were blowing the coales of his anger, 
„ when her was on a light fire, he ſet Raiartes in ſuch a heat, 
with his thicke and mightie ſtrokes, that the vnlacing 
of his helmet, e the vnmailing of his armour could ſcarce 
giue him bzeath inough . Raiartes then thought that his 
enimpes ſtrength increaſed, yet not altogether fown- 
dered, hee anſwered him as well as her coulde, that the 
battayle ſæmed to bee moze fierce at that time then "on 
od 
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beginning. The houre clocke had ſmitten thyice,ſince they 
entered the liſtes, all much meruailing how they were a- 
ble to endure ſo long. The Souldan ſaid to Florion and to »» 
the wiſe man which ſate by, cerfainely,if J had not ſane it »» 
with my cies, J ſhould hardly haue beleucd , that a knight = 
of ſo young veares, as this knight of the Sunne is, might »» 
haue had the foꝛce ſo to endaunger a wozthy knight, fog »» 
you know how the houres are paſſed, ſince they began the »» 
combate, and how yet her abideth manye blowes,and C11] »» 
ſemcs as frelh as he was when he firſt came ſw2th. The »» 
wiſe man aunl wered,yea,my Loꝛd, but tf pon knew with »» 
whome hee doth fight, you might with mo2e reaſon mer- »» 
naile at it. Foz Naiartes is one of the ſtrongeſt and wozthi- »» 
eſt Knights that is among the Pagans, and his p2ide is »» 
ſo great, that hee alone would not refuſe to iopne with an »» 
C. knights, and would well thinke to haue the maſterie of »» 
them all, befoze he would bee taken. Thus the bench was » 
not idle, and the Pꝛinceſle Radamira verpe buſilie attended 
vpon hir knight, and watched euer turne, moꝛe then halfe 
topfully, ſpeaking thus vnto the Pꝛinceſſe Baliſea ſtanding 
bp, J belene fo2 a certaintie Pzinceſſe Baliſea, that our high »» 
Gods now at length cloyed with my miſhaps, haue pꝛoui- »» 
ded this Rnight fo2 me, foꝛ in reſpect of his beaut ie ⁊ great 5» 
bount ie, he ſeemeth rather hcauenly then ter reſtriall. Vea, 
ſo I thinke, then aunſwered the P2inceſſe Baliſea, and that »» 
not onely-foz pour ſuccour, but to apde me and my cauſe, »» 
the Gods haue ſent him hether , ſo2 by him J lake fo be »» 
qutene of Perſia. Do you fo madame ſaid Radamira, now J 
p:ay our Gods that he well eſcape this battaile, to fulfill, 
pour heartes deſire, and truelp if he betome bicour, not on- 
lp I ſhall be auenged on him koz my fathers death, but J 
will make account that J am now riſcn from death to life, »» 
fo2 ſoner had J purpoſed to kill my ſelfe, then to lie in Ra-, 
zartes armes. 
Wut all this while the god knightes plied the combat, 
fighting couragioud till mw were fozewearted , euerie 
b one 
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one mifcontruing the tuent. Foz Raiartes lt ing that the 
longer the battaile laſted, the farther he was from the vic- 
toꝛp, with all the fozce hx might, he ſtroke p knight of the 
Dunne ſuch a blow on the helmet, that his ſences were be- 
reft him had he not taken hold of the ſaddle bow, he had 
kiffed the ground. So the fray was renyed, but the knig hr 
of the Sunne gaue Raiartes another b'ow as ſtrong, wh: ch 
bewitched his vnderſtanding,fo2 his hoꝛſe carried him a- 
bout the field, toſſing him on the pomell of his laddle, as if 
he had beene dead. The knight of the Sunne thinking it no 
gloꝛy to ſmite a man halfe dead, purſued him not, but Ka- 
iartes rcutuing, his face all bloudy, with both bis hands hit 
the night of the Sunne bppon his head par ce, that it the 
helme bad not bene the ſurer, it had riuen him to the belly, 
but the ſtroke amazeb hun, and the goare blond ran out cf 
his month and noſtrelte, and his hozſe feeling part of the 
treat blow, carried his maiſter from thence, the god knight 
lpeng vpon the crouper of his ho2ſe, in an crfaſte, as if hee 
had bene quite dead, Raiartes haſted to have giuen him a- 
nother blow, thoſe Which ſaw it, were very fad, but none 
were euer ſo wokullp begon, as was the Pꝛinceſſe Rada- 
mira, who with great griefe tourning hir iclte from that 
ſight, and fell on wrping bitterly. But Raiazes had not 
followed him foure paces with his bozfe, when the gad 
knight fart vp, and feeling his face wet with bloud, in 
great fury ſpurred his hoꝛſe, and met Raiartes with ſuch a 
blow, that the fine helmet could not dente him paſſage, but 
that he cloue Ratartes head in ſonder. Here the ſhote of 
the people, and the Pzinceſſe Baliſeas calling hir, awaked 
the Pꝛinteile Radamira, as it had bene ont of a ſound fleep, 
and little loking fo2 fo god newes: and the god Anight, 

(Raiartes beetng dead put vp his [wo2d into the ſheath, E 
demaunded of (he Judges there were ought elſe to dota 
mate the einceſle free. The Yoincelle heard this gladlp, 
and the Judges aunſwercy him no foꝛ that had (uſficed, 
which be had done. Then with the nople of inTruments, 
and 
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and much honour,the Judges led the knight of the Sunne 
from that place to the Pallaice, where, with great top and 
pleaſure of the Souldan and Florion, he was well recet- 
ued, they ſhewing as much god will ts him, as if they had 
neuer inough in making of him. The Sentleman Chue⸗ 
rindo and Brandizel, glad of their friendes conqueſt, holp to 
baarme him. Then the Pzincelſe' Baliſea came, ⁊ the Pin- 
ceſſe Radamira, doing hir ducty to the knight of the Sun, 
and as not able elſe to requite the courteſie he had ſhowen 
hir, he offered to him both hir lands and hir perſon, p bets 
ter to lerue him. Thus thep toke their reſt many dates, 2 
the god knight was much honoured of them all. And ther 
was a great feaſt made, and diners Juſtes and Turnapes 
there pꝛoclaimed, fo2 the dubbing of Cluuerindo and other 
Gentlemen knights. At this fcalk, the Pzince Clauerindo 
behaucd him beſt, ſo that all men iudged him fo be a valt« 
ant Knight. And aſter this, the Pzincefſe Radamira mind- 
ing to refurnc,dcfired a {afe-conduct of the Souldan, who 
ſent with hir an hundzed knights, and other men ot war, 
which ſawe hir ſafel g landed in hir count rep, and in tull, 
poſleſion of the crowne. Foz after they knew that Raiar- 
tes was dead, willingly they cane hir place, and the J2in- 
ceſſe remained Lady of if, although not verpe free ok hir 
thought from the linight of the Dunne, whom ſhe loued ſa 
well, that in long time (he loꝛgate him not, end it fell out 
ſo that in the ende ſhe pleaſured him, wherefoze her gaue 
vato hir a mightte Pzince foz hul band, as ſhall be decla- 
red hereafter.

Toe Viftozie hath fold you befoze, ; the frong 4 migh⸗ 

tie Africano tran{pozting frõ Africk into Alta, by his 

fo2ce and valiance made himſcife Loꝛd and king of Mcdia, 

and alter entered into the 1 * of Perſia, n 
Put, 
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it, and ouerthꝛew Florion, comming fo ſaccour his owne 
people, after which time the Peince Florion recoiling backe 
to Babylon, there remained very fozrowſuil,# withont hope 
to recouer his kingdome. How the ſtoꝛie retourneth to the 
ſame Africano,and ſaith, that when hee had appcaſed the 
people, and bzought theſe two kingdomes in quiet ſubiec- 
tion (as this is an imbecilitie of mans nature, euer coue- 
ting to ampliſie and inlarge our poſſctons, ) lo this out 
and pꝛoud Pagan not content with that which he had al- 
readie got by diſozder and rapine, her aduentured pet fars 
ther to winne Babylon, with all the kingdomes of the Al- 
ſirians, boꝛder ing in thoſe parts;rcckoning himſelfe alreadie 
in poſſeſſion of them, foz the power of the Souldan was 
inſufficient to repulſe his koꝛces, hoping mozroucr to adde 
to his dominions, all thoſe countries lieng in the coal? of p 
middle earth Sea. Foz this cauſe he aſſembled his power 
as well Medians, as other his ſubiects. Vauing this greate 
armie in a readineſſe, pet truſting moꝛe in his owne perſon 
then in all his people, he toke the wape toward Pabylon, 
minding not to ſtap till he came nere to Babylon. This 
was ſome dates after the combat which the Knight had 
with Raiartes. Ind as it fell out, it was at the ſame time 
as the Souldan and the Pꝛince Florion were deuiſing of 
the oꝛder which they ſhould take foz to recouer the king= 
dome of Perſia, that the newes came how the puiſſant A- 
fricano was on his way with a huge army toward Baby- 
lon, foꝛ which cauſe they were caſt into double doubts, ſe- 
ing that the enimie whom they purpoſed to finde ab2oad, 
came to ſake them at their owne doꝛes. Well with 
great care and diligence they bergan to pꝛepare aFthinges 
neceſlarp foz the wellcomming of ſuch a geſt, by gathering 
his people out of all partes of the Bingdome, raiſing the 
walls higher, aud foztifieng the Towers once buil- 
ded by Semiranus, all which woulde lyttle haue helped 
the great Babylon againſt the power of Africano, if the 
puiſlaunt arme of the young Ore&ke had not defended it. 

But 
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it Wut thus the Aſſirians were almolt at their wits end, 
not knowing how to repell him, foz the bzute of his fame 
was greatly nopſed. The Souldan of Babylon well expe- 
rimented in warfare, commaunded all which could beare 
armour to come to Babylon, that his foꝛces beeing vnifed, 
be might be of greater power againſt his enimies. Alri- 
cano ffaied not till he came to the very walls of Babylon, 
where he gladly behelde the Citie, bercauſe of the fame it 
had to be lo great and ſo well pcopled, he highly commens 
ded of the fumptious edifices, and high walls incloſing it, 
which inflamed his defire to bee Lo2d of it. Pꝛeſently hee 
made to pitch his kents in a large field, enuirening p wals 
as far as he might, foꝛ it was impoſſible to compaſſe them 
rounde about, with two of Xerxes armies. Yee had in his 
campe 20000.knights,and 30000;hoz{-men,x two ſtrong 
Giaunts beide, the one of them called Herby on, and the o- 
ther Dardario, thzough whole fozce he thought to haue 0+ 
uercome the Aſſyrians. So ſone as he had trenched round 
about his campe, and pꝛouided foz the ſauegard of his ar- 
mie, befoꝛe he would enferp2iſe any farther, he ſent a mecf- 
lenger with a letter to the Souldan, containing this that 
kolloweth. ¶ Atricanos letter. 

A the great and might ie Atricano king of Media and 
Perſia, ſend greeting vnto the Souldan of Baby lon, ſonne of 
Orixerges, Bnob, that the repozt of the Citte of Babylon, 
hath pꝛocured me to cut the ſeas, ⁊ to arrive in this coun- 
trep, rather with deſtre to haue it as mine owne, then foz 
any pleaſure to offend thy per ſon, oꝛ moleſt thy people, foz 
thy father and mine during their liues were great friends, 
which friendſhip J world willingly ſhould endure betwan 
vs, if thou wilt as willingly (atiſfie mp deſtre, albeit J am 
content in recompence therof, to giue thee the kingdome of 
Perſia 02 Media, chuſe the whether. Now thou knoweſt 
my whole meaning, faile not fo accompliſh my deſire, foz 
valeſſe J haue it with thy god will, J will fozce thee ther= 
bnfo maugre thy ill will. Fare-well,

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The meſſenger comming to the gates of the citie, was 
let in, being b2ought into the pallaice,be deltuercd the let 
ter to the Souldan,in ths pꝛeſence of Pꝛinte Florion, and 
the other knights in the Court. The letter was read, and 
they all laid, hat in great pꝛide the Pagan had ſo wzit ten, 
hut becauſe , Florion,t the molt part of thoſe which 
were there, knew the frenath- and power of Atricanoi nm 

the battaitcs foʒc pad d, they would not make aunſ were, 
ne2 fyeake a bod, vnt ill they had heard the Sceuldans 
mind. Being in this oꝛder all huſht, the knight of the Sun 
roſe vp, & demaunded licenſe of the Souldan, to giue aun- 
ſwere to the meſſenger.

Thus the meſſenger diſ· 
patched from the Souldan went to his Lozd, who little 
delightcd in the foze-lowing of the Souldans aunſwere,foz 
he leſſe waicd the Souldans power. Thereſoꝛe be deter- 
mined in tew daies to deſtrop the great titie, burning and 
waſting all, fo; all that, that he wiſhed rather to haue bene 
owner of it by exchange oꝛ coucnaunt , then by raſing and 
battering the wals, which wer ſo godly. The mellenger a» 
zoiding the pallaice,the knight ofthe Sun dir ccted his ſpech 
„ {0 ths Souldan in this wiſe. Sith your excellentie wel vn- 
„ beftandeth the arrogancie, and high diſdaine of Aficano, 
„ and hath giuen me in commiſſion to deuiſe the aunſ were, 
„J humbly beſach pour grace to be content there with, if to

ding as bis pꝛide deſerueth. When the Knight had fo ſaid,

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bis griefe, yet greatly pꝛeferring the ta'o2 of Aff icano as 
bout that which de had heard of alt the Pzinces Pagans; 
fo2 their might none be compared to hum, he put of p knight 
of the Sunne foz that time with this aun were, that het 
woulo not haue htm to hazard hiunſciſc in ſuch daunger , 
vnti'l he had growen to mo22 ripe pcarcs. But if the Soul- 
dan was in any perpleritic fo2 lone to the hnight, much 
ma2c was pꝛinte Florion froubled, which bad had experi- 
ence of Airicanos puillaunce, and had ſane Africano in his 
owe perſon, demeane himlcife ſo luſtely in the battaile be- 
twerne them, that he thought him to be vnparagonized foz 
manhod, t therefoze he was moze then vnwilling that the 
knight Gold alone drale in this matter, albe it ha had wel 
$ wo2thely acquited himſelf againſt Brandefileo, the ſlrõg 
Raiarres,fo2 it was not a thing conuenient in his inogment 


that he being as yet of tender pcares,hould pꝛoue his bod p 
vpon Alricano. But were it that the Sovidan 4 the Pꝛince 
Florion were loth of this, as at the firſt it appeared, yet thep 


thought it beſt to diſſemble their conceit s, lcaſt the Knight 
Gould take diipccaſtire at their litle actonnt ot im, t ther 
foze in the end, alter (ome conſultation hao with the wiſe 
Lirgandeo, with a milde coantenaunce, the Souldan ag rted 
to the knights requeſt, ſaieng.

time while he ought to exetute his charge, he armed him- 
ſelfe with that armour which the wiſe Lyrgandco had be- 


ſtowed on him, z ſo ſtayed a great while vntil! it was paſt 
bꝛoad day, cacry minute in this time (eming an houre, 5 
cnery houre rl. ſoꝛ his magnanimous ſtomacke, alwaics 
coucted to put himſclf in pꝛaiſe, wher fo exertiſe his valoꝛ, 
and ſo when it was now time, caſting a faire hoꝛne about 
his necke tipt with golde, and hauing a hozſe under him, 
the beſt that the Souldan had, (as the night beto2e he had 
taken his leaue of the Souldan, and the other knights of 
the Court / ſo he pꝛiuelp put hunſelfe on his iournep, with- 
out being ſ&ne of any of the tourt, and making thole gates 
of the Citie to bee opened, which were ſhute to Atricanos 
Campe, he rode trough, and by lofte paces, tomming with 
in a bowe (hot of Africanos owne Tent, he winded his 
hoꝛne ſo loud, that it was caſely heard in both the eninnes 
Campe, and the Citie of Babylon. Immediatlp the Soul- 
dan, the Pꝛince Florion, Clauerindo, and other Knights cry- 
cd alarme, and illued fo2th of the gates in battaile arap to 
ſe what the god knight of the Sunne would do, and by 
and by the walls and high towers were full fraught, with 
as well nobles as communaltie. The king Africano in 
his Tent buſted about other matters, hearing the ſhzilnes 
of the ſounde, was ſome- what diſquiet, not thinking anye 
knight to haue had the hardineſſe to ſummon him to the 
battaile, and deſtrous to know who bee was, be called bes 
"_ him one of the two Gpants which came with him na- 
med Herbion, à ſtrong man, and king of the Camarians, a 
little region adiopning to Media, to him he ſaid. Take thy 
2» ho2ſe and armour, and ride toward that knight which hath

The giant haueing his charge, delayed no time, but baſtely 
arming himſelfe with fine ftcele,he toke a irong (pcaretn 
his hand,x rode toward p knight of the Sun, who in þ midſt 
way abode his comming, very glad when hee ſaw lo great 
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a Gpaunt come againſt him, as deſirous to purchaſe hoy 
nour vppon his lykeneCe. But the Gpant ſayde vnto him. 
What art thou knight ſo bold and venterous, that haſt 
in ſuch wiſe diſturbed our Camp, with the noyſe of thy 
hoꝛne. The night of the Sunne replyed . J am a night 
of the Souldans which come to the king Africano to make 
him anſwere to the letter by him (ent vnto the Souldan. 
Now returne you backe and tell him, Jam here to doe 
my meſſage,and if hœ will heare it, bid him come armed 
and well hoꝛſe d, foꝛ other wile J will not make him aun⸗ 
(were. The giant very ſcoznkullp teke vp a great laugh- 
ter, and giuing the knight a lyttle ſcowce on the Helmet 
with his gauntlet, he ſapd vnto him. Now J tell thæ, that '» 
thou art the maddeſt knight in the wo2ld , to challenge: 
him to battaple, at the oncly hearing of whoſe name, the 
greateſt part of all Aſia doth tremble, and if thou wert »» 
not a ſtmple fole thou wouldeſt not in ſuch ſozt diſcoucr ?, 
thine impotencie . It thou halt any meſſage to the king 
A tricano from the Souldan, come with m& and thou ſhalt »» 
be b2onght to his pꝛeſence, foz he is not ſuch a one as to »» 
come into the field againſt one ſilly Knight . The king A- 
fricano himſelfe muſt heare my meſſage, ſapde the night » 
of the Sunne, and he mult heare it armed,fo2 otherwite »» 
J will not open it. The ſtrong Herbyon was angrie at »3 
the Knights wo2ds, and thincking him to ber but as other 
Unights were, oz amongſt the meaneſt, he offered to haue 
ſet the Knight beſide the ſaddle, and ſo to haue d2zawne hun 
per foꝛts to the king, ſbewing herein no leſſe pꝛide and diſ- 
daine then the grerdpe Fawlcon doth in the purſute of the 
ſimple Pigeon, to carrie it into the apꝛe among the young 
ones. But his lot was farre other wiſe, foz the knight per- 
teiuing his intent, turned the poynt of his ſpeare, 4 ſtrake 
bun fo ſtrongly on the Cheſt, that though his Armour 
were go), it entered a little, and left him windleſſe koz a 
tine.

But the night of the Sunne 
hit thy Gpant with (ach dexter it ie that he ourrth;ew him, 
and the great waight of his body made the Oyant wrare 
bis necke on the one fide lyke a fidler, which was no little 
payne vnto hun. Pet hee gat vppon his fete , riſing with 
much a doe. Then the knight of the Sunne finding dim 
? vp2iling,bad him defend himſelle. The Eraunt anſ wercd 
that he could not, therefoze doe with me what rou will. 
” The knight of the Dunne lapde no, but retourne to the 
?? King Africano thy Lozd, and teil him that a Knight of 
? the Souldans doth awaight him here , to make anſwere 
ynto his letter, and if ſo bee be bee minded to beare it, will 
? him in his armour fo come fw2th , foꝛ in no other ozder 
will J vtter it. The Gpaunk aunſwered bee would toe ik, 
and not being able to fit on Hoꝛſc back, her was compelled 
to goe on fte through the Camp, dꝛiuing in his thought 
the remembzaunce of the Enights pꝛowelſe, ſo that be 
was perſwaded that not twentte Unigbts Aſſyrians could 
baue done him much harme as this one knight dad 
done. The Souldin with the Dinctũle Florion and Cla- 
ucrindo were no leſſe amzed in theyꝛ caniempiation to bæ- 
po! the cuent of the firſt welcome, and tee gaut great 
thancks to tyey2 Gods fo2 ſending them ſo god a luight, 
He:bvon came befoze the king Airicano his Le2d, and 
without fapling in aup part, declared to him that which 
had chaunced with the knight, and the meſſage which was 
ſcat by him. $£Bo2coner, telling the king that her thonght 
that knight to bee the frougelt Un'ght in the world, ko; 
that with thcle : h viowes which be bat g iuen hin — 
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dad thzowne him to the ground, and might haue killed 


bim. 

The king Africano not a little ſozrpe to ſë the Afrong 
Herbyon ſo ill intreated t abache d at the foꝛce of one one- 
ly Knight , would therevpon haue put on his armour to 
haue bene auenged on the knight 4 fo heare his meſſage. 

But the other Gyannt then in pꝛeſence called Dardario, 
and much about Herbyons pitch, being of no leſſe value 
then the firſt, in his choler menacing the knight, \ woze a 
great oath that he would bzing the Knight bound hand & 
fote vnto the King, whercfoze taking a great hoꝛſe her pals 
ſed th2ongh the Camp, and appꝛoching nere the knight of 
the Sunne, hee would not ſalute the Knight , but as his an- 
ger was thꝛoughly kindled, with a great ſpeare as big al- 
molt as a Pine fre, he pꝛepared himlelfe foz the carrier. 
And the wozthy G2zeeke knowing the Gyants errand, dyd 
the like, and ſpurring his hoꝛſe he came vnto the cloſe. 
The great ſpeare of the Gyant was thought to haue pear- 
ted the harneſſe of the knight, by reaſon of the few ſhincrs 
that it made, but it did not (o,-4 contrartwile the knights 
ſpeare couched with great dexteritie, entered thzough the 
body of the great Dardario,a great part of the taffe appea,- 
ring at the ſhoulders. 

By this meanes the monſtrous Opant fell dead from 
bis ho2ſe With ſuch a grone, as the tall Cedars of Libanus 
make, bœing rent vp by the rote. The Babylonians rcioys 
ted exctedinglp at this: but Africano was all enflamed 
with choler to ſee his Opaunt flayne with one onely blow, 
and knowing that to himſelfe alone this baſe was bid, in 
great rage roſe from the ſeat where he ſat, without ſpea- 
king a wo2d, g entering into his tent, armed bimſclfe with 
lure armonr, and choſe him a very ſtrong @pcare,not tar- 
reeng fo; ſquire oꝛ page to help him. 

In thts anger hee was ſo firrible that none of his peo 
ple durſt come nere him , and ſo with a moſt fierce 4 cru- 


ell countenance her armed himlelte. Do ſone as the * | 
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bad buckled on his armour, immediat ly there was bꝛought 
bim a hoꝛſe, ſuch a one as could haue carryed tenne armed 
Mnightes, as J thinch, of the ſame b2cdth whereol the hozſe 
of 1 roy was. The trappings oi the hoꝛzſe as well golde, as 
the ſtirops and all his armour (et with precious Stones, 
that hee might well (ame a great Loꝛd which was may» 
cer of ſuch armoꝛic. but this was the Erancell ſight, that 
Africano ſat vpypon ſo might ie a hoꝛſe, nade him not with- 
ſtanding to bow 4 double under him. But to ace foz ward, 
Alricano taking the greateſt ſpeare which might be hadde, 
rod with a ſoft pace towards the Unight of the Sunne. 
The Unight of the Sunne ſaw him come from amonaſt 
his pcople and thought pꝛeſent ly that hee was the Bing A- 
fricano, as well fo2 his rich armour, and his Yo2ſe lo cu- 
riouſly barbed,as the taleneſſe of his perſonage which hee 
berie well noted, not fo bee farre diſlonant from the com- 
mon repoꝛt:ſo he be ched his Oods from his hart to be 
fauour able vnto him againſt ſo ſtrong a Grant. Africano 
well viewed the night of the Sunne, his ſtature and ma- 
Ring, and vpon theſe pꝛemiſes inferred thus much, that wel 
might her ber a man of much foꝛce, which ſo well ſhe wed it 
in his exter our countenance, and much moꝛe in his dedes 
and balour . But comming neerer vnto the knight as his 
cuſtome was little to regard the whole wo2!d, fo with a 
„ pꝛoud x diſdainefull voice he ſpake vnto the knight. Thou 
„ miſcrable and wzetched knight, thou ſapſt thou art a mel- 
„enger and bꝛingeſt a meſlage vnto me, thou halt laine the 
»» Gyant Dardario & almolt the ſtrong Herbyon, which two

O fone as the day appeared, the noble Gꝛerke aroſe 
from his bedde, and hee being now readie to arme 
himſelfe , the Souldan, the P2ince Clauerindo, Florion, 
and other knights his friends came into his Chamber , 
which all helped to arme him.When he was all armed, 
the wyſe Lyrgandeo came in alſo with a helmet in his 
hands, the richeſt and moſt p2ectous that cuer was (ene , 
and the ſtrongeſt alſo 4 the beſt wꝛought that euer came 
on nights head,foz that the wiſe man had mad it by ob- 
ſeruation of ſignes and Planets in ſuch aſpedes that no

bene moꝛe then twentie perres in making it, to haue the 
true conunction of the celeſtiall bodies which are apte 
foz the operation of it, beſides all which, her had fetched 
from 
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trom faxrg countries the ſcuſfe whereof it was made, fo} 
it was no common met tall. This helmet was faz wozke-= 
manſhi p lo exceeding, as foz it onelp. Lyrgandeo wan his 
ſpurres, and was commended aboue all the learnedſt and 
wileſt Magicians, foꝛ none other hauing not attained to 
the like perfection in Aſtronomie 92 Arte $pagicke toulde 
haue euer made it. Now as J ſapde comming into the 
chamber, where the Bnight of the Sunne, the Souldan,and 
the reſt were; and ſhewing his helmet, her dꝛoue them all 
into a wonder, at the beautie and riches of the helmet, fog

Che 
Dunne ſhined ſo bzight, that it almoſt dazeled the cies ak 
tho beholpers.. This helmet chꝛiſtening hum now by the 
name uf the knight of the Sunne, as the ſunne in his let 
ſide named him the Gentleman of the ſunne when her was 
firſt ſounde in the Sea by Florion, The wiſe man came 
vato the knight, and toke krori him the helmet; which her 
had alreadie laced on, and put on this other, ſaieng.

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They lkracke each other ſuch heauie blowes,thaf war ding 
them on their chieids, although they were of pure tele, vet 
they cleaued them in the middeſt, and their (words ligh - 
ted on their helmets dꝛiuing out great ſparkles of fire be⸗ 
ſoze them. The great Atricano gaue the Knight- of the 
Sunne vpon his helmet ſuth buffets and with tuch fo2ce, 
that cuery man would haue indged it had rinen the head⸗ 
pæce. Ther the cunning of the wiſe Lyrgandeo well ap- 
peared, ſoꝛ it was not poſſible fo2 pꝛon, file 02 Adamant 
ſtone , bat to haue pelded ko that ſtroge. But what 
thinke you that the knight of the Bunne did, when her 
thought that he had loſt his hearing by it, and ſaid to him- 
ſelfe, that not without god cauſe Africano was greatly fea- 
red among the Pagans. Nay, fo the no leſſe meruaile of 
both boaſts, the knight of the Dunne let dzine at Afri- 
cano with ſuch fozce, as it was to the no ſmall admirati⸗ 
on of all men, that hee hewed him not in perces. But ron 
mult learne, that when Africano paſſed vy Sea from A- 
trick into Aſia, it was his chaunce to ſaile by Lemnos, 
where Vulcans Fo2zge was. There he heard of Vulcans 
caue where his ſtoze-houſe was, and enter ing into it, he at- 
chieued ſtraunge things, not here to be recounted , and 
gained Vulcans armour, wzought with his owne handes, 
the beit in all the land. This when Africano tryed often- 
times to bæ very god, whereof her was well pleaſed, from 
that time fwzth,he neuer fought with other but with that, 
How, albeit this head · pece was well framed from being 
cut, vet the Knight ofthe Sunnes blowes were ſo heaay, 
that oftentimes Africano wilt not where bee was, and re- 
couering would lay vnto himſelfe. What is this? J, be- 
tence the ſrength of the whole wozld conſpireth with this 
knight againſt mer, and ik it ber not ſo, that her is vf 

oll · ſpꝛings of our Gods , pet am J ſure that her 
no man. But among all the great blowes which f 

knight of the Sunne lent fo Atricano there was one 10 
85 de ende of the battaile, vppon the toppe of Affi 
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cinos helmet, he ſ wo2d not entering, but Kiving' downe ' 
vpon his ſhoulders, with ſuch fo}te that it made him lane 
all his body vpon thehozſe-necke; whereof if h& had not 
taken holde, he had fallen to the ground. Then the Pagan 
ſure enough vet in his ſaddle, and his fo2ce re doubling as 
his anger inerealed, ſmote atthe inthannted helmet, that de 
made the knight confelle .in his thought, that his helmette 
was his god bozrow. The blowe ſounded throughout all 
the fleld, as if it had bene a bell, and p Knight of the Sun 
with the wa of the blow, neither bolt vpꝛight, noꝛ full 
declining,but ſtayeng ward Arbor mes ry ou halfe dead. 
But the bloud guſhing out of dis noſe, fetched him againe 
quickly, ere that Atricano could come within him: Nowe, 
ſeeing it time to defende himſelfe from his aduerſarp, her 
ſfod vpꝛight in his ftrops, x with both his hands ſtrake 
at Africano, ſo that if the'wo2ke-man had not bene bb 
to blame, the blowe had made prate betwerne them / but fo; 
all the woꝛk · mans craft,the weight of p blowe bꝛuſed the 
belmet, which was the cauſe of Africanos ſpiedier death. 
Africano benummed of his ſences, the blond training tho- 
rough the ioynt s of the helmet, and he fitting in bis faddte 
as halfe dead. The hozfe ſoze daunted with the blowe, 
ffod ſtill till Africano rłuiued, and in the gathering ok his 
ſtrength, out bꝛaped thus much in his thought. O infers 
nall furies, are you not all hired againſt me? ©) is it cre⸗ 
dible, that either Iupiter, oz Saturne, oꝛ Mars, oz all þ Gods, 
may haue the like fozce as this yonng man. But Atrica- 
nos heart fatled him not, albeit his woꝛds out- raged, foz 
de followed the knight of the Sunne, who attended him 
pedely. - 
Then the P2zince Florion ſaid fo the Souldan his vn »» 
kle, Me make great account of the trauailes of the aunct- >» 
ent Aſſyrians our fo:e-fathers, and of the Grecians , with 5» 
whom our countrimen toyned, at the expedition of Troy: »» 
but J cannot tyinke, that euer two ſo ſtrong warrtours »» 
bane bene, as Atricano and Raiartes, * 
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- vou maye- boldlye, wuftifle that,, aunſ wered d 
57 oz ther was neuer but ill this day a battaile bet wan two 


„ kuights ſo valiant and ſharpe as this is, noꝛ vet euer two 
„ ſo hardy dzew ſwoꝛds againlt each otber, although things 
„ befoze done, carry a greatet burden of authozitte then that 
» which we our clues can teſliſie. But the. iealouſie which 
Claucrindo bad ouer the knight or the ©unne was not 
a little to be judge of ſo valiant behauiour, not that he had 
an ill eye towardes his friends gad Foꝛtune, but either 
wiſhing to himſelfe the like triall, oz deſiring to aduen- 
ture with bis kriend, although that many. daſes ended, ere 
be had his fill to his contentment. Atricanos pcople laked 
euer foz the vicozie, greatly foze- thinking them, that any 
one knight ſhould make reſiſtaunce to their Lozd, as ha- 
uing erpericnce in themſelues, which all Choke ſoz feare 
to ſe him augred. Now it was moꝛze then two boures 
fince the battaile began, and then Fozfune alwares fickle 
and vnſtable which bad of a long time gone cucn with A- 
fricano,now played hir part in hir kinde, and as alrcadys 
wearie ofhis companie,tourned hir tale, and ſtroke in an- 
other wap, deſirous to ſhei the great ſwiftnelle of hir e · 
uer · turning whale, and minding the ſodaine oucr-thzow 
of thoſe which two much truſt in hir. Fo2 Africano deſpe⸗ 
rafely determining to bꝛeake bp the fight one wap oz the 
other: once againe bit the knight of the Dunne vpon his 
Magicall helmet, that he toke quite his memozie from the 
Knight, the ſwoꝛd and the raines falling from him. Pet 
the ſwo2d hanging by a long ring at the pomell was not 
out of his reach, but the hozſe bauing the liber tie of the 
raines, and feling his part of the blowe flange vp and 
downe the field with his maſter, the ſtrong Pagan fol- 
lowing fo haue bnhozſcd him. But how dcare was this 
blow to Africano foz it coſt him no leſſe then his life, foz 
the valiant knight of the Sunne neuer ſtaincd in fight, 


became wode madde foꝛ his hurte, and in great rage take 


bis [wozd in boch his handes, and repayed the brewed 
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bkow' ſo futely vpon Afrieancs head that not Vulcans well 
tempered ſteele could foꝛbid the paſſace, but that it quar⸗ 


tered the helmet, and made the bꝛaines ſpꝛinkle on the 


grounde. Rowe found pee Trumpettts, ſoz in this 


wiſe is the great Afﬀricanobzongbt to ground, ending his 


life in ſuch lot, as is fat all to tyꝛants, whoſe death com- 
monly is cruell and bloudie. This the Souldan and thoſe 
of his part ſeeing, made ſuch ioꝝ as cannot bee fold, but on 
the contrary ſide, Africanos people made great lamentatis 
on,and reckoning little vpon that which their Lozd in his 
life time had commarnided, becauſe they were greater in 
number then their aducrſaries, they iopned together on 
beapes, fine diſcretione, and without a guide made an aſ- 
ſault vpon the knight and his adherents . But they not 
taken at vnawares, reteiued them accozdingly.@Theſe' wer 
the Souldan, the Pzince Florion, the inte Clanerindo/, 
and Armineo, with the knight of the Sunne , n whoſe 
companie they were the bolder, and comming o the fo;e+ 
ward in the fozmoſt ranke, they finde of fe tout eſt and 
pꝛintipalleſt Anights that Africano had Thefe foure en⸗ 
countered them and bnhozſed as move as they came a» 
gainſt, and bzeaking thzoughto the thickeſt thzong, they 
wzought wonders, elpeciaily the P2ince of Fraunce deſi- 
rous to get honour in the fly head of his knighthod,ſhas 
ued into the middeff, beheading ſome, and mapming other 
ſome, making as it were a lane befoze him to paſle tho- 
rough, ſo thaf the wife Lyrgandeo ſayd openlye that now 
bis outward fight did well witneſle the felfc ſame thing 
which his Arte had ſhewed him in caſting the conſtellat i- 
on of this kniaht, foz her was a valiaunt knight, and the 
laughter he made, was nigh band comparable with that 
of the night of the Sunne. 

Upon the teſte wing Printe Florion fried his man- 
hode, dauing nere vnto him the Souldan. Where ( bee it 
that other-wiſe to a trong Gpant as Africano was, ha 
was inferiour, ) pet among A ber people, het =_ 

lit 
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as pꝛoud as a- rayenous wolte among a flocke of ſh@pe, 
The Souldan and the god night Armineo did their part, 
but what would all this auaile, vnleſſe the knight of the 
Sunne had beaten the way befoze them with his ſharps 
\ wozd, flaicng ſo many, as it was eaſie foz the followers 
to kepe the trodden path. And now at this time, p Souldgns 
armie appointed foz the gard ol the Knight of the Sunne, 
came to the battaile, and finding Foztune ſo curteous at 
their comming, they refuſed not hir gent leneſle, but follow - 
ing hir commaund, made it a bloudy conſlia foz the aduers 
ary. But yet a man may rightly ſap, that the knight of 
the Sunne deliuered that day the Babylonians from death 
o2 bondage, foz if he had not guercome Africano, not the 
bigh walls of the Qutene Semiramis, could haue kept A- 
tricano ont from emoying the Cit ie. But their Lo2d ber- 
ing dane and they lefte without an head, their courage 
was ſo quailed, that ere two houres paſled, the greater patt 
ot them war ſlaine litze-wiſe, and of thole which remained 
on liue, the waſt part fled by one and one, the Aſſyrians 
purſuing them, tte the Souldan commaunded the retreats 
to bee blowen, ſearua te be ouer-taken by the night. By 
this meanes, ſome eſcayged to their countrie, maſt of them 
being inhabitants of Meda, where alſo was the abode of 
Atricanos fonne called Brandimardo, not being able foz 
veares to be made knighf,and therſoze going not ont with 
bis father to the warre. Theſe (oſone as they came home 
crowned Brandimardo, and incenſed hun to the renenge 
of his fathers death, fo2 althaugh he was of peares young 
and tender, yet was he very ſtrong and of a luſty bodie , 
being like vnto his father, as well in ature as in qualy- 
ties, and in derde, ber ing continually laid at by his Fa- 
thers ſubiects, palling into Greece, he behaued him- ſelſe 
mandullp, as ſhall bie ſhewed pon. Well, the Soul- 
dan and thoſe which were with him as you haue hearde ; 
retourned in toye and pleaſure, and highlye magnificng 
the noble Knight of the Sunne, ſo as this diſcourſe as an 
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argument ot great gad will canueſed bert iockne theſs 


knights and P2taceſſe b2zonght them ere they were well a- 


ware beefoze the Pallaice gate, where the Pꝛinceſle Bali- 
ſea welcommed them with toꝛch lyght, the firſt whom ſher 
embꝛated was the Knight of the Sunne, to whom the 
ſuapde on this wiſe. Str knight wer haue great cauſe fo giue ,, 
-; thanks to our Gods foz pour hether ariuall. Firſt you des ,, 


ltuered my Koꝛd the Souldan and met from death, and now 


| vou haue ſet all vs fr from ſ(ozrowtfull captimtie . But ,, 


Madame aunſ wered the knight of the Sun, to my Lozd * 


1 the Pꝛince Florion, and to theſe other knights , you ought 
to attribute this, fo they are thoſe which haue deſtroyed 
Africanos hoaſt. Then the Pzinceſle tourned vnto Claue- 


riado and thancked him lykewiſe fo2 his paynes in the des 
fence of hir fathers Citie, and ſo to the reſt in that oꝛder 


which bet lyked hir. After this they ſupped in the great 


hall, continuing there theyꝛ ſpoꝛts till bed time, as like wiſe 
the citizens well ſhewed theyꝛ god liking of the vicozy by 


> bonfires and other renelling ſpozt . The next day they 039 


depned that which followeth. 
The Knight of the Sunne, the two Princeſſe, Florion 


and Chauerindo, with a great hoaſt enter into Per- 
ſu, and there put Floriom in poſſeſſion of 
the Crowne.

* two young Gentlemen not onely our home bꝛed power, 
hut alſo thice as many of fozreine ſuecours could not 
haue hindered Africano from his purpoſe .

Ther which would neuer contrarie him in any poynf , 
toke no further reſpite, but conſenting to the cffect of 
Lyrg Dꝛation concerning the conqueſt of Perſia, 
toke this oꝛder. The Pzince Florion, the knight of the 
Dunne, Clauerindo, and Armenio his bnckle, with fif- 
teene thouſand Knights , and fift&ene thouſand fotemen ,

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This they delt in ellenuallp, fo2 within the compaſſe of 
the dapes limited, they left Babylon,the Souldan, and the 
Pꝛinceſſe, onely comfozted with the hope which Lyrgandco 
made pꝛomiſe off. 
The fiftcenc thouſand knights with the fote-men by 
long jourpepes entering into Pcrſia , and comming ners 
vato one of the chiefell Cities of the Kingdome, there 

in the-playne vnloaded thepz carriage to erec thep2 tents 
there But the Citizens hauing vaderſtanding of Afri= 
canos death bp the fug it iues in the laſt diſcomfiture of A- 
fricanos hoaſt, and thincking it not ſafetie foz themſclues 
to rebell againſt their liege 4 naturall Lozd Florion,elpccis 
ally hæ bauing the aide of the whole floure of Babylon, ſet 
they2 Gates wide open foz his armie, and ſcent of thep3 
wozthielt knights to Florions tent to inuite him to bis 
owne Citie, and fo crave par don fo2 thepz fozmer reuouls 
tung, in that time when they were left deſtitute of mans 
ſuccour, not being able of themſelues to withſtand the 
fozce of Africano .. And alſo exculing themſelues that they 
had neuer a guide to conduc them into the ficlde , agaynſt᷑ 
* rug an enimie, hauing in his power the greateſt part 
of a a, 

The Pzince lightly ercuſing thepz fault, eaſily condeſ- 
cended vnto they? requeſts, and being gladde of ſo god 
enterteinement at the firſt, the next daye rodde into the 
Citie, with the iopfull acclamations of the whole multi⸗ 
tude . There he reſumed the Crowne and @cepter, and 
being in quiet ſeyzure, the ſubiccts of the Realme by the 
kame of his thethcr arriuall, came from all parts fo doe 
bim homage , ſo that in halfe a peares ſpace all the 
pꝛincipall Cities of the kingdome ſubmitted themſelues, 
and there was left no moze memozie of the vſurpers 
name. 

The King Florion ſeyzed of his Lande in ſuch a 
friendly manner, now toke counſaple how to haue the

„ pꝛave, pour friend, 
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tene peares of age, pet being in armour, he was as bigge 
as you haue heard off, and taking courage vppon his ſta- 
ture, in his Fathers abſence, hœ lay at the Souldan his 
Grandfather to be dubbed Unight, thirking it long till bee 
were with his father, and his great friends the Knight of 
the Sunne and the Pꝛince Clauerindo. So after that be 
had obtained his ſute of his Grand-father, h& demaunded 
licenſe of departure of the Souldan and the Peinceſſe Ba- 
:ſea his mother to paſſe into Perſia, which was graunted 
him, and two ſhippes charged with two hundzed knights 
to conuay him thether, where after the fourth dayes lap⸗ 
ling, that chaunced to him, which the Viſtozye hath re- 
counted. 
But to retourne, as ſone as the knight of the Sunne 
knew his dere friend the Pzince Brandizel verpe glad to 
bane found him lo valiaunt and hardy, bee imbꝛaced him 
heartelp,and ſo they communed of their owne affatres,and 
the deſire that each had to ee others. But as they began 
their ſcucrall ſlozies, by enterchaunge of ſpcach, fir ſt one, x 
the another, the Barriners cryed, that the ſhip rent in pecs 
ces. Sa ſome leapte into the water, and olher thzewe out 
plankes to ſane themſelues by, and the Knight of the Sun 
finding the Cockboate nœre vato him, let it downe into 
the water by a cable, and calling the Pꝛince Brandxzel, he 
lept into it firſt him ſelfe. Thus much is o2dinary in the 
courſe of woꝛldly things, but that which is to come, is be · 
pon the credite of a ſtozie, as it were an extraozdinarpe 
miracle. Foz when the knight of the Sunne lcpt into the 
boate, the cable rent in peces, and with the kozce of the 
iumpe, and the rage of the windes together, the boate lan⸗ 
ched into the deapth, that the Pꝛince Brandiz el, could not 
followe him, but got info a little boate, which the Ga- 
nernour of the (hipp2 had b&efoze taken. But by and by 
after theſe Pzinces had thus eſcaped, the ſhippe wherein 
they had beene, toze in peeces with the ſtoꝛme. Dome ber- 
ing dzowned , and other ſome 4 no little daunger, —

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the wanes began to ſwell,fo euer pzognolticafing of their 
olone deaths. 

The Unigbt of the Sunne ſapling alone in the belletl, 
and in ſuch feare of deſtruction, was not ſo ſtout harted, as 
to condemne the ſenceleſſe element, but contefſing the im⸗ 
becilitte of mans power ſubiected vader theſe weak things 
as fire and water, beſides caſualtics infinite moꝛe, he com- 
mended himſelſe vnto his Gods by carneſt pꝛaier, not pet 
onelp fo2 himſclfe,but alſo foz his friend Brandizel, not be- 
ing able to dinine of his deliucrannce. Sitting thus in the 
boate all penſiue, till the windes were ſomewhat alaped, 
and the Sea wared mo2e calme, afterwards her loked a+ 
bout him, and lawe that her was out of daunger, with 0- 
ther two things which made him moze to meruaile, The 
oue was the great foyzon and plentie of all vicualls, ſuffi- 
cient to a man foz many dates, the other was the l wilte⸗ 
neſſe of the boate in the ſea, hauing neither ſaple noz oare 
to rule it, and muſing of this in his thought, he coniedured 

2eſently, that it ſhould bee done by Lyrgandeo, and ther⸗ 
foꝛe as very glad of (ach a mans friendſhip in ſo nadekull 
a time, he gaue him thankes as heartely as if he had ſang 
him there, unthis oꝛder he was vpon the Sea many daies, 
without kncwing whether the winde woulde dziue him, 
till that from out of the Verſians Seas he came into the 
Dceean, and coaſting the whole Countrep of Alia lieng 
vppon that Sea, be was carricd into Atricke , which 
Uretcheth vppon the wide welt Seas. In which Coun-« 
trep the Biſtozie leaueth bim, till an other winde ſer⸗ 
reth , nowe & pꝛoctedeth with the ſtozie of his friendes 
Prandizel and Clauerindo, who were on the Seas tofs 
{cd in like manner. Claucrindo, as the ſtozie tolde por, 
bozded his enimies with fiftye knights in his companye, 
and made great hauocke of them, ſo that he had not leſte 
znye of them aliue, if the ſtoꝛme had not riſen ſo great- 
loc. Foz the windes were ſo outragious bet weene them, 
and when they coulde ſtande no longer on n. to 
rye

try it out, they lefte not off to aſke, who cach of her was 
the one partie ſaid, we are Babylonians,and the other, we, 
are Perſians. All this happened in god time, foz when thep | 
knewe each other, they fell not againe to quarrelling, but 
they agreed to emptie their ſhips, thereby to auoide the 
daunger. So Clauerindo having nowe leaſvre to lo-ke as 
bout him, fhe battaile being ended, and not finding the 
knighte of the Dunne noz the P:tnce Brandizel, with all, 
remembꝛing how he bad left them twaine in fighting. 
was greatly afraid leaſt that the knight of the ? un ſhuld 
endaunger the Peince, beloze the one ſhould knowe the o⸗ 
ther. Therefoze hee beoeſgched God like a god chꝛiſtian to 
deliuer them both, and to make them knowe cach ether, 
thereby to make greater account the one of the other, and 
it ts to be thought, hat this his pzayer was heard, ſoz the 
ſecond dape following, the ſtoꝛme flakcd y the ſhip where; 
in they ſatled, arriued to a Yozf, not farre from a place 
where they were netvly rigged. There they had not Tat- 
ed an houre, but that they ſaw the boate in which the 
pꝛinte Brandizel was. The marriners in Brandizels boat, 
not being perfect in the hauen, would not venture to take 
landing there, but coating a long they palled by the ſhips, 
to finde ſome moꝛe ſafs place to land in. The P;ince was 
aſcried by his men in his ſhippes, and thereſoze they made 
ſignes vato the Gouernour to ſtœre towards them, ſo the 
Gonernour bndcrſtanding the tokens, guyde d thether. The 
P2ince Clauerindo and his vnckie Armineo, Randing on 
the hatches readye to welcome the P2zince Brandizel, bees 
twen whom there was (hewed tokens of great god will, 
and each made much of ol her as two faithfull friends. 
But queſtioning about the night of the Sunne, khe 
Pꝛince Brand:zel detlared the manner of their parting, 
and the daunger wherein ha had lefte him. This cauſed 
great ſoꝛrow in them, foz they loued him as dearcly as 
any father his childzen, oz any wife hir huſbande. And 
to aſl wage their griefe, waa" remembered vnto 2 
n. $ 
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the wozdes, which the wiſe Lirgandeo had ſpoken to the 
knight of the Sunne at bis departure. Where-by they 
were perl waded, that his departure by ſuch a chance, was 
but foz the atchicuement of things moꝛe woꝛthy of hum a- 
lone, and foz whom onely they were reſerued. Now, ha- 
uing ſtaicd in this Mauen two daies to repaire their 
ſhippes, when they were in a readineſſe, they lapled to⸗ 
wardes Babylon, where they were godly reccincd of the 
Souldan & of the Qucene, both verie iopfull of the ncwcs, 
as touching Perſia, and the king Florions peaceable poſſeſ 
ſion, and againe, as ſozrowfull fo2 the loſle of the Knight 
of the Sunne, and the perill of death wherein Brand:zel 
ſaw him laſt. But in ſhozt time after,there were letters 
receiued from Lyrgandeo, containing the certaintie of his 
(afetie,the manner of his elcape, and the affaires wherin 
be was emploped. Which lat point bꝛed a great deſtre in 
Clauerindo and Brandizel to ſtrap thꝛough the wozld, and 
fo exerciſe the feates of armes. And a while after they had 
reſted themſelues in Babylon, they bzought the Querne to 
Perſia by lande, foz they would no moze aduenture the 
Seas, eſpeciallp hauing the Qacene as part of their bur- 
then, and the hiſtoꝛie bzingeth them on their wap as farrs 
as Perſia, whence, it retourneth towards Hungary, to 
matters of like impoꝛtaunce, wherein the younger ſonne 
of Trebatio had to deale, whoſe pꝛowelle is no leſſe woz- 
thy my paines, then his bzothers valour is wozthye of 
pour remembzaunce,fo2 be ſurpaſſed all other Kniahts in 
lopaltie and might, being equall to Donzel del Febo iu 
all points, as hereafter you ſhall here. 


The Princeſſe Briana diſcouered to Roſicleer ſecretly, that 
he was hir ſonne. Cap. 27. 


T VE kozie lefte the Pꝛinceſſe Briana ffraungely afflict= 


ted  tozmented with the double lofle, both of P2ince 
| Edward 
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Edward hir huſ band, and Donzel del Febo hir ſonne, which 
griefe no doubt had quickly killed hir, had not a Nymph 
giuen hir comfozt at the well in the o2chard,as it hath ben 
chewed. But pet it ſome · what caſcd hir melancholy,that 
the had the faire and courteous Roſic leer, in whole onelye 
compante,ſhe was wont to begutile hir miſhaps, and by his 
meanes, fo fo2get hir miſerics. Fo2 he was fo grat tous, 
as that he was beloued not one!ly of his mother, but of the 
other Gentlewomen alſo, which might not one minute 
ſpare his companie, as if he had bene childe to cuerie one. 
This Roſic leer, when he had attained to the age of twelng 
pcares,remoned out of the Poncſtary to a houle hard bp, 
where his nourſe Leonardo kept, whom be thought to bee 
his father. Yeere her was diligently inftruced in all god 
literature, and in the exerciſe of armes, both to be able to 
be a nod counſailour in peace, and as god a war ricur in 
battaile, ouer and beſides the knowledge of the tongues, 
wherein Leonardo was very curious, as hauing trauailed 
foꝛ his knowledge, thꝛough the molt parts of Europe and 
Alia, bæing there: vnto both wiſe and well learned. Roſi- 
cleer was of ſuch pꝛegnaunt wit, and ſo ripe of capacit ie, 
that he little needed the helpe of a teacher ee to that which 
bis nourſe read, he added by his owne induſtrie ſome · what, 
that he became fo profound in theſe ſtudies, as if hoe bad 
bene ſtudied tn them, all his life time at Achens.Wat re- 
maining thus, vnder the gouernaunce of his ſuppoſed Fa- 
ther, till be was fourtene peares of age, he then was ſo 
bigh and big made, that few in that count rie was ſo tall, 
and being at this age, he was able fo2 ſtrength to do that, 
which thz& Anightes together, were vnable to dw. The 
Py2incefſe knowing of his ſtrength fozbad him hir kathers 
Court, and would not ſuſfer him to foꝛgoc the Moneſtarp, 
fo2 the feared, leaſt the king hearing of bis towardneſſe, 
chould enquire after him , and ſo retaine him in his ler- 
nice. F02 this cauſe Roſiclcer thus kept in at this age, and 
thus frong,became very (ad, foz his ſo ſtraight encloſure, 
as 
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as if he had pzofeſſcd alreadie a vowe in ſome clopſter, and 
bis minde euer ranne vpon his deſire to bee made knight, 
to the ende her might experiment the aduenturcs of the 
woꝛld, and learne by p2wfe, that which he had often heard 
by rchcarſall . Bœre-vnto hauing no hope noz belpe by 
bis reſtraint, it abated his chere, and increaſed his ſadnes. 
Leonardo his nourſe marking in what plygbt he was, of; 
ken demaunded the occaſion of bis heaumeſſe, but could 
by no mcancs w2ing it ont of hun, and ſo one day talking 
with the Pzincelſe, hee tolde hir, that vnleſſe ſhe found a 
remedpe foz hir ſonne, bis thought would anoy him. The 
Pꝛinceſſe very penſiue at that which Leonardo had tolde , 
commaunded Rolicleer to be bzought beefoze hir pꝛeſence. 
Roſicleer comming into the pꝛeſence of the Pzincefle , 
kncxled downe, and humbly al ked what was hir Graces 
pleaſure . The Pzinceſſe bidding him ſtande vp, ſpake 
„thus: Roſicleer, thy father Leonardo telleth me, thou art 
„ neuer merrie, nowe thereſoze open to me, the cauſe of 
„this thy heauineſſe, and if thou wanteſt ought which thy 
father can-not ſupply, vtter it freely , and J will pꝛouide 
» the of the remedie to haue thee contented . Roſicleer hea- 
„ring the wozds of the Pꝛinceſſe, nœled downe again, and 
„ aide . Madame, J kifle pour hande, foz the ſoucraigne 
2» grace pou ſhew me, in hauing ſuch compaſſion on my 
„ ariefe, and J am well aſſured, that if it were fo2 anys 
„thing wbercof J haue node, pour Ladiſhip woulo furaiſh 
me of it, as het herto you haue done, but if J be ſadde 03 
„ (clitarte foz anpe thing which greeneth mer, it is not foz 
»» nerde of any neceſſarp pꝛoniſion, fo2 J thanke four gods 
„ ncfle, J haue had it betherto aboundantly conſidered by 
„pour Highneſſe, without my ſpeaking. But it is, foz that 
„in reſpect of my age, the life which J now lead, is moze 
»» lpke a Gentlewoman then a young man, which made mer 
»3 deſtre to be dubbed knight, and to wander abꝛoad foz ta 
„ ſerke aduentures. Nowe, fo2 that J knowe pour Ladt- 


oo ſhips pleaſure to bee the contrarie, as neitper willing to 
depart 
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depart without your licenſe,noz daring to bftcr my dere, 
bnto pou, I canno? do leſſe but be ſozrowfnll, ſoz J want , 
the remedie of ſatiſfieng. When Roſic leer had thrs ard, 
the Dꝛinceſle leeling atready in him, the heropcall ſtomack 
of his father Pꝛince Edward (as (hee thought ) and calling 
to minde,the continual caſualties cf Knights arrant, burſt 
info teares in great abundaunce, which occaſioned great 
ruth in the young Noſicleer, but that h durſt not demand 
the reaſon. After a while, the Pꝛinceſſe to with-dzaw hir 
ſonne from his thought, oz by ſome means to remit his 
griefe and fo comfozt him, ſtretching hir armes ouer his 
> necke, ſapde bnto him. O my ſonne Roſicleer, already thy,. 

> -baliant heart doth manifeſt that, which ſo long time foz ,, 
mine honclfio ſake J haue concealed, that it is, that thou ,; Ws 
art the ſonne ofemy Lozd and lawfull hui band, the Pzince „ 
Edward begotten in wedlock, but my Parents bnwitting „

In the meane while, reſt the 
bere,foz it may ſo bee, that J ſhall in that time heare ſome 
newes of the P2ince Edward, oꝛ of Donzel del Febo, which 
if if ſa fall out, then hall thy ablence be leſſe grievous vn⸗ 
to m&e.When Roſicleer heard the ſecret, which the Pꝛin- 
ceſſe his mother ber wꝛaped vnto him. bee was wel! apaped 
as touching bis thought of being made knight, berfoꝛe, the 
baleneſſe of his foſter-father, hanging in his light, and now 
be reckoned the rafyer to vndertake the higheſt cxplopts, 
whereto his heart dꝛaue him, and kneeling downe befo2e 
bir, hee killed hir hand, foꝛ the ſecrecp which ſher conciona- 
ted with him touching his true oꝛiginall. Vis mother by 
the outwarv ioy be made, ſuppoſing his fozmer thought to 
be put out of conceit, was very glad, but the Pꝛinceſſe was 
deceiued in him. Foꝛ Roſicleer hearing humſelfe to be na- 
med the ſonne of ſo mightie P2inces, if beefoze be wiſhed 
to be made knight, either of a wanton delight, oꝛ fo2 ſome 
greater octaſion, now he thꝛiſted greedely after knighthod, 
as thinking himſelſe bound in conſcience to aduannce his 
lignage in the right of his parents, and his care increaſed 
bow to ſteale from thence. This care hee conered the belt 
wapes that he might, and ſtaied with his mother, comfoz- 
ting hir in all that he could, vntill that the Pꝛincelle went 
to hir lodging, and he retourned with Leonardo, who onely 
beard that which the Pztnceſſe had declared. But from 
that time ſwzth,as J ſap, he canuaſed in his thought to £ 
fro, the ſecrete meanes of his eſcape, which be thought , 
(though perhaps at firſt it might wzing ſome fearcs from 
ſo tender a Pzinceſſe,)yet in pꝛoceſſe of time would as wel 
d2ie them vp, his valour making amendes foz bis ſovaing 
departure. 


¶ Roſicleer departed from the Moneſtarie of the 


Riner, without the knowledge of the Princeſle, 
his mother. Cap. 28. 
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E Jobt dayes after Roſicleer knew himſelfe fo ber the 

ſonne of the P2incelle his Lady, he abode with Leo- 
nardo, caſting how he might conuay himlelfe from thence, 
without the knowledge of any man. Jn the ende one night 
all the houſcholde beeing on flepe , his lodging ſtanding in 
one coꝛner, ſeuered from the Gentlewomens chamber, her 
tone a ſwoꝛd which his nurſe had giuen him, and out of a 
window looking into the gardeinc, hee vaulted downe, and 
comming to p pozters lodge, bee requeſted an hozſe of him, 
whercon ſometimes befoze he had ridden,ſapeng vnto him 
that his Lady p pꝛinceſſe had (cnt him on a ſecret mellage. 
The Poꝛter, beelued him, and ſadled an hoꝛſe, commending 
Roſicleer to God, who from thence rodde lo faſt, that by the 
moꝛrow he was beyond hie w + cry. Befoꝛe none the pzin- 
celſe ſent-fo2 him, but be could not bee found then the pzin= 
ceſſe geſſing what it might be, was ſo ſoꝛrowfull 5 it lit- 
fle failed of hir death, which aſlurcdly ſhe had not auoyded 
but that there came fo hir remembzance then that which 
the Nymph had fozetold hir in the Fountapne of bir loues 
as conterning bir loſſes , and ſo with ſome little lingering 
hope fo2 the returne of Foꝛtune, baniſhing all vc!yghts, 
ſh ſhut hir ſelke vp cloſe in the Monaſterie, mo2e like an 
obſeruant vowelle then a flately Pꝛinceſle, whence alto 
ſhe ncuer departed , vntill that God had permitted hir to 
recouer hir huſband,as (hall be& to! de you. 

But to returne vnto Roſicleer, beeing neither ſicke noz 
well at eaſe, bet warne the conceit of his mothers grieke, and 
the hope of being made knight by ſome aduenture. Me gaue 
himſelſe vnto the queſt of ſeeking Pꝛince Edward and 
Donzel del Febo his Bꝛother, and therefo2e his intent 
was fo paſſe into great Britame to ſ& the King Oliuerio 
bis G2andfather as he had heard, and by ſome gad hap 
to bee made Kniabt . Jn this iourney hee made ſo great 
baſt, that in Moꝛzt ſpace h entered into Almaine,and there 
traua;ling by the ignozaunce of the wap, one day he loſt

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dimſelke amongſt the Mountaynes which were thicke of 
tall wode, and other lower huſke, ſæming to be no way 
onto him, and be (frayed ſo long not finding his way that 
the Sunne was (ct ere hx knew how to get out, where- 
foze hauing no other remedie, her climbed vp to the toppe 
thereof to take a view of the place on each five, and her 
ſaw beneath him a derpe and large vallep as it were a 
mile from thence, enuironcd with ſfe&pe and high hills, in 
which there were ſome caftels and other bui!dings verte 
fapze and godly . Now that it was night, and that this 
was his onely refuge, hee made his Yo2ſe eaily defcend 
the hill, at the fote whercof he eſpyed a ſauage Beare, 


two peares olde. The Childe cryed ſo pittifully that Ro- 


ficleer toke great compaſſion of it, and ſœing it cuen at 


the point to bee deuoured, hee ranne bis hoꝛſe with great 


furie towards the Beare. The Beare nothing afriabtes 
at the noyſe of the hozſe, ſtode Ntilf with bis p2zaye in his 
mouth, and her lo glared with his eyes, ſetting his fozmoſt 
pawes fo his defence, that although Roſicleer Spurred © 
him, his hoꝛſe vet would not appꝛoch nerer. Then Roſi-⸗ 
cleer alyghted, and faſtening his boꝛſe to a tre , with his 
ſwoꝛd dzawne went toward the Beare, and the Beare 
ſeing him ſo make towards him, let the young Childe fall 
vpon the ground, and bergan to buſkle him ſelke to the fight © 
with ſuch a loude grone, as hie might haue feared a ryght © 
god night, but Roſicleer as it were dedicated to greater 
purpoſes then to bee murthered by a Beare, was nothing 
appalled at this, but when the Beare ſnapped at him to 
haue griped him bert werne his armes, hee gaue the beare a a 
blow croſſe the raines of the backe, that the Beare almoſt 
he wen in ſunder fell dead to the ground. Roſicleer by and

whom they (onght foz, they were very glad, and well ey⸗ 
eng his god pꝛopoꝛtion and beauty ſayd. God reward pou 
fapꝛe Gentleman,fo2 pou haue ridde vs of a great part of 
trouble which wee ſhould haue ſuffered in ſ&king the child, 
and we p2ay pou on pour fayth how you came by him. 
Roſicleer ſaluting them curtcouſly tolde them, that the 
Childe was carried by an valy Beare, and that hœ was 
fayne to (et the childs fre by Cayeng the Beare. The men 
mo2e amazed at this, gaue him great thanks, and certified 
him that the moſt ancient in that compante was the childs 
Father, and that the other two were bis Bꝛetheren, and 
that they walking on the battlements of the Caſtle , the

Herre the ancient 
man was fo onertaken with grief, ß her might not vtter a 
woꝛd moꝛe, his name was Balides. Roſicleer angred at the 
heart fo heare of the mallice of the wzetch Argion, would 
hanc g:ucn away the pollibilific of his liuelod to haue ben 
made knight, onelp to haue (ct the land free from fo intol- 
lerable llauerie, and therekoꝛe hee appopnted with himſelfe 
when her were made knight in England. to returne hether, 
and to wage batt aile with Argion. And ſo fill deuiſng of 
ſuch things, he came to the Caſtle of Balides, where ha a-

Ve ſupper being readie, Roſic leer, with Balides, his wife 
and Chiidzen ſat at the Table, but there was little dil. 
courſe at the bord, ſaue that the beautifull Lyuerba felt ( 
great gricfe in the remembzaunce of Argions mellage, p in 
lieu ot mcafe ſhte fed on teares, and hir parents helped to 
beare à part with thep2 ighcs, which made it a very me» 
lancholike (upper vnto Roſicleer. And in the necke of this, 
ere the cloth was taken vp they heard great rapping at the 

gate, and loking who they were, they ſa w moze then 20. 
knights e other ſeruing men, with toꝛches in thepz hands 
at the Gate. Thoſe of the houle demaunded what they 
would, one of the anſ wered. Tell Balides that Argion our 
Loꝛd hath commaunded vs ta bzing Lynerba by and by, fa 
be tarrieth foꝛ hir to haue hir compante this night. O how 
vnwelcome was this arrant vnto the parents, 4 how pits 
tifull vato the Gentlewoman, which ſounded at the hea- 
ring of Argions name,and all the houſcho!d wept bitterly, 
Roſicleer foꝛ companie inoued to great pittie, with the beſt 
courage » he might, to giue remidie vnto this outrage, de- 
uiſed a pꝛeſent ſhift,x bid ſome of the ſeruants to tell thoſk 
which were without, that they ſhould Cay a while vntill 
the Gentlewoman were in a readineſſe,2 after that, thy 
ſhould bee ſent vnto them.

The Genttewoman Lyuerba being 
co made pꝛiuie therevnto by hir father kneled downe beefoze 
ys Roſic leer, and ſhedding abundance of fears fayde vnto him. 
at Che God which created both heauen and earth graunt you »» 
m. fapze gentleman ſo god hap, that bath this land map ber ac- »» 
fa. quit from this ty2anny,and J deliuered from this villanp. »» 
Che knights which were without haſted to haue the Gen- 
tle woman with them, t ſo Noſicleer putting a ſwoꝛd bn- 
der his Kirtle cloſelp and ſarely, that it could neither bee 
perceiued, noꝛ fall from him, b& twolic his leaue of Balides, 
bis 
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his wyfe and his daughter, Balides wiſhing him well and 
commending bim to God, accompanied him to the Gates 
where the knights were attendaunt, and there poured out 
ſo many teares to the out ward ſight as if it had berne his 
daughter. The people without hauing a glimps of Roſi- 
cleer by the lyght of the Tozches, toke him to bee the kay 
reſt Sentlewoman whtch they had cuer ſeene, and verye 
gladde to bꝛing ſo god tidings vnto they2 maſter, they ſet 
him vppon a palfraye pꝛouided fo2 the pur poſe, onelp they 
were agreeued at the time which was ſo ſhoꝛt that they 
could not ſuffictently gaze on hir. They2 whole talke by 
the way ran vpon this, that if were foz Argion moze con- 
uenient to detaynehir foꝛ Wyfe,then enery werke to (@kg 
a new, and laughing at they2 owne deuiſes they came to 
Argions Caſtle , being verie great, and of building the 
molt ſumptuous in the valley, as it had bene a kings pal 
layce . In this they entered, and helping the fapned Ly. 
uerba from hir hoꝛſe, they lead hir vp a payꝛe of ſtapꝛes 
into a chamber where Rrojon awayted hir comming. Ro- 
ſicleer keeping a demure and ſober countenaunce, dꝛoue 
Argion into a great amaze at his beauty,that greedelp bee⸗ 
holding him he aroſe from the place where he was ſette, 
and embꝛaced him in theſe termes . You are welcome he- 
ther my Lyuerba, foz pou make me right glad to haue 
pour companie, and fo2 that your beauty is moze then the 
reſt, XJ will doe you mo2e Honour then fo others. The 
fayncd Lynerba tountenaunced out his counterfapte with 
graue behautour , oncly firing his eres bpon the ground, 
without anſwering a wozd, ſaue that he thought vppon 
his purpoſe, which her knew would bee ſomewhat daun⸗ 
gerous , in that Argion was ſtrong, fowle, and fierce of 
Icke moze then euer he had lene any . Argion toke him 
by the hand, and placed him nert himſelfe , demaunding 
firſt how hir parents dyd, and from thence her fell tomozs 
amoꝛous delights, ſtill ſtaring on Roſicleers beautie, which 
thoughly kindled his luſt, and be delired hir to vncloath 
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hir ſelfe and to come bnfo him, into the rich bedde. This »» 
ſuppoled Lyuerba framing a ſhamefaſt and baſhfull-loke , »» 
with a lowde voice, gently aunſwered bim, that vnlcſſe »» 
he commaunded his ſeruaunts to auvide the chamber and »» 
the does to be faſtened, ſhee would not bee ſene naked in »» 
that compante . Argion taking it fo bie an argument of -» 
great honeſtie, did of his cloathes firſf, and lept into his 
bed, commaunding his people to goe out, and ſhut the dozes 
aft er them. They light ing a great candle ſet on a candle- 
ſticke of ſiluer, went out, and there remained onelp this 
Liuerba wtth Argion, leaſurely vncloathing hir-ſclfe, to 
delay time, and that the ſervants ſhould miſtruſt naught, 
by hearing a buſtling in the chamber, firſt ſher put off hir 
vpper gowne,then to hir peticoate, and ſo ſhe ſtaid a while, 
Argion calling on hir to diſpatch quickly, as if the grea⸗ 
teſt part of his delight had beene to come, Roſicleer think · 
ing it now time to diſcouer him ſelle, and that the houre 
was alreadye come, wherein God almightie woulde the 
wicked Argion to bee chaſtiſed, caſt off his long garment, 
and tourned him-ſclfe into his dublet and hoſe, and hauing 
his \ wo2d dꝛawen, her came to Argions bed ſide, ſapeng: 
Come out of thy place where thou art thou foule letcher, „ 
and come to retopce the of Liuerbas lone, fo2 very bitter „ 
ſhall this nights reſt be vnto ther. Argion which behelde „ 
him, roſe vp light lie, and taking a ſwozd which hung at 
his beddes head, went towards Roſicleer to have catched 
him in his armes, but Roſicleer with his naked ſwozde 
watched him (ſo, that be (mots the necke from the ſhoul⸗ 
ders, the head beating againſt the wall, and the bodie fal⸗ 
ling headleſſe to the ground. This done Roſic leer quietlie 
ſate downe in the lame place, and thus remained till the 
greater part of the night was ſpent. 

Balides now in this time had not foꝛgotten his charge, 
and hauing talked with moze then twentye of bis 
friends as concerning their intent, hee eaſely perſwaded 
them to this enterpꝛiſe, ſo hauing * in his — 
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with his ſonnes, be lodged nere to Argions caffle,- onely 
loking foꝛ a figne, which k oliclecr ſhould make them cut 
at a windowe, which when Roſiclcer had foz a time neg- 
lected, they ſuſpected the vnlikelthode of the fac, and hadbe 
retourned cloſely to their homes, ił that Roſicleer had not 
then taking the light in his hand, opened the dwzes of the 
hall, and ſhewed the to2ch out of a windowe. Then they 
knew what had happened, and went iopfallp towarde the 
Caltle. Roſicleer comming downe , opencd the gates ſa 
that they all entered, and lighting many To2ches which 
they bꝛought with them, they call themſclus, into ſeuerall 
companies to ſearch eucrie coꝛner, and ranging without 
feare thꝛoughout the caſtle, ohen they knew that Argion 
was ſlaine, 4 killing ſo many as thep found, that in derde, 
though there were moe then an handed Bnightes and o- 
ther ſeruaunts within the Caſtle, pet all were ſlaine bees 
foze they coulde puruap of armour, oz think of remedie, in 
ſuch ſoꝛt that in the caſt ie there was not one left to take 
Argions part. At Argion map the ſtout Lozds and bata- 
med tirants, take example of their endes, and make it a 
benefit of his fall, fo although Ged ſometime fozbeare the 
wicked giuing them ſpace of amendement and repentance, 
pet when they can in no wiſe be reclaimed, his iuſtice muſt 
of neceſſitie co2rect them in the maner that boath their bo- 
dies repay in this lite their trefpalſes, with cruell death e 
perpetuall diſhonour, and their ſoules in the other wo2lde 
receiue double diſgrace and hoꝛr our of conſcience fo2 their 
miſderdes. Dow many great Koꝛds and tyꝛants baue wer 
read ot, to haue bene in the woꝛlde, and how fewe 02 none 
haue we heard of vnpuniſhed, which can be no other thing, 
but that the divine pꝛouidence hath ſo oꝛdained it, ſome to 
be chaſtiſed foz the miſgouernment of themſelues, and 0+ 
ther ſome to amend by the ferrour of otters deſtruction. 
Well, the ty2zant Argion thus beetng flatne with all his 
people, Balides 4 thoſe which came with him fo2 his great 
p29welle in hilling Argion, ſucd vnto Roſiclcer, to ac- 
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knowledge them fo2 his ſubicds, as they all woulde wil- 
linaly obey him fo2 their Lozd. But be ſeuerallp making 
ſcmblance of great loue to cuery partie, made them to riſe, 
aduiſing them on this ſoꝛt. That ſoz their deliuc rance thep 
ought to attribute it vnto god with heartie thankes foz it, 
which by his godneNe had pꝛcuided, that the cull luſt of 
wicked Argion ſhoulde laſt no longer. But foz that they 
called hun their Lo2d,he ſaid ha would be their friend, & 
ncuertheleſle, ſith they requeſted him there-vnto, that bee 
would not refuſe their pꝛofer, not foꝛ him-ſclfe,but indedto 
cine oꝛder to that which ſhoulde ſuccede, fo2 the quiet go - 
nernment of the ſigniozie. This done, Balides ſent fo2 his 
wile with his daughter Liuverba, with his honſehold. They 
comming befoze Roſicleer, gaue him thankes foz this great 
god turne in pꝛocuring their lafetie, he rece iued them with 
great pleaſure,and they made merry all that night. 

The next day they deuiled foz the publication of Argions 
death with Balides, to be made knowen to the moſt pzinct- 
pall in the Tally. They all, verie deſirous of luch ne woes 
came fo the Caſtle, wgere knowing the manner of Argi- 
ons ende, much pꝛaiſing the ſtrength and boldnelle of Ro- 
ſic leer, with all ſeeing him ſo well fauoꝛed and of ſo young 
peares, they ceaſed not to giue him thankes fo2 the god 
which he had done, ſo that Roſicleer ſomewhat bluſhing af 
it, ſo:bad them to ſpeake moze of it, but to attende their 
owne affaires, fo2 the ballep betng ſo repleniſhed with 
dwellers, all of them were not ſounde but fo2 feare oz fa- 
uour were Argions claw-backes. Theſe they had to do 
with all, and in the end ſubdued them. 

After, wanting a Gouernour, ther beſought Noſicleer 
fo abide with them, and to take oathes of their alleagt- 
aunce fowardes him, foz ſith that by him, they haue bane 
reltozed to their auncient Libertics, they thought him to 
be an able mainteiner of their Franſchilcs. 

But Roſicleer made them aunſ were, that at the ſuite of 
Luerba Argion was (aine , and that hee moaned with 
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pitie vpon hir, had enterpꝛiſed it fo2 hir ſake, if therefoze, 
he had deſerued onght,hee wiſhed them in reſpect thercof, 
to make Liuerba miſtreſſe of it, and foz the citabliſhment 
of hir polleſſion, to match hir with the moſt cheifeſt inheri. 
tour of land and fe amongſt them. This, if they did foz 
his ſake, hee ſhoulde account it not oneip a ſatiſfacton on 
their partes fo2 the pleaſure he had done them, but allo a 
bond fo2 a further god tourne, if it ſo lpe in his power. 
Chep dcbating vpon this matter, were all contented with 
it, and pꝛomiſed all their abilitie to doe his commaunde. 
So among them, there was a night called Brandidonio, 
the cheifelt of all the Uallep,a pꝛoper and honeſt Gentle- 
man, Lo2d of thze great Caſtles, and beloucd of albthe 
Count rep foz his bountte and curteſte , him they choſe to 
marrie with Liuerba their Lady.Roſiclecr very wel plea- 
ſed with this Gentlemans noble diſpoſifion, concluded vp *' 
pon the marriage, ſo that in foure dates the Loꝛde Bran- 
didonio and the faire Liuerba were created Lo2d and La- 
dy of the vally, and in token of obedience, take the oath 
and aCuraunce of their ſubiectes, where they liucd long 
time in quictneſſe, their ſubiecs as well at caſe to haue 
ſuch gouernours. 


¶ Roſicleer departed from the valley of the 

mountaines, meeteth with two Princes chri- 
ſtened, & by aduenture is carried from them 
aguine. Cap. 30. 


R Oficlcer remained foure daies in the vallp of the monn- 
taincs, fo2 ſo it was called, to ſolempnize the marriage 
bet werne Brandidonio and Lyuerba, whercat the tenaunts 
of the valley being pꝛelent, and ſ&ing his perſonge ſo tall 
and godly, and iopned with ſo god grace and gentle beha- 
uiour, iudged him a perſon rather celeſtiall then moztall,e 
beleued that God had ſent him foz their deliuerance,from 
the 
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the miſerable ſubiedion wherem Argion had holden them, 
ſo thep reuerenced and honoured him, as if they had ſane 
in him ſome vndoubted image of immoꝛt alit ie. But Roſi- 
cleer, this marriage being ſiniſhed, hauing no moze to do, 
made to ai: mule the greateſt of the Count rie, vnto u hom 
he ſaid, fhat he had vowed a votage which might not bee 
| lefte off, and therefoze now at his departure, hee p2apcd 
them to accept well of this ſo ſhoꝛt tarrieng, and in hts ab- 
\ & fence to do the honour diligently to Brandidonio ond Ly- 
uerba, which was due vnto their liege Lo2de and loutng 
Ladic. Thep ouer-charged with griefe, ſoz the lacke of 
him whame thep loued as their nigh kin, man, laycd to 
ſtap by gifts and other offers, but when it botcd not, thep 
woꝛe faith and obeiſaunce towards their Loꝛd, and fo2 a 
remembꝛaunce of their loue, thep fozced vpon Roſicleer an 
hoꝛſe which was Argions, à verie tall and ſtrong Vogle, 
which he refuſed not, as being very commodious fo tras 
natle with, and then after this, toke his leaue of Liuer- 
ba, hir Father and mother, and Brandidonio hir Hul⸗ 
band. 

Bering ready fo mount on hozſe-back, a younger bꝛo⸗ 
ther of Lyuerbas, called Telyo, thzowing him-ſelfe on his 
knes befoꝛe Rolicl:er,beſounht hun to grant him his ſufe, 
which Rolicleer willingly pꝛomiſed, bidding him ſaye on. 
Telyo then ſapde, Sir, ſith pon are to trauaile alone, and »» 
haue none to ſerue you by the waye, map it pleaſe you to 
ſhew mee the lauour, as to retaine me fo2 pour Squire, Ro- 
ſicleer well pleaſed with the god aifcaion, which Tely o 
bare towards him, imbꝛaced Iclio with much loue, and thus 
made aunſ were. Telyo, thou art befoze hand with mee, „ 
fo2 J haue giuen the thy requeſt, ſo that J mape not ex- „ 
cuſe my ſelfe of mp foꝛmer pꝛomiſe, although J would ad- „ 
uſe the rather fo tar rie at home in the delights of thine ,, 
owne nation, then to put thy ſelle in daunger in a fo2- „ 
reine and vnknowen countrey. 

Telyo gladder of this, (hen of a god purchaſopyepard M 
I.. Iii. a

all things ready foꝛ their tourney, and tobe his leaue of 


his Father, Mother, and kinſ-folke, who were nothing 
miſcontent of his chopce, ſoꝛ that the companie was ſuch 
as euetie one could haue wilhed bis rome. Roſicleer and 
Telyo take on their -waye, neither ſpeaking to other, ſoz 
the thought of their ſolowng parting trom their friendes, 
which as pet Kacke frech and grene in their remembe- 
raunce. ö 

Aud oth it is, that within a while after Roſicleers de- 
parture, to the ende the ſtraungeneſſe of their deliuerie, 
might be renned by their poſterity, and no age ſhould leaue 
to ſpeake thereof, they founded an Houſe of Religion, with 
a faire Temple, wherein, at the one (ſide of the high Alter, 
they ereded a piller of Parble, verie faire end curious, 
bearing the true counter faite of Roſicleer, with the Piſto- 
rie of Argion, the freeing of Liverba, and all that conſe - 
quently followcth in that ſtozie , ſo that long time after, 
the monument of reſtoꝛ ing the inhabit aunts, was founde 
by our age, in the purſuite of aduenturts in that coun⸗ 
trey. Brandidonio and Lyucrba here ruled long time in 
peace and tranquilitie, and from them deſcended all the 
Lo2des, which ſince haue had the gouernannce of that 
Aallep. 

But from thence fo followe RNoſileer on his wape, 
the Hiſtozie ſaith, that with his Squire Telyo, be tra- 
uailed ſo long thꝛough Almaine, that he came to an Ha- 
uen of the Sea, in a manner direct againſt great Britame, 
in Picardie, where there were two great and faire ſhippes 
tarieng ſoꝛ the winde, to coalt oucr into England. Roſicle- 
er hearing of this in his Inne, went out of his hoſtrie ta 
the hauens mouth, there fo lpeake with the maCer of the 
hippe, ſoz to become a paſſrnger, and comming thether, 
be lawe manie Knights and leruauntes, bp lphelibode of 
ſome wo2lhip, paſſe to and fro, which made him thinke 
it was no Perchaunts veſſel, but pet he centered the ſhip, 
and there eſpieng two Knights young men, richlre appa- 

railcd,

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railed, and placed in two ſeuerall ſcates, to whome the 
other knights in the hippe, made their obeiſaunce, tour» 
ned his face to haue gone out againe. Eut the poung 
Uniahts ſceing Roſicleer, and greatlye delighted in his 
beautie and tomelineſlſe of perſonage, called to him. Roſi- 
cleer turning towardes them, made lowe reuerence, as 
vata ſo great eſtates. The Knights receiuing him with 


as great courteſie, demaunding of him gently what coun» 
tri man he was, and what he (ſought there. K oſiclcer loke/

ing vpon them, very ladly and loberly aun{werecd. J am »»

he was a young Gentleman excelling in beautie all thoſe 
which they had ſerne, tolde him they were willing theres 


ſeech vou, to do mee the plcaſure, as to graunt me paſſage ,» 
in pour companie. They well contented with- all, foz that „ 


bato, and that if he needed ought vnto his tourney, they 5» 
would miniſter vnto his wants. Roſiclrer, gaue them mas »» 
ny thanks,fo2 this their courtcſie:but they demaunded far» »» 


ther how he was called, and of what linage her came. To 
the firſt, Roſicleer àunl wered, that his name was Koficles 
er, and minding to cut off the reft;he defired them to ſpare 
him foꝛ the other at that time, and to content themſclues 
with this, that he now came from the valley of the moun+ 
taincs, whercfoze they balcued, that hee was naturally 
bozne there. | | 

By this meanes, Roſicleer was entertained. with theſe 
Lo2dcs, and grewe farther in acquaintaunce with them, 
that he knew the one to be Bargandel the Bohemian cou 
fin germane to the Emperour Trebatiop/attd eldeſt ſonne 
to the? King of Bohemia, the other fo b& the P2ince Lite 
amar«lro bꝛother te the Pꝛinceſſe Briana, boty of them of 


bis 11199 l:2nuge J 
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The Foꝛtune which linked and contopned theſe P2fnees 
in this amitie, was this. The Ning ok the great Britame, 
called Oliuerio, conſidering that the loſſe of the Pzince 
Edward his lonne, noiſed thzough his Empire fo2 fifteene 
rearcs ſpace had ſo appalled the courages of his nights, 
that neither feaſts were made, noz turnepes pꝛoclaimed, 
oꝛ anie deipoꝛʒtes vſed with Gentle women in his Coun» 
trep, where-bp to fire the hearts of poung men to the 
deede of armes. But that either all of them ouer-come 
with cricfe, and mourning ſtill foz his ſonne, fozſoke to 


weare armour, 02 cls, ſuch as their owne god natures 


pꝛicked fozwards to trye aduentures, departed out of his 
Realme, in other Regions to become famous, ſo that the 
Kingdome of England was verie nated of able Bnightes 
to defend it, whereas befozeit was beſt knowen in all the 
wo2ld foz knighthode and chiualrie . The King J ſape, 
wiſcly caſting of theſe thinges, did not now fo much la- 
ment the lacke of his ſonne, as fearing the tnconucnience 
which migyt enſue by the want of god Sonldters, if anie 
enemie (houlde ariſe, pꝛouided againſt this miſchtefe , on 
this ſozt. 

Firſt, taking the aduiſe of his counſaile therein, he tau · 
ſed to be pꝛoclaimed thzouch enerie Shiere and Markette 
Towne, that ſuch knightes his ſubieges, as either were 
alreadie departed, oꝛ now were in minde to departe the 
realme, and to ſerue in other Pzinces cour tes, ſhoulde re- 
tourne to their homes by a dape p2cfixed in the ſchedule, 
vppon paine of his high diſpleaſure . This pꝛoclamat ion 
diuulged abzoade by the ſound of a Trumpet, as many as 
b:ard of if, either by their friendes Letters, oꝛ by the ru- 
mour ſpꝛead in other countries, retourned ſpedely,ſo that 
the king in a ſolempne triumph, taking the muſter of his 
ſpeciall knights found him - ſelfe ſufficient ip furniſhed. 
Now the ſecond care was, how to detaine them at home, 
and fo2 this hee demſed with his counſell to make a high 
feaſt in the Citie of London, with iuſtes and turncys,foz 

all

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all knights aduentrous both Emglichmen and fozreiners» 
and to oꝛdeine ſuch p2iles as might inuite noble P2incclle 
thether. This thus agreed vppon,the King Olmerio a yere 
bœfoꝛe that theſe feaſts ſhould begin, directed his letters 
to all Pzinceſſe chꝛiſtened, and other wiſe as larre as Tur- »» 
kie, certifieng them that hee had appointed iuſtes to bee hol- »» 
den at the Citie of London, and pꝛiſes ſoz the beſt doers, »» 
and that thether it Chould bee fre foz all Knights to come »» 
and trye they2 foꝛces. The pꝛice was a maſſte.crowne of »» 
Golde all ſet with pearles and pzecions Stones,valucd by »» 
all mens deming at the pꝛice of a great Citie. The news »» 
hereof by the Kings letters ſpꝛead oner all Countries, en- 
tiſed theſe two Pzincelſe lpkewiſe , being but of young 
yarcs to craue to bee made knights by they2 parcnts,x to 
trauaile towards England. So hauing obteined they? pur⸗ 
poles,either of them pzepared foz his tourney,and met to- 
gether at one time in this hauen, neyther of them know- 
ing other. noꝛ of their intents.Wherafter they had know- 
ledge each of other, and had concionated about thepꝛ enter 
pꝛiſe, they determined to goe together as friends, and had 
ſtaped thꝛœ dapes foz the Minde ere Roſicleers comming, 
whom god Foztune dzoue vnto the ſame Coaſt, there to 
make an aſſurance of perfect friendſhip between theſe th; &, 
lpke as ſhe had earſt done betw&@n Donzel del Febo,Bran- 
dizel,and Clauerindo. This knot bet were theſe thꝛæ ber- 
ing the moze inſonable, as both it hath moze hope of ſuc- 
tour by the greater number, and repꝛeſents in my fancie 
the figure of a triangle in Geometrie, with this Poſſe . E- 
uery way the ſame . This amitie by degres increaſed as 
their acquaintance augmented,foz Roſicleers conuerſation 
was ſo god, that they were berye glad fo haue his compa- 
npe, but they loſt him, cre they had thꝛoughly found him, 
and as no pleaſure in this woꝛld may dure, ſo at the tune 
when theſe two Pꝛinces moſt ioped in Roſicleers compante, 
theyꝛ pleaſure was ouertourned, and they; W conuer- 
ted to uiourning. 4

Foꝛ the next dap the winde blowing very calme the mar · 
riners hopſed bp the ſaples, and piped they2 tackelinęs ſo 
merilp, that with great lyking of them all they rodde caſts 
lp, pet not lo as they could attapne to the Y2uen, in gad 
ſpeede, but that one euening when the mane ſtone byight, 
and the waues of the Sea were ſtill and qupet, the two 
nights with Roſicleer beetweene thein , leancd over the 
ſides of the ſhippe, reiorcing all thꝛe at the bzightnciſe of 
the ſtarres in the Firmament, & at the delicate rumbling, 
which the winde made in the bottom of the TWatcr. This 
was ſo pleaſant vnto them, as that in this contemplatt- 
on they ſpent the third part of the night, about which 
time they heard the cry of a Gcntlewoman as it might be 
in ſome diſtreſſe. Then they lwked about them, and cſpys 
ed a lyftle Craper comming towardes them, in which 
there was a wilde man, foz making a Spaunt, fierce of 
countenaunce , and ail hapzie of body, of manners ſauage 
and cruell, hauing in the ene hand a knotted tlubbe with 
pikes at the ende of p20n, ſo heaute as a leſle man could 
not lyft it: and in the other hand haling a fayze Gentle» 
woman by the hayze, bir face all bloudie with the blows 
he gaue hir, and punches with his fate. The Gpaunt Null 
cryed. Tourne thy Boate thou falſe and traiterous ens 
chauntrefſe, o2 J will make thy Iyfe to ani were it mee, in 
that thou haſt kept me ſo long from it. The Gentlewo⸗ 
man neuer anſwered ham, but centinualip pꝛaped vnto 
God foz fuccours. This they both heard and ſaw eaſily 
by Mone light, fo2 the Boate appꝛoched to they2 Shippe , 
and the two other Gentlemen were much abaſhed to ſe 
ſo wilde a Gpant ſo nere vnto them, ſoz they had neuer 
ſcene his lyke beſoz2e . But the noble courage of Roſicleer 
coulde not bee fo cotnformaunded by the Gyaunles huge; 
neſte,as to ſuffer ſuch bilanp towards any Gentic woman. 
and thereloꝛe ſetting his fote vpon the fide of the ſhip,aud 
taking bis ſwozd in his hand, b& leaped into the Geat!e» 
woman Boat.

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Nature as it were willing to manifeſt hir owne wozks 
and to diſcouer the ſecret graces , which ſe beefoze hadde 
touered in his comely perſonage. Foz ſo as if he had long 
time erperimented the daunger of conflictes, boldelp hee 
twke vpon him this aduenture. At his firſt comming into 
the Boat be trake not the Gpant, but with great modes - 
ralion and m922 diſcreation then was n&defull (but that 
hae was very carctmſpect , and in all things lowly) he 
ſapde vnto the Gpaunt. Leaue of Opant to intreate this 
Gentlewoman in this ſoꝛt, ano wap well, that it is great 
ſhame to a man fo to lay his hands vpon a woman. 
The great Gyant little reſpecting this courteſte, left the 
Gentlewoman to haue taken vp Roſicleer, and to haue 
toꝛowne him into the water, but Roſicleer perteiuing him, 
put bis naned \ ww2d poinant befoze him. 

The Gpaunt raſhly ranne vpon the [woꝛd that it en- 
tered a lyttie, and therekoꝛe madde angry at his wound, 
he gaue backe, lyft ing vp his great Batte with both his 
hands to dꝛiue at Roſicleer. But Roſicleer as deſtyned 
to greater erp'opyts, watching the blow , ſtart aſide, and 
cloſing with the Gpant thꝛuſt his (w92d into his guts.Ro- 
ſicleer pulled out the \wo2d haſtely to haue giuen him anos 
ther blow, but the Gyaunt fell vpon the plankes gaſping 

foꝛ bꝛeath: then Roſic leer ſtept vnto him, and with maing 
koꝛte tumbled him cuer (hipbozd, where her lay dꝛenched 
in the Ben. 

All this the two J32zinces berheld, and wondered at the 
great courage of Roſicleer, but not a little diſeaſed in that 
” they could not help him. Foz when her leaped into the 
 Gentlewomans: Boate, they crped alowde to fhep2 

| knights to let downe thepz Shippe Boat into the Mater, 
but it couid not bee, beefoze that the valraunt youth hadde 
dꝛenched the Oyant in the ſea, and that the Genflewomans 
boate rodde with ſuch ſwiftneſſe as in ſhoꝛt time they loſc 

5 the fight of it, with lo much grieke vnto both theſe Pꝛin⸗ 
| ces, as they might ſcarce ſpeake the one to the other. |

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Foz when they compared together the ſhoztneſſe of time 
in which they inioped him, and in that ſhozt time the great 
pꝛoweſſe which hee hadde ſhewed befoze them , they could 
not caſily aſcerteine-themſelues , whether they had dea; 
med of ſuch- things, oz ſeene them waking. But if fo bee 
they were not beegutled eyther by a dzeame,o2 ſome fantas 
ſticall illuſton,J dare warrant they thought that in regard 
of that which God hath w2ought by him, her could not bee 
but of a noble eſtate. Mell, when there was no hope of fol⸗ 
lowing,thep haled vp they? boat again fo kepe their courſe: 
towards Britaine, hauing hope to mete him there, other; 
wile appointing with themſelues, ik they there fapled to go 
in queſt of him. 5 

J map foꝛget to tell pon of his Squire Telyo, but you 
map eaſily thinck ok his paynes by the loue hee bare his 
Lo2d, and J will leaue him to pour ſeuerall conſideras 
tions of pour ſelues in lyke caſes, being farre from pour 
Count rie, and farther from pour friends whome pou haue 
pꝛefer red beefoze pour Count rie, the rather to accompanp 
theſe noble Gentlemen vnto the coaſt of England, which 
in theyꝛ way ſtill kept on they2 foꝛmer dittie, euer talking 
of Roſicleer, ether commending his god grace, oz beway- 
ling his departure, oz blaming they2z owne miſfo2tunes, 03 
extoking his ſtrength, and euer the fote of his ſong was, 
what ſhould the (wiftnelle of the Boate meane , and our 
ſodeyne acquaintaunce? UVnto the depth whereof becauſe 
they could not reach, thereby to qupet themſelues, they: 
ſozrow redoubled by miſiudging the woꝛſt. Jn the ende, 
the Minde was ſo god that it ſet them on Land in the 
great Britaine, not farre from London, where the Bing 
was reſiaunt. Where as ſone as thep came on ſhoare, 
befoze they pꝛeſented themſelues to the King they diſpat- 
ched out one of thcy2 ſhippes with ſeme of theyꝛ Knights 
and Telyo Roſicleers Squire to coaſt the ſame way which 
Noſicleer was gone, to the ende if Foztune were ſo fa- 
uourable to bzing ſome tidings of him. Afterwards them- 


ſelues 
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ſelues with the maieſtie that doth belong to ſo great pꝛin⸗ 
ces, toke towards the great Citie, viewing on euerie ſide 
the great aſſembly of people, all the fields and high wapes 
berlides townes and hamlets taken vp fo2 Enights,as wel 
ſtraungers as naturall, and an infinite number of Ladrcs 
and Gentlewomen,comming onely to ſœ the turnatcs. 
The two Pꝛintes ſent two of their Bnightes beefoze hand 
to giue vnderſtanding vnto the king of they2 comming. 
The King glad to haue the pꝛeſence of ſo noble Pzinces 
at his high feaſt, with a great trame of knights met them 
without the Citie, and comming towards them, cmbzaccd 
them with great love , The ſtozie leaueth to retount the 
woꝛds of curteſie which paſſed bert werne them, and ſapth 
that they entered into the Pallaice with the Bing, were 
lodged in one quarter thereof, himſelfe keping his new 
gueſts companie that night, and talking with Liriaman- 
dro as concerning his daughter in law. At whom ha lear⸗ 
ned the whole ſtate of Hungarie, with the appendices as 
touching that matter, which in ſome reſpect made him ve⸗ 
ry ſoꝛrowfull to heare of the continual affliction wher with 
Briana tozmented hir ſelfe in the monaſtarie of the Rtuer. 

And her was as greatly abaſhed to heare that in Greece 
they knew as little of the Cmperour Trebatio, as in Eng- 
land hee heard of Pꝛince Edward. 

Then Liriamandro eſpyeng the Bing ſomewhat inqut- 
ſit iue, pꝛoce ded farther with his talke, in declaring the ad- 
uenture which hadde iopned him and Bargandel , and how 
that they two mette at the hauen with a Gentleman cal - 
led Roſicleer, and ſo conſequently of the battaple with the 
Spant, the Bing hearing of ſo many vertues in Roſicleer, 
as Liriamandro dyd his vttermoſt fo (et them foꝛth, great - 
ly wiſhed to haue ſene him . Meere the ſfo2ic leaucth the 
King and theſe P2:nces to the pꝛouiding of thinges ncceſ- 
ſarie fo2 the Ttit, and goeth on with Roſicleer, whom theſe 
P2incelle left vpon the maine Sea.

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E Certaine accidents which beefell Roſicleer after lis depar- 
tare from the two Princes. Cap. 31, 


R Olicleer made an ende of the battaile with the Gyanf, 
and the Gentle woman fo well reuenged by his meanes, 
kneicd downe beefoze him to haue killed his hand, and to 
gine him hartye thanckes fo2 his great friendſhippe ſhe w⸗ 
ed in woꝛking hir deliuer ie from the terrible Gpaunt. 
Roſic leer toke hir vp, and demaunded of hir what (;& 
was, and by what avaentare ſhe was bꝛought into the 
„ Gyants hand . The Gentlewoman aunf wered . Know 
»» mp Lo2d , that J am named Calinda, Daughter to the 
„ wyſe man Artimedoro, of whome peraduenture you haue 
„ heard ſpeaking beefoze this time, inhabit ing in an IAllande 
„ not farre from hence in the middeſt of the ſea, which may 
„ neuer againſt his will bee ſæne of any body . This wile 
„ man my father hauing ſent mer on a meſſage in this boate 
2» to a friend of his, Lo2d of an Jland not farre bence, my 
»» Foztune was ſuch , that when J retourned by this Gy- 
»» ants Jland,there entering on land fo2 freſh water, J was 
„ eſpied by this Gyant who made to me to haue taken meg, 
„ but J fled towardes my Boate, which J could not reconer 
2» ſo ſone, but that he entered with mer. But as bee honed to 
„land, my boat dzoue backward into the ſtreame, 3 had loſt 
„ the light of his Jland. The cruell Gpaunt ſc ing this, and 
»» thincking that J had done it by my knowledge, would 
„ haue killed mee, and intreated mee in (ach ſozt as you 
„ ſaw, Now as fo; the light neſſe of the boat fir, à beel&us 
„ ſayth the Gentlewoman, that it is guided by my Fathers

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Roſicleer much wondered both at the Gentlewomans 
ſp&ech,and at the Oyants crueltie without god occaſion , 
and eſpecially at the incredible \wiftneſle of the boat, ſar- 
ling in the Dea faſter then a bir de flpeth in the ayꝛe, which 
made him indge Artunedoro to bee a very wyſe man, in 
that he had ſo great authoꝛitie ouer the Sea. And there- 
foze he reiopced humſelfe vppon hope to ſ& the wyſe man, 
at whome her might demaund ſome news as touching 
Pꝛince Edward his Father, and Donzel del Febo his Bꝛo- 
ther. And fo2 that he queſtioned with the Gentle woman 
many things as concerning hir Father, of whom be lears 
ncd many things. 

Now as they talked of theſe things, the Boat fade 
fill as it had bene ſanded. Roſicleer much abalyed there⸗ 
at loked on euerp fide what it ſhould be that Raped it, and 
gaged the water with a Poale,but he perceiued nothing, 
wherefoze he thought Þ peraduenture bndex the boat in the 
place there lay ſome Adamant ſtone,of the vertue whercof 
be had read beefoze times that it dzaweth pꝛon vnto it, 
ſtapeth the ſhippes which ſaple oner it. And as he was 
much perplexed in his thought, not knowing how to re- 

medie it, hee ſaw beefoze him a little Jland , the freſhcff 
and moſt delectable that in bis lyfe he had ſ&ne , and the 
Boat alreadie faſtened to the Banke . Then the Gen- 
tlewoman bad him not fo feare, but to come out on land, 
fo the Iland which he ſaw befoze him was hir Fathers

This was ffraunge bnfo Roſicleer, fo (& the liquide 
ſea ſo ſone conuerted to fierm? ground, but he made not 
ſtraunge to come on Land at hir bidding. Where by and 
by the wyſe man met them, a man by ſening verie aged, 
his beard all white and reaching to his waſt, with a lit- 
tle white Rodde in his hand, as ſome token cyther 
of his honour 02 p2ofeſſion . The wiſe man fo2 the great 
pleaſure he had to ſ& Roſicleer, ſapde vato him *

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' wife . Right noble and molt wozthie Roſicleer, you are 
„welcome vnto this my Countrte , foz by your comming I 
haue bene mo2c at my hearts caſe, then during my lyſe 4 
o haue beene, and many y@res paſt haue J longed fo2 your 
pꝛeſence. oz although J knew foꝛ a certaintte that bether 
»? you ſhould come, yet the time when J knew not, which 
o hath hetherto beene concealcd from moztall men, and one- 
„lp made knowne to God himſelfe. J knew like wiſe ſo 
„ ſone as my daughter Calinda was bozne,that the ſhould 
her ſet free from truell captiuitie and perpetuall diſhonour 
by you onely, but the manner how, was not reuealed 
„ withall , onely that it ſhould be when the pꝛouidence of

neither alter the courſe of things appoynted by deſtinye,

»» So my daughter went on land vnto the Gyaunts Jland, 
which J neyther foꝛeſaw to pꝛeuent, noz could haue p2e- 
uented if J had foꝛelne.

Roſicleer attentinely liſtening vnto the Wiſe mannes 
diſcourſe, in the ende gaue him great thancks foꝛ bis ſo 
[yberall offer, pꝛomiſing [ykewiſe the ſercnice of his body, 
foz other thing had her nought, to doe his command in any 

| mat- 
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matter reaſonable. With this the wiſe man take him by 
the hand, and lead him foward a great and beautifull pal- 
laice ſeated vpon the ſhoze, Roſicleer with a curious exe 
gazed on each parte of the Pallaice, ſo ſcituate in an vn; 
knowen Jland, and was neuer content, fo in derd, the ſubs 
tiltie of the woꝛkmanſhip ſurpaſſed farre the crafte of ma- 
ſonrie in our daies. But heere be abode two dates with Ar- 
temidoro, ſerued of delicate vyands, and ſtraunge deaifcs, 
able to quicken a dead mans ſtomacke, beeing here better 
pleaſed with his entertainment, then be was euer other= 
wiſe. 
One dape ſifting af the bozd with Roſic leer, the wiſe »» 
man eſpieng him occupied in his thought, about bis 1tour- »» 
ney to England, ſpozted with him in this ſozt, Roſicleer, J »» 
ſe well, this counfrep bz&deth not (ach thinges, as mape „. 
contente pour appetite, J hold you excuſed, foꝛ your deſire »z 
coneteth after Mars and martiall feates,wherefoze as my »z 
learning ſheweth me, pour luſt carricth your ſtomacke in- „ 
to England, there fo be knighted.Truelꝑ faire fir, you haue »» 
god reaſon there-vnto,foz the time is at hande, where in . 
pour knighthod muſt bee manifeſted. But foz to do you ho- 3, 
nour,J my ſelfs will attend you thether, in reſped, both of, 
pour friendſhip paſt towards my daughter Calinda,and o- „, 
ther greater matters to come, which J hope ſhall ber ac- „ 
compliſhed . J knowe not in dede the time when it ſhaſ , 
be, neither the manner howe, but this J knowe, that by ,, 
pour meanes I ſhall once eſcape the death. Rowe as well 
fo2 pour owne ſake, being foz the verfe moment of pour „ 
birth, illamined with moze then moztall araces, as J,, 
haue already ingroſſed the dolozous life of the Pzinceſfle , 
Briana, ſo will J be alſo the Regiſter of pour aces, fo in- „ 
roll our memoꝛie in the Recozdes of Fame, that it ſhall ,, 
be maintaineable, againſt all Counter pleas, and fo2ged,, 
Euidences. This will J do foz pou, beſides the perpe- ,, 
tuitie of my ſeruice in other matters. Ind fo2 pour 20- ,, 
ther Donzel del Febo, he hath alreadie fonnde a 9 53 
. er 
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„ tler (meaning this by Lyrgandeo) ſuch as his wozthineNe 
„ meritcth. 
„ Roſic leer tickeled at his talk, teuthing bis bzother Don- 
„ Zel del Febo, bowed himlelfe thankeſullye, and requeſted 
„ him to goe on, ſapeng. Right honourable Sir, ling you 
„ haue entered into this diſcourſe, J pꝛap peu continue it, 
2» fo2 F knew nanght as pertaining to this my bꝛother, ſaue 
»» that be was loſt in the Sea being verte poung, e J haue 
»» hetherto thought that he had ben dead: and ſith nothing is 
„ hid from pour knowledge, J p2ay pou likewiſe ſatiſſie mee 
in the ſame manner, as concerning the Pꝛince Edward my 
„Father, that I map ſceke him, if there bœ hope of finding, 
on this earth. 
„ Mioſt noble Pzince,aun\ wered the wiſe man, pou dzaw 
„ mè vnto a long tale, and in ſome point nothing pertinent 
„to pou. But know fo2 a truth, that the Gentleman of 
„the Sunne pour bꝛother is aliue, alreadie Knighted, and 
»» foꝛ his firlt pꝛiſes, he hath atchieued ſuch meruatlous deeds 
„ok armes, as that ſtandeth you in hand to beeſturre your 
„ ſelfe if pou minde to bee matchable, being the one lp man 
»» as pet vnpara gontzed thzough the wo2lde. Yee is nowe 
in a Countrep, where without knowledge of his Cſtate, 
her is notwithſtanding much p2ailed fo2 his per ſonage, the 
„ Regton karre diſtant from this our Clymate, that if pou 
„ put your (cifc on the wape to ſee him, pour pame ſhould 
„ bz infinite, and as J can learne, needeleſle, foꝛ ere that 
„you paſſe out of this Count rep. he will come to lake you 
» here. Nowe, as to pour demaund touching the Pztnce 
»» Edwarde, whom pon call pour Father, J do you to wit, 
„ that he was dead befo2e that pou were beegotten,and that 
2» the rapall Pꝛinceſſe pour mother. now deſtitute of an hul⸗ 
5 bande,ſhall in time recouer hir lawfull hul bande, and peu 
1» ſhall know pour Father, fo2 the greateſt and mightieſt 
T JP2tnce Chꝛiſtened. Farthermoze, becauſe i“ is fozbidden 
mee fo diſcouer of the great ſecrets of God, vntill it be his 
pleaſure that all men tall know it, I may not aunſ were 


vou, 
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du. but the euent ſhall witneſle with my Pꝛopbecie. How, 
will J make readpe fo2 your paſſage into Britame, foz 
there mult be ſhewed the firſt flower of pour man- 
hode. 

Roſicleer was greatly confuſcd in his vnderſtanding, 
at the woꝛds which the wiſe man ſpake, being pet plame 
and eaſie, and he able to mahe Englich cf euerie wozde, 
but the cauſe was, foz that hœ was vnable to finde out 
the true ſence, which this diuinitie carried, deeing repug- 
naunt to his fozmer beelefe. Do hacking and acfſing about 
it to make lykelithoves of impeſſibilities, and examining 
euerie point by it (clic, yet could hee neuer bee ſetteled, noz 
make god conſtruction cf it. Fo2 his Mother folde him, 
that Pzince Edward was his Father, the wiſe man telt- 
nered the contrary. And if his Bother knew his Father, 
then howe conlde his father be dead ere he was begotten, 
and howe coulde his Mother reconer hir lawfull Yuſ- 
bande, beeing dead, and howe coulde his Father become 
ſuch a Monarch after his deceaſe, and ſo fozth. 

Now if he gaue credit to the wiſe man, pet no man bet- 
fer knoweth the childes Father then the mother. So that 
fo2 reuerence of the wiſe man, and fo reconcile his mo-; 
thers woꝛdes with the wiſe mannes re&de, he framed to 
bimſelfe fo2 that time a newe article of belerfe , that one 
thing might be, and not ber. Pet fime kounde cnt a 
better ſolntion of this &Sophiſme . Foz this time ſæ- 
ing it was. no reaſon to impoztunate the wiſe man 
bppon this matter, it contented him to knowe foz a 
tructh that Donzcl del Febo his bzother was pet a- 
liue, and hee gaue him heartie thankes fo2 the conrte- 
fie bee had ſhewed him herein. But fo2 his vopage 
into Englande her leſte that to his direction, fith her 
perceiued bis meaning therein. The wiſe man ſayde 
it choulde ber ſo pꝛouided foz as beſt beſemed his ho- 
nour. 

The third day after when all things were in a readineſſe, 
.li. Ar- 
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Artemidoro bzought out of his armozy a rich armonr and 
gaue it to Roſicleer. The armour was framed lo cunning- 
lp as foz woꝛkmanſhip, coſt, and ſecret vertue, it excelled all 
that J haue ſe&ne. Jt was cloſely wzoughf, curionſly en- 
grauen, enchaſed with pꝛecious ſtones, and aboue all, this 
eſficacie, that it reſiſted y edge of all mettal, this fe pꝛo- 
c&ding either from the ſtones, oꝛ d examination of p aſcen- 
dents in the fozaing thereof. The coulour of the armour 
was all white, well fitting foꝛ a new knight. Artemidoro 
gaue at the ſame time to Roſicleer, a bay Courſer, ſtrong 
and wycht of limme, which he had bought foz that pur- 
poſe in the Countrey of Spaine, where the belt bz&de of 
ſuch hozles were. And after all things ſet in oꝛder thus foz 
their tourney, taking men with them foz their neceſſarie 
vſes, they ſhipped themlelueg in a faire Barke, ſailuig with 
great ſwiftneſſe, as the wiſe Artemidoro had by his ( kill 


- Directed it, in which iournep, the hiſtozie leaueth them, till 


their ſodame appꝛoach vnto the Liſtes, within great Bri- 


tame. 


T The great Feaſtes began in Oliuerios Court. 
Cap. 32. 


IN the freſh and pleaſaunt month of May, when the 

greene boughes , and ſwete (ſmelling flowers renewe 
iope and gladneſſe in the heartes of young folke, the 
great Citie of London and wide fieldes there about, ſ&@- 
med not leſſe couered mith armed knights, then if þ mighs 
tie hoaſts of Darius and Alexander had thether aſſembled, 
fo2 the great Feaſts and Juſtes were ſo diligently publy- 
ſhed in enery Region and Count rep, and the pꝛiſes which 
the King had ſet, were of ſuch valour , that there came 
thether from divers farre and ſtraunge landes, ſo many 
Linights and Ladies,as that the number of them was in- 
finit, Nobo that, that eſpecially dzew young pꝛinces 4 men 
of great name thether, was this. @þe king Olucrio had a 


daugb- 
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daughker named Oliuia, the onely inherit rix of his King- 
dome, ol the age of fourtene yeares,a beautifull and delp- 
cate damzell , as not hir like might bee found in all that 
quarters, Foz the fame of hir ſingular beautie, thether 
came manie noble Pzinces and wozthpe Knights, to win 
hir liking, each of them wearing ſo rich and quaint deut- 
ſes, that their bꝛauerie in ſhoꝛt time criled the long mour- 
ning. which had continued in great Britaine. The myzthe 
which they made, much delighted the King Oliuetio, and it 
toped him much to ſ& his Court and Count rep fo well 
ſtozed of Rnighees and Pꝛinces, to whom he gane honou - 
rable entertainment and connfenaunce of god wil, as wel 
of his owne ſubicas as ſtraungers, and all were well cons 
tent with it, highly commending of his Court, foz magnt- 
ficenſe and courteſie. The Bing at this time was a wid- 
dower,and fherefoze he ſought much the honoz of the Pꝛin · 
teſle his daughter. But to come to our matter, amongſt the 
Knights ſtraungers, the two Pꝛinces Bargandel and Ly- 
riamandro, dare the greateſt ſtrokes: next, Don Siluerio 
Pꝛince of Luſitama, a poung Knight and valiant in armes, 
already enamoꝛed vpon ß faire pꝛinces Oliwa,foz whom he 
had ben a long time ſuter in the kings Pallaice, pꝛeſuming 
bpon his birth and liuelihode, that ſhee ſhould bee graunted 
bnto him, and as it fell out, the Pꝛinceſſe vnderſtode ſome 
part of his deſire, but ſhe was of an hautie heart and high 
minde, making no moꝛe account of Don Siluerio, in reſpec 
of that demaund, then of another ozdinarie Anight, oz the 
refuſe of other. Foꝛ amongſt all which were alreadp come, 
ſhe thought none merited to bee a peere and match fo2 hir 
beautie, being (as my Autpour ſaiet h, ſuch in hir abene 
tonceipte, as if no Prince were wozthte of it.) But the 
truth is, that the blinde Bope ſhot ing at randon, had o- 
uer-reached his marke, as appeared in the ſeconde ſhokte, 
at the comming in of Rolicleer. In the thirde place there 
tame info this Triumph, the Pzince of Irclande called 
Argiles, and Don Orgiles Pzince of Scotlande, and Al- 
P. ui. lamadcs 
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lamades king of Cornwaile, all th:& vaſſalls and ſublectes 
to the Bing Oliuerio. The fourth rome was alligned to 
Don Brynco Pzince of Numidia in Africke , bꝛinging 
from his Countrey mante valiant knights richlie armed, 
and with them Albalaxes Bing of Mauritania, a Pagan 
poung and luſtie. There came thet her alſo two Graunts 
of an admirable hetabt and ſier ceneſſe, being luch a terreur 
to the pee Communaltte inhabit ing the villages neere to 
London, that the poze mans fearc made them the moze in · 
ſolent to commit divers ryots and other treſpaſſes, becoze 
the Feaſts began. This was the ſeuerall ccuntenaunces of 
the knights of molt account, but to make ſhoꝛt, ther came 
beſides, manp other knights, both Chaiſtians and Pagans, 
vnder the Kings wit of ſafc-conduc, which hunſelfe gane 
out, that neuer England moze flouriſhed of knightes, nog 
neuer Nation was like to England. But now the firſt dap 
of the Juſtes, befoze they ſhould ride to the Tilte,p King 
Olierio inuited all the Kings and Pzinces fo dinner in 
bis Pallaice, wher they were feaſted royally,# with great 
melodie. After the Tables taken vp, he knights went to 
arme themſelnes, and the King conduccd by the auncient 
Loꝛds and Barons of his Court, toke vp his ſcate in a 
windowe ouer the Tilt-pard, and vpon a ſcaffolde beefoze 
hun, reared foz that purpoſe, he commaunded the pꝛiſes to 
be put, which were diucrs : fo2 vato the Crowne b&foze 
ſpoken of.he added a cholar of like valure, and many other 
iewells, able foz the honour of attaining them, and the 
woꝛthinelle therof,to animate a daſtard knight to ſuch an 
enterpziſe. After this, the Pzinccſſe Olivia cemming fozty 
of the great Pallaice with an hundzed Ladies and Cen- 
tlewomen, mounted vpon a ſtatelp ſcaffolde verie richlpe 
hanged. Among theſe Ladies, there was the Pꝛinceſſe Sil- 
uerina daughter to the King of Scotland, and Rodoſilua 
Pꝛinceſſe of Luſitania, ſiſter to Don Siluerio,, and many 
other Ladies, Daughters, to the great Lozdcs of Bri- 


taine. 
But 
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But in the middeſt of theſe, the faire P2inceſſe Oluia 
Gewed not leſſe Maieſtie then the freſh and fragrant roſe 
doth among the bziers and ſtinking nettles, which not ; 
withſtanding haue their commendation fo2 their nrene 
and liuelp verdure. But the (caffolde bring filde with La- 
dies and Gentlewomen, there came the Knights in place, 


moſt of them young and ſhining in their bꝛight armour. 


The firſt that pꝛicked himlelfe tozward to tuſt, was Al- 
lamades Ring ot Cornewaile, a very god and tried Knight, 
againſt whome there came to encouuter, an other abled 
Knight; an Almaine (ct vpon a ſtrong Courſer, In thepz 
ſhocke, their ſpeares flew in ſhiners.and the King Allama- 
des ſomewhat ſtaggering in his ſaddle, bnhozfed the Al. 
maine. After him there came ten other knights ſtraungers 
moze bolde then ſkilfull in feates of armes, all which, 
the valpaunt Allamades ouerthꝛewe, with great pleaſure 
to the King and all his Court. Then the Ning called foz 
his knightes, with this, Allamades to giue them place, 
vopded the lyſtes, and there entered Argiles P2ince of Ire- 
land, which with eight ſeueral courſes bzake cight ſpeares, 
and ouerthzew eight Knights. 

After him, Don Orgiles Pince of Scotland tame, whom 
when Argiles eſpted,not minding fo diſtrube him, hee rode 
bnto the "Lyſtes ende. Orgiles without being moucd in 
bis ſaddle caſt downe twelae nights, and then followed 
his fellowe A:giles. By and by Don Siluerio came in 
with a gilte armour go2geous to bœholde, and his Yozſe 
barbed with cloth of golde, cut vppon ſiluer Imagerie, 
being a luſtie and valiaunt Knight, and as the thoughts 
of the Pzinceſſe Olivia emboldened his courage: ſo ba- 


ſides, the hautineſle of his ſtomacke contempned all other 


Kniahtes, in reſped of Himſelfe . In his iournep. hee del 


mounted twentie Knightes, within lefſe then halfe an 


houre, fo that manye thought, hee wonlde winne the 
honour of that dape. But ſfratght waye there pꝛeaſcd 
fo; warde the two Pzinces, Bargandel and Lyriamandro, 

. du. bauing 


The firſt part of the 


baving in their company moze then two hundꝛed knights, 
with their Yaraldes crycng befoze them, Bohemia, Bohe- 
mia, Hungaria, Hungaria. The two P2tnces rode vppon 
faire and ſtrong Courſers, richly armed as became they 
Eſtates;their luſtincſle being inflamed by their toues, foz 
lince their comming to the Engliſh Court, thep were eſ⸗ 
pꝛiſed with lone, Bargandel of the Pꝛinceſſe Siluerina, and 
Liryamandro of the Painceſſe Rodaſilua, and hauing ob- 
tained the god faudurs of their Ladies, they pained them- 
ſelues tobe as bolde as the bꝛaueſt. So finding the Tilte 
empt ie by Siluerios departing, they pꝛaunced foꝛ warde t ill 
other Knights came againſt them. And cither of them in 
their turnes befoze they lefte the liſtes, onner- the we af 
the leaſt thirtie knights a prece, ſo blazing their pꝛowelle 
by the foꝛce they ſhewed, that the King and other beehol+ 
ders chaunged their opinion, as touching Don Siluerio. 
Upon this, the two Pꝛinces glad of that dates trauayle, 
and vaunt ing themſelues beſoze their Piſtrcſſes, made 
rome fo2 others to do their cndeaucurs. Alter theſe, the 
valyaunt and hardy Linighfes of the Tngliſh Court, came 
in againſt the Uraungers of other Countries, where the 
Engliſh men lo beehaued themlelnes, as that dates honour © 
was thetrs; _ 
Nowe, as the King was in falke with his Loꝛdes, a- 
bout the glozie which his men had gotten, and euerie man 
was attentiue to that which was beefoze him, (odatnlye 
there was heard a great crye amonſt the people, on the 
backe ſide of the liſtes, no man knowing what it ment, By 
and by there came f@2th a tall Giaunt with a traine of 
mo2e then twentie Knights vpon a ſtone hoꝛſe, which gro- 
ned in a manner vnder his waight. The Giant comman- 
ding his knights to ſtand a ſide, went alone to the win- 
dowe where the king was. there raiſing vp his Betcare, | 
and foꝛcing out a terrible loke, without other rcuercnce, 
2» be ſpake on this wiſe. Liing -Oluerio, J am Brondagede- 
»» on Toꝛd of the Jlands Baleance, and am hether come be- 
cauſe, 
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cauſe of the pꝛizes which thou haſt appoynted fo2 the beſt 


docrs - J am well knowen in all the Beathen Countrie, 
ſoz by the power which my Gods haue imparted with 
mer, there is no moꝛtall man that may gaynſtand ip pus 
ill unce, and fo2 that this day thou ſhalt haue ſome try- 
all of this truth, beehold beeſo2e the night be ſhut in, there 
ſhall no knight of all theſe which are here kepe his (ads 
dic, vniciſe her kepe himſelfe from mee. And lo in great 
pꝛide, as you may pꝛeſume by the courſe of his ſpeach, he 
vttered this, and pulled downe his viſour . Then with a 
great ſpeare in his hand, be toke the one ende of the 
pale. This his comming was nothing pleaſaunt to the 
king, fo2 ſince his ar iuall in that kingdome, her had done 
many out rages to the poꝛe ſubiectes of the land. And the 
king feared leaſt the knights of his Court, ſhould not ber 
able to maynteyrne thepz honour agapnſt him . Now this 
monſtrous Gpaunt had not ſtaped there long, but that a 
valiant knight a Britaine called Brandariſtes made a ſigne 
vnto him. 

Theſe two ranne fogether, and in theyz ſhocke Bran- 
dariſtes with his hozſe fell to the ground: but the Gpaunt 
nothing diſcaſed, held on his wap toward another knight, 
by name Brandidarte, a Britaine to, a bzane knight and as 
bolde as Gawayne , but the Gyaunt welcommed him lyke 
as the other, and thus in ſhoꝛt time the Gyaunt pzouing 
himſelke vppon moꝛe then an hundꝛeth knights, of the har- 
dieſt, both ſtraungers and Engliſh men, hee made them all 
to deſcend from theyꝛ Hoꝛſes, that the king Oliuerio was 
much diſquteted he reat, and wol d haue bought out the gy- 
ants pꝛeſence it he might, ſoꝛ moꝛe then London is wozth, 
even fo2 the pittie which hee hadde vpon bis knights, not 
poſſible able to withſtand this Opant. The king Allama. 
des herholding the Rings countenaunce ſadde, and gelling 
the cauſc , would nerdes aduenture the hononr Which hee 
beefoze nayned, bpon the vanquiche of ſuch a Gyaunt, and 
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hee rodde fo Brandagedeon, whome the Gpaunt met fo foz= 
cibly that Allamedes lay on the ground, and Brandage- 
deon dzeſſing himſelfe in his ſaddle paſſed on. By and by 
Orgiles Pzmnce of Ireland ſctte vppon the Gyannt, which 
ſomewhat effoniſhed him: but neuerthcleſle Orgiles hap 
fo2 himſeife was in no other manner then his fellows. 

Then came in Don Argiles to take Orgiles part, and 
flercelp incountered the Gpaunt, but to the lame purpoſe. 

Now was Don Syluerio aſhamed befoze the Pzinceſſs 
Oliuia fo haue tarrycd beehinde fo many god knights, and 
therefo2e fozeing his courage to pleaſe his Lady , vppon a 
light courſer he ranne agaynſt Brandagedeon,and his F02s 
tune was ſo god, that hee made Brandagedeon to loſe one 
of his ſtirops and the raynes of his Bꝛidle, but Brandage · 
deon quitted this with moze then a tollerable vſurte, foz 
her carried him beyond the crouper almoſt a ſpears length, 
which diſgrace beefoze his Ladie Oliuia made him wode 
angrie, and willingly would her haue challenged the com- 
bat, if both leaſure and place had beene conuenient. Not 
long after the Pzince Bargandel gathering his fo2ces at 
the beeholving of the Pꝛinceſſe Syluerina, went to encoun⸗- 
ter the Opaunt, epther of them beeing well heated, but di- 
uerſly , as arſing of dinerſe cauſes, but they? ſtrengthes 
encreaſed by they2 hearts, made thcy2 ſhockes ſo terrible, 
as nepther part had great aduauntage. The Gyant fcll o⸗ 
pon the crouper of his hoꝛſe, and rodde the length of a car- 
rier ere hee might ariſe againe.Bargandel fel to the ground. 
with his Mozſe vnder him. This made him hang his 
head, and ſtirred vp his friend Liriamandro fo; his ſuc» | 
cours, which caufed Brandagedeon to embzace the ſaddle 
bow, himlelfe being cleane lyft out of the Saddle bx 
Brandagedeon the Gpaunt , and Liriamandro lay on the 
ground to complayne him of his miſhappe befoze his my- 
tres Rodaſylua, After theſe there was none left ſo hardy, 
as to dare encounter Brandagedeon, which cauſed the King | 
and other Pzinces'to loke rufully,and the Gyant to beare 


him- | 
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himlelke as inſo'ently, fo: when there was none left , her 
tpft vp his vopce in thele tearmes. Come fozth, come „ 
forth, ye nights of the great Britame, and cyther know ,,, 
what the fozce of Brandagedeon is, oz if you dare not „ 
appeare, ſend mee the pꝛiſes pzeſently , foz to none ok the „ 
woꝛld they doe ſo rightly appertevne as to me, and this „ 
ſapeng, hee gallopped bp and downe in the place, expecting „ 
epther ſome knight oz the Pziſes . The Uing ſ&ing none „ 
come to aunſwere his challenge was very angrie, and 
would haue giuen his beſt towne to haue hatde a knight 
which could haue quapled the Opants courage, and foz 
very grieke he tourned himſelfe from the window, till 
the ſodcyne ſhout of the people, cauſed him to loke out a- 
gapne. 

Then he eſpycs the people flocking together towards 
one ceꝛner of the lyſf,and in the middeſt of them an aged 
man with a long white beard riding ſoftly on a Mule, 
and bearing the countenaunce of a verie wiſe man. After 
him hee ſaw a knight well harneſſed in white armour, 
richly beſet with pꝛecious ſtones, ſo that no man in the 
place had the lpke, his Helmet had a fine plume, and his 
bozſe the lyke, the Pomell of his Saddle of Golde-ſmithes 
caruing , and the ſeate all imbꝛoudered with golde and ſil⸗ 
ver . Euerie thing belonging to the knight ſo bzaue and 
luſtie, that none now but gazed on the ſtraunger. After 
him a god diſtaunte there rodde a Gentlewoman an caſle 
— bppon a palfrap, dziuing berfoze hir a ſumptuous 
Hozſe. 

The Gentlewoman comming nere vnko the Pallaice 
alighted, and vnlacing hir male, ſpꝛead a fapze Tent in 
the plapne, mad all of cloth of golde, with ſuch ſtraunge 
deuiſes, as neyther King noz Keiſer in the wo2ld but might 
baue vouchſafed it foz himſelfe . But that which was 
moſt commendable, was the molt excellent and bꝛaue 
conceits with Needle wozke , Which could neuer haue 
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her rodde to Brandagedeon, whome the Gyaunt met ſo foz= 
cibly that Allamedes lay on the ground, and Brandage- 
deon dꝛeſſing himſe!fe in his ſaddle paſſed on. By and by 
Orgiles Pꝛince of Ireland ſette vppon the Gpaunt, which 
ſomewhat eſtoniſhed him: but nenertheleſe Orgiles hap 
fo2 himſelfe was in no other manner then his fellows. 

Then came in Don Argiles to take Orgiles part, and 
flercely (ncountered the Gyaunf, but to the lame purpoſe. 

Now was Don Syluerio aſhamed beefoze the Pzinceſſo 
Oliuia fo haue tarrped beehinde fo many god knights, and 
therefo2e fozcing his courage to pleaſe his Lady , vppon a 
light tourſer her ranne agaynſt Brandagedeon,and his Foz⸗ 
tune was ſo god, that hee made Brandagedeon to loſe one 
of his ſtirops and the raynes of his Bꝛidle, but Brandage · 
deon quitted this with moze then a tollerable vlurie, foz 
hee carried him beyond the crouper almoſt a ſpears length, 
which diſgrace beefoze his Ladie Oliuia made him woe 
angrie, and willingly would her haue challenged the tom; 
bat, if both leaſure and place had beene conuenient . Hot 
long after the Pzince Bargandel gathering his fo2ces at 
the beeholding of the Pꝛinceſſe Sy luerina, went to enconn-= 
ter the Opaunt, ether of them being well heated, but di; 
uerſlp , as arſing of diuerſe cauſes, but they? ſtrengthes 
encreaſed by they2 hearts, made thcy2 ſhockes ſo terrible, 
as nepther part had great aduauntage. The Gyant fcll o- | 
pon the crouper of his hoꝛſe, and rodde the length of a car= | 
ricr ere he might ariſe acaine.Bargandel fel to the ground. 
with his Mozſe vnder him. This made him hang his 
head, and ſtirred vp his friend Liriamandro fo; his ſuc⸗ 
cours, which cauſed Brandagedeon to embꝛate the ſaddle 
bow, himlelfe being cleane lyft out of the Saddle by 
Brandagedeon the Gyaunt , and Liriamandro lap on the 
ground to complapne him of his miſhappe befoze his my- 
res Rodaſylua, After theſe there was none left ſo hardy, 
as to dare encounter Brandagedeon, which cauſed the King 
and other Pzinces'to loke rufullp, and the Gyant to beare 
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himlelke as inſo ent lp, fo: when there was none leſt, h& 
tpit vp his vopce in thele tearmes. Come fozth, come „ 
fo2th, ye Knights of the great Britame, and cyther knolo „ 
what the fozce of Brandagedcon is, oz if you dare not „ 
appeare, ſend me the pꝛiſes pꝛeſentip, foz to none of the „ 
woꝛld they doe ſo rightly appertevne as to me, and this „ 
ſapeng, hee gallopped bp and downe in the place, expecting „ 
eyther ſome knight oz the Pꝛiſes. The Uing ſ&ing none „ 
come to aunſwere his challenge was very angrie, and 
would haue giuen his beſt towne to haue hadde a knight 
which could haue quapled the Gyants courage, and foz 
very grieke he tourned himſclfe from the window, till 

the ſodcyne ſhout of the people, cauſed him to lake out a- 

gapne. 

Then her eſpycs the people flocking together towards 
one ceꝛner of the lyſt, and in the middeſt of them an aged 
man with a long white beard riding ſoftly on a Mule, 
and bearing the countenaunce of a verie wiſe man. After 
him hee ſaw a knight well harnelled in white armour, 
richly beſet with pꝛecious ſtones, ſo that no man in the 
place had the Ipke, his Helmet had a fine plume, and his 
boſe the lyke, the Pomel! of his Saddle of Golde-lmithes 
caruing , and the ſeate all imbꝛoudered with golde and ſil⸗ 
ver . Euerie thing belonging to the knight ſo bzane and 
laſtie, that none now but gazed on the ſtraunger. After 
him a god diſtaunce there rodde a Gentlewoman an cafle 
— bppon a palfray , dziuing berfoze hir a ſumptuous 
Hoꝛſe. 

' The Gentlewoman comming nere vnfo the Pallaice 
alighted, and valacing hir male, ſpꝛead a fapze Tent in 
the plapne, mad all of cloth of golde, with ſuch ſtraunge 
deuiſcs,as neyther King noz Keiſer in the woꝛld but might 
baue vouchſafed it foz himſelfe. But that which was

» God intreaſe thy ropall ſtate king ok the great Bri- 
„ taine, and aduaunce the credit of thy whole Court. Writ 
29 you moſt puiſlaunt P2ince, that from myne Jlande J am 
„ hcther come with this young Gentleman, that her map bee 
„ knighted bp. pour owne hands. And albert that ſo great a 
„ curteſie nepther he no2 J haue merited of pour maieſt ie, 
2» yet vnderſtand wozthic king, that fop his lignage be is 
2» ſuch a one, as not without reaſon he may traue to bee dub- 
„ bed knight of ſo mightie a Pzince as you are. And J dare 
„» warraunt mozeouer that it (hall not be ill beſtowed 
„on him, as your ſelfe ſhall teſtiſie in ſhoꝛt tyme , although 
2» peu ſhall not th2oughly enter info the conlidcration of 
2» his valour, till that his death bee publiſhed by repozt of 
„ his dꝛowning, and that much bloub ſhall be ſptlt to the 
„ greater p2ayſe of his pꝛoweſſe, to the contentation of pour

King Oli- 
ucrio all this while not lending his eares idlelp, as to a fa- 
ble in a winters night, but wayeng euerp poynt, loked 
vppon Roſicleer , and well thought that his perſonage 
might agree with Artemedoros commendation, but pet 
as halfe in a doubt as touching himſelfe,h&e made the wyle »» 
man this anſ were. Aſluredly Artemidoro with this de- »» 
maund 02 any other which you ſhall requyze, J am verie »» 
glad that you take occaſion of comming to my Court, foz »» 
by the bzute of pour fame, J bane long time wiſhed to ſr »» 
vou: but to ſend fo2 yon indede J was neuer minded, ber- »» 
cauſe as I heare, agaynſt pour will no man may ſpeake w »» 
you. And to make you anſwere, J am in pur pole to ſatil- »» 
fie pou, as well foz pour owne ſake , as foz this Gentle» »» 
mans, whoſe behautour ſ&meth to be ſuch, as without pour »» 
repoꝛt, hee commeth luffictently commended vnto mer, F »» 
pꝛomiſe pou here to make him knight with myne owne »» 
hands, and J beſ&ech God he pꝛoue no wozſe then you foꝛe- »» 
ſhew mer, Roſicleer and the wypſe man both bowed humbly »» 
on they2 ho2ſe backes. ” 
The King badde Roſicleer fo alyght, which diſmonn- 
ting from his hozſe , aſcended by a papze of Stapzes to a 
little ſcaffolde beefoze the kings window, where kneling 
downe in the ſight of the whole multitude, her receiued the 
oꝛder of knighthod at the Kings hands. The King deman- 
ded where the poung Knight ould recetue the ( wo2de, 
and the Myſe man anſwered, that he ſhould ſtay foz that 
till hee could conquere it. Then after his dneitie done to 
the king, Roſicleer retourned to Yozſe backe, and with a 
liuelie grace ſo demeaned himſelfe vppon bis Yozſe, as 
that it well pleaſed the beholders . Now fo2 that which 
followeth, you mult intend that the wyſe man vttered his 
ſpeaches to the King in the audience of the whole mul- 
titnde, many knightes and other compaſſing him about 
to heare his arraunt , ſo that few o2 none but were par- 
takers of it.

2» fitter foꝛ me then {oz the. Roſicleer whoſe courage ne⸗ 
„ uer fainted,anſwcred as (hotly. It hall bee thine Opant 
1» if thou winneſt it, and there (hall no man fo2bidds the the 
„ poſſeſſion of it if thou ouet thꝛow me. And without moze 
„ ww2ds he toke a great @peare from the ratler, and fours 
ning bis hoꝛſe head, her rodde ſoitly fo the place where the 
iuſtes were kept. In his way thether, Rolicleer Iyfting 

vp his eyes to the Scaffold of the Gentle women, bee ſaw 

the beantyfull Oliuia ſtanding dircalye agapnſt bis face, 

/ erc&ding no leſſe the other Gentlewomen in bꝛightnelle, 

then the Mone ercelleth the ſtarres in a froſtie night. G 

pwꝛe Roſicleer, what a loke was that which locked tha | | 

from thy reſt, fo2 with hir beaut ie thou waſt wonnded at 

the heart, that alba it in time the ſkinne ouergrew it and 

the fleſh healed, pet the ſkar remapned: and neuer knight 

in the woꝛld loued moꝛe loyalty then thou diddeſt.

And thon 
fayꝛe Pꝛinteſſe beeing within the hearing of the wiſe mans 
ſpeach, diddeſt not ſpare fo lend thyne cares to another 
mans tale, and thyne eyes to another mannes bꝛauerpe, 
that thy ſaccours being farre from the , thy heart hay 
not the power to repulle thy aduerſarte , loue b&ing ths 
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onely occaſion of? thy vnreſt. But Loꝛd what alferation 
both of you left by the enterchannge of pour lokes, which 
ſerued likewile fo2 meſſengers fo tell your tales beet wirt 
you. 

: And pet J cannot derme but that this Lone fo enraged 
his courage agaynſt Brandagedeon , as otherwpſe JF may 
thincke be had not done fo well. But comming into the 
plate, ha add2eſſed himſelfe ftowardes Brandagedeon , 
both of them now being in a readineſſe. The king at 
this time verie ſozrowfull to ſ& the new knight in bis 
firſt battaile to endaunger himſelfe vpon a Gyaunt, and 
would haue talked with Artemidoro about this matter, 
but the wiſe man gaue no anſ were, and fo the ende not fo 
diſcouer mo2e then was beehoucfull, he conueped himſelfe 
dut of the kings ſight.

But Ro- 
ſicleer hurling at the bꝛeaſt of Brandagedeon ouerth;ew 
him and his ho2ſe fo the ground, the hozſe in the fall, 
bꝛuſing the Opaunts ſhoulder , that his knights were 
fayne to carrie him out of the pꝛeaſe, whereat all the ſtan- 
ders by with great admiration berhelde Roficleer , tuery 
man being a Prophet as his heart gave him, that Roſi- 
cleer would pꝛoue the beſt knight in the woꝛld ſeeing that 
at his firſt encounter in tilt, hauing neuer had to doe with 
any knight, befoze be had onerthzowen lo mightie a Gy« 
ant. 

The king now thought that Roſicleer had well a- 
mended the great cozſie which he hadde taken at his 
Bnightes diſgrace, and the other Gntabfcs were 
glad to haue that huge monſter ridde away,bolder and 
willinger valpantipe to aduenture themſelngs agarnſt 


Roli- 
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Roſicleer then agapnſt a Gpaunt, and they; courage was 
the moꝛe, foz the richneſſe of the tent which had inuegeled 
thcp2 couetous mindes to venture the purchaſe. But as 
the knights entered to iuſt with him, her ouerthꝛew them 
all, being moze then an Loo. knights, without that any 
man was able to ſit the ſecond tourney . Then the Kings 
knightes entered, by name Brandariſtes , Brandidarte, Alla- 
medes , the Pzinces Argiles and Orgiles , Don Brunio 
Pꝛince of Numidia, g other, all which hee thzew downe fo 
tyahtly,as that they might not turne one courſe maze that 
day. Some held moze tacke with him as pou ſhall beare 
bereafter,but by the way the king turning to his Lozdes, 

ſpake on thls wiſe. 
„ Truelp my Loꝛds, it J had not my fclfe ſene the ba- 
2» lourous deedes of this Knight, J ſhould hardly haue crc- 
„ difed another, fo incredible the truth ts that one ſhould 
»» wozke ſuch maſteries. J would the iuſts were ended that 
I might ſe this knight vnarmed , fo know bim, and ho- 
„ nour him as is reaſon . True it is aunſ wered his nobles, 
„ and fo2 his valour there is not ſo puiſaunt a Pzince in 
„the wo2ld, but that he (hall haue cauſe to bee glad of his 
„ ſeruice. This was a bzeathing tyme foz Roſiclcer , but 
pet J amperl waded that it was no plateng time, although 
no enimie appeared, foz he had a great conflict within 
bis boanes, then her pꝛofeſſed ontwardly, and therefoze his 
heart nepther fully aſſured,no2 pet in daunger, gaſed bpon 
the beautie of Oliuio. Mhereby the fire entering cloſe- 
ly by the vaynes, waſfed and conſumed his fleſh , ſoner 
then her felt the flame oz could thincke of remedie: but 
better conſidering that her was within the compaſſe of 
loues ſegnioꝛie, and that his matter was to be tryed at 
the great aſſiſe in loues dominion, hee toke beffer adutſc- 
ment, to alter it to an action bpon the caſe of couenaunt 
agaynſt his miſtrelſe, the matter ariſing vppon exchaunge 
of takes as you haue heard.

— eſpecially the cheife Juſtice Deſert, ſtaicd vppen a de · 
murre, with relteued much Noſicleers courage, and made 
hun loke moze freſhly, vpon hope to finde out better cui 
deute fo recouery of his ſute» 

Wut as Roſicleer thus plped his cauſe at the Barre, fo 
gentle Cupide attended vpon his Miſtreſle, faithfully ſer- 
' uing bim, and beating into hir head the remen;bzannce of 
his as, and the beaut ie of hig per ſonage, that the win- 
dowes of hir deſire bering let wide open, ſhe veiwed bir 
fill, wiſhing vet fo (& his face, thereby to comfozt hir ſelfe, 
if his viſage were aunſ wer able to his vertue. Now, Don 
Siluerio with an enuidus eye; minding to inter rupte this 
medlea, pꝛouoke d Roſicleer to the lyſtes, which Roſicleer 
refuſed not, Roſicleer ſhaked ſomewhat in his ſaddle , 
but pet without daunger of falling, and Don Siluerio with 
bis courſer tumbled to the grounde, ſo cull cntrcated, 
as that hee was faine to fozſake the lyſtes. The Pain“ 
ces Olma remembzing his tozmer impoꝛtunit ie, was no- 
thing agræuc d, thinking ther by his ſute to haue llaked, the 
rather to delight in bir new champion. 

By this time, the greater part of the after none was 
ſpent, and verie fewe remained in that place, which durſt 
ride a courſe with Roſicleer, albeit the number of Knights 
were moze than thꝛæ thouſande. But laſt of all Bargandel 
and Lyriamandro willing to pzoue themſelues vppen the 
new knight with great courage, which the ſight of thepz 
Wiſtreſles cauſed in them, ridde both againſt Roſicleer, 
and in their waye as they two ſtraue who ſhoulde be 
firſt, Bargancel giuing the ſpurres to his Yozſe ranne a- 
gainſt Roſic leer, Bargandel in his race hit ſo ſtrongly, that 
his ſpeare lle in peccs, but Noſicleer knowing Bargan- 
del by a deniſe that be had, and mindeſull of his fozmer | 
courteſie, when he came ne&re him, raiſed vp the ende of 
bis ſpeare, and rode by without * of Bargandel. 


Bar- 
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Bargandel not feling his aduerſary thought that his has 
miſled his reſt, and therefoze taking another ſpeare fo2 the 

' reencounter, be rode againe fowards Roſicleer, but Ro- 
ſicleer did as he did beefoze, whereby he clerely perteiued 
the knights entent to be fo2 to ſpare him, and waring mad 
anarye be auopded the place. P2eſcntly ſtepped in the 

Pꝛince Lyriamandro, to whome likewiſe, Roſic leer fo bæ- 

- baucd himſelfe as vnto Bargandel , albeit himſelfe was 
well ftirred with theſe ſhockes. Liryamandro as mad as 
Bargandel, te finde a friende without occaſion , and not 
knowing his meaning, rode after Bargandel, where both 
of them departed to diſgniſe themſelncs thinking to be- 
guile the Knight, if peraduenture bee had had ſome linow- 7 
ledge of them. Not long after, the Trumpets blowed the 
retreate, and the Juſtes ſhoulde haue ended, when theſe 
two Anightes entered with pealowe plumes and guilded 
armour, their hozſe trappings all of pealowe, and parting 
company, the one of them ranne againſt Roſicleer, whom | 
be met fo ſtrongly, that their ſpeares flew in peces,nect- | 
ther of them beeing vnbozſed, whereat all the people were 
diſmaied, fo2 no knight that daye but was ouerthꝛowen 
of as many as Rolicleer had encountered. But theſe two | 
Knightes rode agatne the ſecond time, and as with moꝛe 
cholar, ſo with fiercer ſtomackes they met, but Roſicleer | 
fourncd with his hoꝛſe mo2e then foure paces backwards, 
bauing much a dow to bꝛing him fozeward,and the ſtraung, 
Knight loft his ſtirrops and fel! fo the grounde with his 
bozſe duer him. His companion teke his rome and ranne | 
twice again Roſicleer,netther of them loſing their ſeats, Þ 
but at the thirde entountrie her fell to the grounde as his 
fellawe did, Roſicleer a little diſeaſed in his ſaddle, reco! | 
uered lightly. The pealowe Knights thus ouerthzowwen 
mounted on their hoꝛſes to returne the way which he had 
come, ſoꝛe diſpleaſannt at the little harme they had done 
bnto Noſicleer, but they beeſhzewed themſelues foz the 
further attempt ing of his acquaintaunce, and muſing = | 
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choulde ber, they remembzed themſelues of the young 
Gentleman Rolic leer and of his great pꝛowoeſſe, whereto 
themſelues were pꝛiuie, thinking that perhappes it might 
be he, but pet becauſe of his young peares, thep remaued 
this thought againe, nen not well ludge who ha 
was. oF 
Then the Bing commanded euero unigbt to leaue 
olf, at which the noiſe of the inſtruments were bcarde ſo 
jo wde, that the whole place rang of the ſcunde thercof, 
Olun now minded to deſcende with the other Ladpes, 
wherefozc the Knightes and other Princes flocked toge- 
ther to giue their attendaunce, among whome, Roſiclecr 
as fozwarde as the beſt in god will, pzeſented himſelfe 
vnto his Miſtreſle, whith pleaſed hir not a little. Ente- 
ring into the great Court of the Pallaice, they there a- 
lpghted, where the King welcommed them, making ſeue; 
rall tokens of courteſie to euer ie one, and comming to Ro- 
ſicleer her deſired him to bee at his appointment foz that 
night, fo that he had great deſire to ſee him vaatmed. 

All the reſt gladly obeyed, but L oſicleer with his beuere 
ſut,requeſted his Maieſtie of par don, ſoꝛ that it bæhoue d 
bim to diſarme himlelfe in his Tent, till tbe wiſe man 
had permitted the contrary, and fo; ſaieng, her twke his 
leaue of the ing, entering into his Tent, where he found 
the wile Artemidoro, which with two Pages abide d his 
comming. 

When Roſicleer was within, they dzew the curtaines 


' fo cloſe, that Roſicleer was not leene of anie, and then hel- 


ped to vnarme him. After the tables were couered and tha 


bad was furniſhed of al delicacies which Artemidoro had 
thought on, the wiſe man himlelfe being both Toke 4 Cas 
ter. Roſicleer ſit ting downe, gaue him heartie thankes foz 
bis god pꝛouiſion, but in ded his ſtomacke was full with 


the Pzincefſe Oliuia, which had ſo polleſſed his entrayles,

The next daye after dinine ſeruice finiſhed, the 'King | 
inuit ed to bꝛeak- ſeaſt all the Anightes, and that dong 
toke his place in that ozder as you haue heard befoze lo- 
king that lome ſtraunge Knight ſhould iuſt with the nein 
knight, Now when the place was peopled with both gen- 
tle and vngentle, and that the P2zinceſe Olmia was pla⸗ 
ted on hir ſcaffolde, in came Roſic leer, mounted bpon his 
courſer, & vaunted himſzife as topouſly befoze his miſtres 
as if he had not feared the (kirmiſh with ten Gyants, but 
that which lyked the PzinccTe beſt, was a conceipt deui- 
ſed in the pencill of his ſpeare, being a burning toꝛch, the 
ware dꝛopping from it, ſinnificng thereby the miſerie ok 
louers, with this poſie vnderneath in Romaine letters. 
Extinguo & Extinguor. After Roſicleer was thus entertd 
many ſtrong and baltannt knights, ſuch as had not iuſteds 
the daye befoze, deſired to frye themſelues vppon the new 
Unight, eſpeciallp Albalaxes King of Mauritania, who vpon 

hope to be Lozd of the ricy Tent, toke a great ſpeare, and 
with all his fozce ranne againſt Roſicleer, but Roſicleer 
was not taken ſo tardie in the receipt, but that be met the 
valiant Pagan with ſuch ſtrength, as hoꝛſe and man tum⸗ 
bled to the greuude.

The „ 
delyuerie of theſe Jewelles, were nothing harde noz »» 
i doubtfull, but the diſpoſing moze then hard, becaule it „ 
pertayneth to iudgement in dades of armes, whercvnto , 
my ſexe is not ſafficiently abled . Peuerthelelle ſir knight 2» 
as pour paines haue bene greateſt, thereto witnelſſeth this »»

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to any of theſe Pzinces and knights, J may with god

22 Are, it is no reaſon that you coucr pour ſelfe any longer. 
„ When the Pzinccle had thus ſapde Roſicleer not hauing 
power to excuſe himſelfe, vnlaced his Helmet, which ber- 
ing put off, his Face ſ&med ſo beautifull by the heate and 
trauaple of his Armeur, which rayſed a freſh rcdde in his 
Cherkes, that it Croatie them all in amaze, and none of 
thoſe which ſaw him, conſidering his fayzencile with his 
age, but rather iudged him an Angel of heauen,then a moz- 
tall knight. 
Mhen the P2inceſſe Oliuia ſaw him ſo fayze , as al- 
ready Lone hadde made a wꝛack in the moſt ſec ret part of 
hir heart by the view of his knighthode , ſo now the 
ſame bzeach being made wider by the ſecond aſſault in his 
beautyfull lokes, Loue enfred with banner diſplayed, and 
finding no reſiſtance, toke poſſeſſion wholy of dir hart, and 
ſwoꝛe all that her found to bee his true pꝛiſoners. Thus loſt 
ſhe hir lyberty, and pet with the beſt courage that a wo- 
man might, ſhe framed out a countenaunce of great fr& 
dome in this manner.

from his owne head, and as he was on his knees, ſayte

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fo lo rich a benefifc. And as J do reccine this chollar as 
the pꝛice of knighthod in your opinion, ſo F beſœch vou to 
take of me this crowns as a teſtimenie of rour ſurpaſſing 
beautie in my epe. With this her let the rich crewne vp+ 
pon the golden horres e the Painccle Olua, (hee being 
glad of this gift,a:thou, þ low what bluſhing at the woꝛds 
hee ſpake. The two P2inces Bargandel and Lyriamandro 
ſtanding by and unoweng him to ba Roficleer hem the x 
had loſt in ihe maine ſea, when the teremontes were fint- 
ed, went to him, imbzacing him as godlp, as if bœ hadde 
bene their owne bꝛother, yet curteouſlp challenging him foz 
his vnkindne ſte, in not making himſclfknowen vnto them. 

The King Oliuerio abaſhed at ſo great bountie, in a 
Knight of ſo young peares, beegan to thinke moze aduiſed - 
lv of that which the wiſe Artemidoro had ſaide, from that 
time her eſteemed mozs highly of the new Knight, as you 
ſhall heare after this. 

But now the noiſe was ſo great which the byals made

all entering the chamber of pꝛeſence, where the Bing ſtays 
ed ſoz them, and aiter a generall welcome by name tahing 
Kolicleer aſide, he ſaid vnto him.

bercd as towards Roſicleer, fo2 tbut he had vnhozſcd him 
in the pzcſence of his Lady. But after this ozder Roſicleer 
remained in the Engliſh Court,wher be reſted himſe lf, til 
this ſodaine advenfure called him fozth, as ſhall her tolbe 
you.

Jn which time, Roſicleer gaue the King Þ 
the rich Tent, which the wiſe Artemidoro had w2zounht | 
fo him, woher in the King toke great delight. Foz although 
he had many other, both curious foꝛ making and coftly' os 
mat ter, pet had he not ſcene in dis lyfe any either f@ rich oz | 
of ſo cunning wozk-manlhip, ſo that the Kinas cod will! 
towards Roſicleer encreaſed by Roſicleers pꝛeſente, and in 
that alſo foz hir campanie manie other great Pzinces and 
ſeraunge Knights remained with the King lo long tum 
after that theſe iuſts wer ended, which beginning of friend © 
(hip bet wirt Roſicleer and ſome of theſe Anightes grewe 
in the end to ſuch perfection by bis aratious and familiar 
behaviour , that neither fanonr of friendes, noz dead of 
daunger might with their willes ſander them from this a- 
mitie.

raunce his Bntghtly deedes and great valcur, whereby ſhe 
made an euident demonſtration of his linage as if nanght 
els had bene enimie to hir purpoſe.

And as ſhe was not fully al- 
ſured in hir thought,fhe (pake on this wyle. 
15x not diſpleaſed with mee, but fo2 the loue of god fapze 
„knight haue ſome greater regard of your owne ſafctie,not 
„ to caſt pour ſelfe away fo2 the reconcrie of mp damage, it 
is no great matter fo2 ma to take lome papnes in going 
„ with pou: but it will bee ſome griefe fo returne againe la- 
8 den with a freſh complapnt of a new murther. And theres 
„, f02e fo2 God lake let the Gyaunt alone. Roſicleer ſayde, J 
„ may not, but ſe eing you haue p2omilcd pour companpe, act

„ which will pꝛeuapie fo2 pour caſe, as beſt ſhail lpke him. 
"£0 thep foure trauapled towardes the place where the 
Gvants abiding was, and comming nere vntothe Goarc, 
they ſaw him hard by the Nater, where he ſatte vppon a 
great Hoꝛſe, and moze then thirtie knights in a Crayer 
not farre of,as if thep purpoſed to boꝛd a tall ſhippe, which 
was on ſloate in the Sea halfe a mile. Brandagedeon by 
and by knew Roſiclrer to bee the new knight, by the rich 
armour hee bare,the ſelſe ſame beeing woꝛzne by him in the 
Juſts, wherein hee was hurled to ground, foz which cauſe 
pꝛeuent ing Roſicleers ſalutation, with a lowde and hollow 
voyce he cryed vnto him. Now fir knight may J magnifie

Brandagedeon ſpake no word but ſignified his meaning 
by his demeanour, foꝛ her tourned his hoꝛſe head in great 
rage and tone a heauie ſpeare with him, the other vnder⸗ 
ſtanding his ſigne, dyd as much. This fir tourney brake 
their ſtaues and made them trie the reſt of the battaple on 
tte. The Gpant beeing cleane vnhoꝛſed, 4 Roſicleers hoꝛſe 
giuing back, ſo that be ruſht agapnſt the ground, but the 
ſucceſſe was diuers and vncquall in the riders themſelues. 
Foꝛ Roliclecr kt ping his ſaddle felt no harme in his bodp, 
and the Opaunt thꝛowen vrolcntly to the earth, was well 
Gaken with the fall. , 

But the Combat is not pet ended, fo? Brandagedeon 
being ſtrong and mightte held Roſic leer ver ie hard, "as in- 
derde it couid not bee other wiſe, foꝛ bert wixt them alone 5 
fight continued two hourcs , all the meane tyme neyther 
part giuing ouer, noꝛ making any ſemblaunce of diſcom- 
fiture. In the end the knight hauing treble adaanfage over 
the Gpaunt, firſt the Queene Iulias ſwoz2d which hit ſoze: 
ſecondip in Artemidoros harnes which held out the fozce a 
of the Spaunts weapon: and thirdly the nimblenelle of 
his bodie readie both to aNaple ſtrongly and to decline as 
tightly from the others blow. by which meancs hauing made 
a wide hole in the Opants armour h wounded the Grant 
at his pleaſure. 

The execution of this challenge fo ſo little diſplcaſure 
on Roſicleers part, made Arinda thincke it long t1'l (Gee 
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but hir pleaſure was ſone ouercaſt, fo2 there was mint- 
fercd unto hir a cap of could water in fade cf better ly- 
king to alap hir thirſt.All this happening beyond hir expec⸗ 
tation, by that Gpants knights, which ſ&@tng theyz maſter 
at ſuch an exigent, although in no cuident appearaunce of 
his ende, in great kurpe came fo land, and at once all of 
them with their lwoꝛds fell vpon Roficlecr. This was no 
euen match, thirtie Knights and a Gyaunt to (ct vpon one 
ſilly knight, berloꝛe almoſt tired with two houres battayle 
agaynſt the Gyaunt.But what thing may reſiſt Gods oꝛz- 
dinaunce? The Cpaunts knights laide on with ſuch coura- 
ges, that it reuiued the Gyant, foꝛ they were all choſcn 
knights, but J doubt not but that Roſicleer beſlurred 
himlelfe, foꝛ ſo many as he met, he epther mapmed, woun- 
ded, flew, 02 thzew to ground . And being ouer-awed 
by number and freſh onſettes, her was fayne foz delence 
to his backe, fo withdꝛawe himſelfe into the ea, there 
to ſtand in the Water and recetue their blowes Lecfoze 
bim. 

Now Telyo his Squire and Arinda the Hungarian 
ſeeing him foꝛced to this extremit ie were bery wo bægon, 
but the Gent lewoman Luficanian as deſperate of all ſuc- 
cours by his meanes, gallopped from thence vpon hir pals 
rape which ſtode by the Shoare, no leſle complapning the 
daunger wherein ſhe left this god knight, then recure- 
tefſe lamenting the vniuſt death of hir bother. As (he had 
rid ſome part of hir way towardes Oliuerios court, there 
were two knights in hir indgement very luſfy and armcd 
at all poynts which made all p haſt they might to get nare 
hir. 
The Gentlewoman comming witb-in the hearing of

1 1.02 12. ot 
them, loz ſo many were leſt on itne of thirtie perlons, thoſe 

alſo which then lpued Laing well nurtured by Roſicleers 
diſciplyne, that they would pꝛeale vppon yn without god 
warrantiſe. 

Now by that fyme that the too Bnizhta came, Roſi- 
cleer had killed moze then fwcnkye , Icavin;; a paffa;e ſa 
well trode as they might eaſily trace out his fte licye. 

At they? firſt bꝛeaking in amongſt the giants knights they 
burſt theyz ſfaues vpon t wo of them, uerthꝛowing them, 
and then dꝛawing they2 ſwoꝛds ſtrake ſo laffe'y that the 
aſſaplants were aladde to leaue Roſicleer, and to defend 
themſelues agapnſt the two knights.

then afraide at his enimies courage, deuiſed by hunie'fe 
how to winne that valpaunt knight ſoz friende, and to 
leaue the Combatte, foz vppon ſo lender a quacrell, te 
thought the hazard would be fo great. Barrie fo2 all that 
he did his beit, fo: when hee felt the ſtrong buffcttes, be 
coulde not but peeld the like. The Tartarian knight bur- 
ning in rage, rather to haue the maſterie ouer ſo valpaunt 
Enigbts, rather then fo2 any ill wiil be bare to Roſiclesr, 
coinpaſſed how by maine fozce to ſubdue his aducrſarie, 
and in this thought be trake ſo furtoufiye, that with his 
charge and the others aunſ\ were, the noiſe was ſo contu- 
ſed and great withal!,that it was hearde vppon the toppe 
of hilles, as the ſhot of Artillerie. When the T arcarian 
kmabt was (o well heated as you haue hear de, he dꝛaue 
a blowe with both bis handes, full at Rcſiclecrs head, 
which lighting vpon the fine and inchauntcd helmet, not- 
withſtanding depꝛiued Roſicleer of his cye fight, and infe- 
bled his hearing at this time. But Roſicleer coutde net 
ſo ſone foꝛget it, and thereſoze while it was frelh in his 
remembꝛaunce, he reſtoꝛed the like blowe, which in the 
deſcending, miſſed the Tartarians creaſt, otherwiſe it had 
put him in daunger, but fl:ding vpon bis ſweulder, it 
was ſo beanie, that it made the Tartarian Coupe to his 
hoꝛſe backe. The next daungerous blowe which the Tar- 
tarian gaue, made Roſicleer bawe vnto his laddle both 
tze ſwoꝛde and the raines falling ſrom him . Bargandcl 
and Lyriamandro ſtanding bp, fell there-with into a 
fraunze admiration of the Tartarian, in that he not 
| bnely kept Rolicicer plape, but put him to his trumpes, 
and by this time, J thinke their deſire to fight with him, 
was lvell abated, ſ&ing they knewe now how well ba 
conlde handle his weapon . And Roſicleer haning gotte 
greater courage thzough the gricke of his wounde, kept 
no moe his (rate, but riſing in his ſtirroppes and reco- 
P. lii. uering 
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vering his \\wo2de, which was faſlened with a little chain 2 
vnto his ſaddle bowe, hæ hit the wrong 1 artarian ſo great 
a blowe, that the bloud guſhed out both at his eares and 


noſtrells, and her lape fo2 dead vyon the crouper, the hoꝛſe 


carieng him about p field til he reuiucd. After not without 
ſome abaſhment, as one come cut cf another wozilde: the 
Tartarian when bee felt the bloud iNaing in ſuch meaſure, 
lifte vp his hande, and calling fo2 bcipe on his Gods, 


meditated, as fo ende the battaile in quietneſſe, he re⸗ 


payed the treſpaſſe, with treble damage to the Tartarian. 
Fo2 albeit the Tartarian might well be reckoned ameng 
the moſt famous Knights of elder time, being touered with | 
a helmet ſo well tempered as ame Pzince mtcht haue, 
pet lining in that age, and encountering luch Bnightes , F 


his rome was but nerte the beſf . And when he ſawe 


that terrible blowe ouer his head, hæ coulde haue wi-

But there needed no ſuch impoſſible meancs fo auordd 


Aſif mer O my Gods againſt this fell night, foz if 1 
farrie moze of theſe blowes, my lite will fone bee ended. 
And when her had ſo ſaid, as purpoſcd to make an end of 
the frape, hee toke his ( wo:de with both his handes, and 
with all his fozce following the biowe, her [mote Noſicleer 
vppon the helmet, to no great harme on his bodie, but the 
waight thereof aſtoniſhed him, as much as 4f a Tower 
had fallen vppon him. whereat Roſicleer waxed madde an⸗

Roſicleer and his companions, gladlie hear de of his 
birth and lignage, but much gladder of the fricndſhip wher- 
to hee requeſted them, ſo they gaue him many thankes, and 
fold him who they were. Diuers ſpeaches of arcat cour · 
teſie paſſſng beetwane them, whereby their amitic was 
ſo ſure confirmed, that it remained vnto the death, cuc- | 
rie one labour ing to bee founde moſt friendiye, And this 
done they appointed, that P2ince Zoylo ſhoulde goe to 
the Court, oncly to haue a ſight of the Uing, end that 
Roſicleer with his companions ſhoulde abite him there-

»» Loue , which ſpareth neyther high noz low, hath taken 
poſĩeſſion of me by the great pꝛoweſſe and brautie of the 
„new knight, and J am ſure , that but my death, nothing 
„ canne ſette mee fre : although J haue ſtudped all poſſible Þ- 
„ meanes of my lybertie, and thereto haue ſet the defence gf

lawcfuil to match witg Roſicleer, if there were no diſpas 
rage in his Rock . She could not gapnelape hir miſtreſte 
in flatte tearmes, but made aunſ wer e, that fith hir grace 
hadde layd that charge vppon hir, ue was content to re- 
ceiue, allo readie to offer hir ſeruitce in anye other thing 
foꝛ this matter which thee now moued, ſha ſapde, that ih 
hir graces purroſe was lo god, ſhe ſhou d not note to re-

The 
beautifull Pzinceſſe was well apayde at this counſayle, 
ſo jumping with hir fozmer determination, and it greatly 
> aſwaged the mallice of hir paſlion, in that ſhæ had ber- 
wꝛaped it to hir truſtie ſeruaunt. The next day the Gen- 
tlewomen entered into the pallaice, dꝛiuing a hozſe befoꝛe 
them loded with the Gyaunts body.

Uhen ſhe had read on through that which was de⸗ 
liuered with the packet her tone that other out of hir bo 
ſome, Which when thee hadde found in ranſacking the 
packet, and opening it he ſaw in Capitall Letters R i

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ICL EER ſubſcribed , whereby ſhe knew it fo be his 
and ſomewhat troubled ſhes folded it vp quickly agapne, 
minding to learne by what meanes that Letter was hid a- 
mona the ie wells. And therefoze calling Arinda ſhe aſked 
if that any one had vnlocked the Coffer, after that hir La- 
dy had deliuered it vnto hir. Arinda ſuppoſed that the Pꝛin- 
ceſſe had wanted ſomt hing, anſ wered. No truely Madame, 
foz J haue alwayes kept p keies, 4 no body euer had them 
at my hands but Roſicleer, which requeſted to ſ& 5 ie wels 
when we were in the kepers lodge. and in my pꝛeſence he 
ſhut it, reſtozing me the kepes, and not taking out ought 
> whereof J can accuſe him. The Pꝛinceſſe (melling out Ro- 
ſicleers chift, and ſomewhat ſmiling wit hall, to heare wher- 
bnto Arinda hadde conſtrued hir meaning, replyed merily 
> thus. Jaſkedit not gentle friend, foz that J thought there 
wanted any thing in the coffer,foz it was wholy loſt when 
tit was in Brandagedeons power, but J aſked it foz that-A 
| mernapled it fell out ſo well, when Brandagedeom was the 
keper. Arinda waxing bold heercat. Nay marry ſayth lhe, 
with your kauour noble P2inceſſe , Brandagedeon miſgi- 
+ Ling in his minde how little tune be chauld 1 iniope it, toke 
* little care foz opening. 
i Do this queſtion who opened it was concluded in a 

laughter, and little talke continued after . The Pzincefle a 
thinking it long t ill che might alone read Roſicleers letter, 
* and therefoze ſomewhat carlyer then ſhe was wont, ſher 
withdꝛew hir ſelfe into hir bed chamber, with onely 

Fidelia in hir companie to ſe hir in bed. When 

the doꝛe was faſtened,ſhe dzcw out Roli - 
cleers letter, not hauing power hir 
ſelfe to read it, ſhee gaue it vnto 
Fidelia. The tenour of the 
loning letter was this, 
which hereafter 
followeth.

Roſicleer penned khis letter epther not well in his wits, 
82 els greatly perplered in his thought. ſo hard it is to finde 
an iſſue, but I be!g&ue rather p it came from hart to hand, 
t was ſo ſet bowne without farther aduiſe. Pet in p meane 
time that Fidelia read the Letter, the fapꝛe Pꝛinceſſe bꝛoad 
awake to heare thoſe amozous woꝛds, fœling them in hir 
bart with the lpke lone wherein Roſicleer wzote them. 
When it was ended, heaping out abundance of (ſighs vpon 
the argument of the lctter,ſhe laid bnto Fidelia. ah Fidelia, 
what fozce may a tender Oentlewoman as J am haue to 
reſiſt the tyꝛannp of loue. when ſo many famol s + {o migy⸗ 

tie P2zinceſſe could neuer conquere him? How may J cner- 
come him which hath had the maſtrie of io many. tell mer 
Fidelia and counſayle me what J haue to doe in this mat- 
ter, fo2 miſtruſt my owne wiſedome, and verie ſielde is

Serramus and Cnimatus wiſe men, and thꝛoughly ererciſcy 
in their enemies land were Conſulls in Rome, and deli- 
uered their Countrey from ſpoile aud pillage. And if foz 
a matter pertaining to a Kingdome, we had rather take 
example of Kings, let vs ſe if meane eſtate hath bene any 
let fo2 men to aſpire vnfo mightie Kingdomes , and by 
name let vs take a moze particuler ſuruape, of the third, 
fourth, fift, and ſixt King of Rome.

Oz if pou will Madame, that fo2 like 'cramplcs, 
we runne ouer the Hill oꝛies where-vrto my wit can not 
carrie me in ſo ſodaine ſpeach, yet J remember, that few 
peares ſince ther died in Spaine a ſtout Ring o? the Coths, 
called Bamba, which as J haue hearde was a labour ing 
man, and at that time when bee was to be crowned Bing, 
was fanne to ſticke his ſpade in the grounde, to Fetvine the 
ſcepter,being neither leſte feared then his pzedecefſcures; 
and not reſerued by me to the laſt place, as one of leaſt ere · 
dite among others.

hand, and Fidelia departed: ſo ſone as Fidelia was gene, 
Telyo Roſicleers eſquire came that wap to ſeke his Lo2d, 
fo; be had departed from him befo2e to fetch freſh wafer af 
a Fountaine hard by. Now when Telyo appꝛoached and 
ſawe Roſicleer ſtretched in that manner vypon the ground 
as if he had beene dead, he made the greateſt dole that euer 
poꝛe creature made, and alighting from his hozſe, her 
plucked off Roſicleers helmet, caſting water in his face, if 
perhaps he might reuiue.

The Gentlewoman fil 
tounterkfaiting a ſhow of great ſoz row, as not able to (peat 
any thing, till being impoztuned by him with much a- 
do lhe as it were foꝛced out thele ſpeaches.

Alas fir, tell me if pou can, ſome newes of a newe 
Knight which hath wonne the pꝛiſes at the great Feaſtes 
in London, Whercfozz ſœke pou him ſaide Roſicleer, J 

ſeke bim aunſwered the Gentlewoman, fo2 that J hears 
ſo much of his glozie, as that J am perl waded, that her 
onely is like to giue remedie to my frauatle . Roſicleer 
to make haſt away foz fcare leaſt his elquire ſhould finde 
them, opened himlelfe vnto the Gentlewoman, ſapeng that 
be was the newe Knight. The Gentlewoman ſaming ta 
ber verie gladde foz to haue found him, kneeled downe: buf 
be lifted hir vp, and deſired hir to (ate on pzeſentlye 
what hir ſozrowe waz, ſoz be woulde willtngly vn- 
— bir demaunde: the Gentlewoman lapde on this 
wile. 

Sir Dnight,nof farre hence there is an Jland wher my 
father dwelled, a plentifall land and auncient inherit aunce 
to our line. This land my father gouerned a great time in 
peace and eaſe, till that Foztune loath to pꝛeſerue thinges 
in one eſtate, chaunged his coppie, and that which greneth 
me molk, found meanes by me, to wozk the diſcontentment 
of my friends. F02 being young and marriageable, and my 
Fathers onely childe, it happened that J had manp ſuters, 
but to bee ſhozt, mp Father thinking it ſateſt fo2 the conti- 
nuaunce of his line, and the peaceable gouernment of his 
people which hadde rather haue bene ſubtec fo their na ;

Now among 
my other ſuters, there was one of great ituelod,wozthyp 
foꝛ his wealth to haue bene pꝛekerted befoze all the reſt, 
if himſeife had beene as wozthie, but this Lozve was 
refuſed dy mer, and taliing it as ſome parte of diſgrace, 
he kindeled his cholar and w2ath, againſt my Parentes 
and ma, and at a time conuenient, which was not manie 
nights paſt, and when we leaſt immagined it, her burſt in 
vpon mp parents, where he found but weake .

> doable tuſtice in reſtozing the wꝛonged, and in puniſhing 
the wicked der. Roſicleer fœling a perning in his minde, 
againſt ſo vnlawfull a pꝛactiſe, if hir tale were true, badde 
bir take hir boate againe, foz he would hazard his perſon 
in hir quar rell. The Gentlewoman deſtring pꝛeſently no 
other thing, gaue him manie thankes, fo they entered the 
boate, and the water being calme, the paſſed without a- 
ny daunger. Wut ſtill Roſicleer haunted with his aunct- 
ent thoughtes, nowe ſ&ing himlelfe karre diſtaunt from 
the Pꝛinceſle, and without hope to retourne, beeganne a 
freſh to conũder of his exile, which thought ſo ouertame 
him, that be wiſhed bis ſoule to departe from his bo- 
dye.

the Court of King Olwerio, as hath bane recited. Wheu 
ber came to the Court, he found in the Pallaice hall, the 
Bꝛincelle Oliuia, with the King hir Father, and diuers no⸗ 
ble P2inces,dcutſing and ſpoꝛt ing of diuers matters, and 
cſpectally Roſicleers woꝛthyneſle, which not a little ticks» 
led the pꝛincelle Olwiagfog all that cruel lentence which ſhe 
bad giuen of him. 

The Tartarian Zoy lo entering the Hall in nodlp. ma- 
ner, to the great amaze of the Knights and Nobles which 
behelde him, after ba had made his humble obeyſaunce to 
the Ring, bee ſpake as followeth.

J choulde fault, in not honouring you accoading to your 
calling. | 

Zoylo àunſ wered: Bolt puiſſaunt King, the repozt cf 
your courteſte auured mee pour god faudur beefoze J de- 
maunded it, and now fir underſtand pon, that J am cal- 
lcd Zoy lo, ſonne to the Ling of Tartaria, in that part which 
boꝛdereth vpon Chꝛiſtendome, and that J vane ſpent ma- 
ny winters both on lea 4 lande, tui that Foꝛtune caſt me 
pn the Englich choze, then comming out of Dutchlande. 
After heert in your Count rep, minding as my vſage was 
to frye my elke vpon Unights errants, it chaunced that J 
met with thee of yonr Unighbtes in a Foꝛteſt, their names 
were as J learned of them, Roſicleer, Bargandel, and Ly- 
riamandro, with theſe J ius ed, and after that 3 had caſt 
downe the two laſt at the Bilte, J fought with Roſicle- 
er at the f woꝛdes point, but in tde ende J was vanqut» 
ſhed.

. » Roficleer, when J was ye&lden, having ſome lyking of 
mee deſired mer to come and be acquainted with your Ma;

Far- 
ther talke had ſhe not, fo2 the often naming of Roliclcer, 
b2onght to hir remembzaunce, the wꝛong which ſhe had 
done to him, and hir heart was ſo great, that ſhe had no 
power to ſpeake a woꝛd, but crauing pardon, ſhck departed 
to hir chamber: this lermed ſtraunge to hir father, but be⸗ 
cauſe hir colour was ſo pale, it was thought to be by re- 
ſon of ſickneſſe.

J foꝛethought mer not of theſe things, now doe J to much 
repent that which J haffely willed,as touching the baniſh⸗ 
ment of Roficleer. Pere ſhe ſtayed hir ſpeach, and in creat 
diſcaſe of minde , (hut bir ſclfe in hir cloſet . Meere now 
wanted the faythfull counſaple of hir ſeruaunt Fidc lia, fo: 
had ſher beene at hand (hee might haue Naked hir nuſtreſſes 
ſoꝛrow, which in the end grew ſo karre, as beeſides the lolſe 
of ſpeach and hir often ſounding,the fell into a hot burning 
ague, which left hir not of a great while, till moze comfoꝛt

k HE great deſire which lead Bargandel and Liria- 
1 mandro to purſue the Anights oft the fozreſt made 
the to follow on ſo long, ill they toyned at a great 
and well towzed caille,ſfanding at the one end of 
the lapde Foꝛreſt. There beefoze thefe two knights could 
enter to ſaue themſelues, the two Pztnces had onertaken 
them,+ netting beefwene the Caſtle 6 them, thep put them

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the thickeſt , in ſhoꝛt time made riddannce of the greater 
part, and thoſe which remayned baſought the JBzinces' of 
pardon, which bering eaſily graunted , the two Princes 
retourned to the two knights which had beene felled but 
late befo:e . Theſe two knights ſceing in what cafe they 
were and pittpeng the deftruction of theyz people, ptelded 
themſelues to the will of the conquerour, pꝛomiſing that 
if they might iniope they2 Iyfe and lybertie they woulde a⸗

as an argument of his inward (ozrow that her ne&ded com- 
foꝛt, and pet not daring to ſhew him hope contrarte fo hir 
Mateſties commaundement , ſtrake hir palfrap, and with 
euf moze Nay galloped on hir wap towards London, 
whether in tozt tyme ſhe came: but when ſher hab de en 
tered the pallaice , ſhe would not pzeſently make hir com

ming kno wen vnfo the Pꝛincelle, leaſt hir lodeine returne 
ſhould wok ſome alteration, whereby the other Gentle⸗ 
women might miſ derme of hir errant. Eut when hee had 
learned of the-Gentlewomen that hir Lady was ſici;e,ſhee 
well wiſt whence bir Tiieaſe ſpꝛang, and thercfoze wiſelp 
comming berſoꝛe hir iſtreſle, ſhe yet ſpared to name Ro- 
ſicleer, till ſhe vnder ſtad how well ſhe would take his hea⸗ 
uinelle. 

The P2incefſe now vncertaine in iudgement whether 
to commend of Fidelias fapthtulneſſe in executing hir de⸗ 
uiſe, if the Letter were delyured, oz fo lyke of hir god 
Fo2tune if ſome occaſion had hindered the deliuerie, being 
now alone, ſtayed pet to heare epther yea 02 nay,as touch⸗ 
ing the diſpatch of bir meſage. But Fidelia as well fo2 
bir owne compaſſion ouer Roficleer , as foꝛ ſozrow to ſœ 
bir Miſtreſſe in that plyabt by hir owne conceit , bttered 
neuer a wo2d,vnt burſt out into wæping, wher by the pꝛin⸗ 
teſſe moze troubled then at the firſt , with a feble voyce 
ſpake vnto hir. 

Tell mee Fidelia what thou baſt done in thy meſſage , 
and doubt not but thy trauaple ſhall well pleaſe me, foz 
although the Loue J beare him feareth to heare thyne an- 
were, yet ſhall mine honour coanternayle the dꝛeade, in 
which quarrell J will as 3 tolde thæ earſt venture mp 
lyfe rather then veelde my bodye to anpe oppꝛobzie. This 

ſapeng, ſhe& lent hir eare vnto Fidelias aunſ were, and fa- 
Cencd hir eyes vppon Fidelias lohes, as if no wo2d ſhouly 
haue eſcaped vnmarked oz vnaduiſed of hir. Fidelius aun⸗ 
[were was ſhozt in theſe tearmes. 

Fo; a truth Madame F had ſought Roſicleer no lettle time 
ere J could finde him , and as it fell out J found him when 
my ſelke was not without daunger, as it were to partici- 
pate of that crueltie towards him wherein J was partly 
a dealer: but that which malteth mer cſpecially to repent 
my payyes becein was, that my deliuerie was wꝛought 


by bim: Foz at the ſame time J met bum, ſire knights 
outs 
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outlawcs ſet vponme in a Fozreff,and had lead me cap= 
tiue aw2p.there to bee ſpopled of mp hondur: but that by 
my outcr2rs , Noſicleer with two other knightes came 
thether, none ok them hauing any knowledge of mir who 
J was. There in my p2elence hœ killed thee of them, the 
other fi-eng away were followed by the two knights in 
Roſicleers companie, by which meanes being alone with 
hun, Jthere delpuered pour Letters. Vut J belcuec that 
he had rather haue receiued his deathes wound, then that 
letter. Ere he opened it, his coulour chaunged, and all his 
body ſhoke fo2 feare, but after hee hadde read the luper- 
ſcription, his epes were filled with tearcs, and neuer man 
was ſo woe beegon as her: pet he read it out, and as J 
remember, with the laſt woꝛds hee gaue a great groane, 
and ſanke to the carth . Whether hee euer retouered oz 
no J wot not, ſoz J durſt not ſtay with him, therein to 
fullfill pour graces charge, Which was, not ta receiue an- 
were from him. This vnderſtanding the Pꝛinceſlſe, and 
that Fidelia hadde obeyed euerie tot of hir will ſo well, al- 
though ſh& would that bir ſeruaunt hadde fayled in ſome 
ſmall poynt of düpgence in this matter, pet thincking to 
learne moꝛe at hir hands, ſhe demaunded what thing her 
dyd when He parted from him, and what woꝛds ſhe ſpake, 
moꝛeouer what ſhe thought the cucnt would be.

Now may vou geſſe that Fidelias truſtineſſe was lyk * 
a cuppe of could water to hir burning ague, the monte h; 
fo enrage it, 02 lyke dꝛinke to a Dꝛopſie man, whereby 
bis malady the rather incereaſeth. Foz in lytie mann! 
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as Roſicleers heauineſſe came by reading the letter, ſo hirs 
grew by Fidelias repozt of his heaninefle . And albeit that 
we heare ſeldome txme of man oz weman dead foz loue, 
pet is it naturall foꝛ ouermuch griefe to ebbzidge mans 
dapes as now it was not Loue which ſo much afflicted the 
Pꝛinceſle, but the iniurie which ſher had offered RKoſilcer, q 
the griefe which ſhe concetued by the diſpayze of cucr ſ&+ 
ing him, and his gricfe had almoſt wꝛought hir vtter bane.

But when all the kingdome b&ganne fo bewayle the 
” {offeof Roſicleer, what dyd that fapze Olmia which hadde 
abandoned him the Countrie, and loued him moze then 
” gny one in the wozld, might ſhe fogct him one in- 
> fant No, bat when her wayed well that foz the accom- 
pliſhing of hir charge he had fozſaken the land, hir god 
will increaſed towards him, and in ſf&de of the daply 
: bicw'o? his perſonage , in his abſence ſhe gazed at will 
ppon the counterfapte and poztraiture which ſh& had im- 
' Þ:inted in hir fancic.. This dyd cher the oftener becauſe 
Ge found nat tn bir lolitarie contemplation any other 
thing to pte eit it ſelfe. Foꝛ amozous thoughts are euer 
enimics to companie, and being atone, as commonly ſhe 
was by reaſon of ſickneſſe, what was there fo remwue 
this lolptarie thought and conuerſaunt companion from 


bir. 

This companion ſh& Cill enferfeyncd , which by ble 
and continuance of time grew to a ſetteled ſentence , and 
hir Lone wared greater then it was bafoze , and then ins 
creaſed the flame which burnt:moze earneſtly then euer 
be&fo:e it had bene. But as it chaunced , toſſing of theſe 
things in hir remembzaunce, withall Che remembꝛed 
hat Ar inda haddetolde hir how that Roſicleer hadde weit⸗ 
oui ken vnto tye ꝛinceſle Briana, and as the amozous are ac- 

Jcuſtomed to builde themſelues Caſtles of Hope, albeit 
en . omctimes without foundation oz ſure ground whercon 
t ut{dey may ſurety ſtand? ſo hir loue wared ielous oucr him, 
ſenaand cher beganne to caſt with hir ſeife why Roſicleer 
hould wzite to the Pꝛinceſſe Briana beetng to hir no kitfe 
noz

noꝛ kinne fo hir, and ſo meane boane, out of which in the 
ende ſheÞ picked out this hope, that out of doubt his by2th 
was as god as his b2inging vp. In this matter thereloze 
ſhee laboured Fidelia,ſccretly to ſteale that letter from the 
Gentlewoman Arinda hir bedfellow, and talking about 
this matter one certapne tyme with Fidelia, among other 
things, ſhe lapde. O my Fidelia, as J had the power to

and pulled out Roſicleers Letter, which he bzought to roy

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miſtreſſe !odging, whom ſhe found waiting foz ſome gladde 
newes.

ter warde her was deiuen by mapne i02e , and being pur⸗ 
ſucd , he withdꝛew himſelke to the Sea, euer as he wars 
ded one blaw berſtowung another.

one Knight might reüſt them ſo lang,, and aboue all to 
his Sonne be ſpake thus.

The Gyaunt and his knichts thus rapled on, ſoꝛ ſhame 
and feare gaue a frech aſſault vppon the god knight , ſo 
that as he diſpatched ſome, there ſteyped in yew in the yꝛ 
romes : and euer: the bazaple: was a8 it were new, to 
beginne to poꝛe Roſicl cer, which dꝛaue bim to ſceke far⸗

Tube firſt partof the 
remember our ſelucs of that valpaunt Grecian, ſonne fo 
the Emperour Trebatio, leit in the little Boate ſaplpng 
thꝛough the Occean Seas, with the which hee hadde paſſed 
the boundes of Africa, and coaſting by the Mediterraneum 
Seas, was d2tuen along the Spaniſh ſhoare-, and from 
thence at length ſapled by the Jland of Candramarte, at 
ſuch teme as Roſicleer now info2zced himſelfe to aby de 
the vttermoſt of the lkir mich, with reſolute mind pꝛeſent ly 
to reccine the death oz fo be conquerour . But this boat 
gui2ed by a wyſe man,as you heard beefoze, toke landing 
almoſt agaynſt Donzel del Febos will, about a btro-bolte 
ſhot from Roſiclcer, where he eſpyed a cruell fight, but that 
which moſt amazed him was, that one knight ( though 
ſtrong tunbered and valiaunt) pet had ſet himſelle againſt 
ſo many , and with they: bodpes hadde made ſo great a 
lau chter.

So ill hoping ſoz the Pozte and Ba- 
nen, wherein bis little boate ſhoulde ridde, her ſaylcd as J 
ſapde in the middle carth Sea. where, on the lefte hande, 
der lawe Spaine, Portugall, and thoſe Countreyes, where 
be coulde gladlie bane beſtowed himſelfe, but that be was 
not to commaund the ſtcœreſ- man: but in god time came 
be thether, os (hall ber recited in the ill oꝛie beercaſter. 
Ait hougb by ſhoare on the right hand be lefte Affricke, 
Carthage and Tures, and fo warde as he ſapled, hee diſto 
uered the Jlandes Baleares and Sardinia, with the warlpke 
Italy, and the ferti!l Sicily, where the flames of Accna hill 
a while ſtated him. There might he ſee the rumons Re- 
ligncs of olde Syracuſm, and many perillovs Mermapdes 
bauating thoſe ſhoares, much fearcd by all the Parriners. 
Cyen ſaw bee the ſreih water of the river Nylus, which 
eatcreth che Sea by leauen monthes . From there en 
the otyer bende might her ſ&@ Greece 2: where-with bee 
would moze willpng!pe haue fed his eye s, if her had then 
knowcn the right which hee hadde thereto. But from 
tlence he law!ched into the bꝛoade Enxino, where the 
wioe Sea conuayed ali thinges out of ſight, that noneht 
appeared, but clowdes avooc. and waues baneath. Long 
thus gte failed, meruapling when bis Nauigation ſheuld 
tate ende. 

Alte: this, as it were a ſaire came ſollowing a ſtoꝛmy 
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tempett there appeared aboue the water & faire Jland dn ·

There was 
a fence oz cloſure made of tall high Tres, ſome of them 
with ſo loftye toppes, that it wearicd him foz to lake vp. 
wardes. Beneath this, there was a Peddowe platte 
Whercon grew many flowers and hearbes of all ſoztes, 
and it was compaſſed with a fill water, gently rolling 
bppon the Puammile ſtones, the water was as cleare as 
any Ch:iltatt. 

Among the thicke tres, h& might haue lerne the ( wilt 
Mart, and the fatre Unicozne, with the little Beueret, and 
the ſmall Connep barking the grene boughes, beſide the 
light Squtrcell climbing the tall Dake, with the werte 
Chirping lates which the Wirdes made, recozding ſo plea- 
. ſauntly among p tender ſpꝛapes, that it would haue made 
a man vtterly fo2ciozne to recetue comfozt, and hee that 
was ſurpꝛiſed with loue o2 loucs Zartes might haue found 
a moze pꝛeſent remedie, than the Hartes of Crecte do, 
when they are wounded by the Hunter. This pleaſure to 
bane enioyed, you would haue thought pour ſelſe to haut 
bene tranſpozted into another wozld oz into a celeſtiall

When the Knight of the Sunne had both b&ehelde and 

hearde all thoſe thinges, he imagined pzcſentipe that 

the Aland was well ſtozed with people, thether reſozting 

koz the delight there to bee founde, but pet hee meruailed ? 

wr their pathes were no moze trodden, and gazing on 
| ever? 
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euery part which waye fo take beff, he toke the waye 
which was moſt beaten, therein be walked heauilp laden 
with his armour : but his deſire to knowe the cnd of this 
aduenture, and the \ werte melodie of the birdes continu» 
allye accompanieng him, made him thincke his tourney 
ozter. 

1 About a mile oz moze out of this medob, he entred in- 
to a plaine paſture ſo bæſet with flowers as the meddowes 
were. In the middle of this paſture, as it were a bow ſhot 
from him her ſaw the fair eſt Caſtle which euer epe hadde 
ſeene, as well foz the height and large nelle, as (oz coſt and 
wozkmanlhip. 

The matter was all of Jaſper, which when the Sunne 
bergan to caſt his beames thercon, ſhincd ſo b2ight, that 
it dazeled the epes of the berholder. The fozme was qua- 
dꝛangle after an euen pꝛopoꝛt ion, as b2oad as long. In e- 
ucry of the cozners, there were ten faire Turrets, which 
reached by mans ſeem ing to the clowdes . The out warde 
wall of the caſtle was harde PParble hewed out of the J- 
lande Paros. Round about the Caſtle there was a depe 
ditche, with a deuice, that albeit there was no Sp2zing 
in it to nouriſh it. pet was it maint apned with a freſh 
flo we, part lye by the fall of waters from the mount aines, 
partlye by the Riuers we named amongſt the meddowes, 
which at enery ſp2ing cleared the channell. Uppon. this 
water ther fode a Bzidge with ther ſtrong Turrets, one 
in the beeginning, the other in the middeſt, the other in 
the ende towardes the Caſtell. Tbzough them a man 
cannot enter but by plaine fozce,fo2 t he keepers open not᷑ 
but conſtr ained, and they nede to bee right valyaunt,foz 
the Poꝛters are fell. 

The Uinght of the Dunne gazed vppon this verve at · 
tentiuelpe, ſo amazed at the ſtraungeneſle of the wo2ke , 
that hee coulde not 'thinke it to haue bene builded by 
mans hande. And hauing as then no other kill of God, 
but the Gentiles law, bes thought that peraduenture this 
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might be the houſe of his Gods, when ther deſcended 
from bcaucn to ſoiourne amongſt vs. Oo verie deſlrous 
to knowe the ende thereof, he came vnto the baidge, where 
be ſtayed a while ere h& p2oceded farther, ſoꝛ bee iudged 
that accozdnig to the greate ſtrength of the arches, the 
depth of the water, and the height of the wall, that no man 
might enter without laue al ked. And as be there wan- 
ted not matter af meruaile foz the wonder of the caſtle, 
ſo meruailed hæ that nere ſo rare and magnificent build⸗ 
ings, hee met no perſon of whom her might demaunde to 
whame the faire Caſtte did belong. Aud theſe thoughts 
it ſeemed beſt in his fancie to call to them within, if per- 
bappcs any would aunſ were him, anv therefoze comming 
to the gates of the firſt Turret which was then nercf 
to him, hee found a Po2c<h opened, and right befoze a 
faire ſtatelp Court, encloſed with wall of Jaſper, and in 
the midſt beefoze him a pater of ſtaires of a ten o2 twelne 
degrees which ledde vp to a fatre Piller, wherebnto was 
faſtened a chaine of Golde, a fapze hozne and a rich 
bzawd:icke fo it. The hozne was tipped all with Golde, 
and in the ende were (et manpe p2ectons tones . The 
riches thereof, might haue confcnted a right couetcus 
eye. Underneath the ho2ne, bppon the ſame piller,there 
were ingrauen letters, which the Knight of the S unm 
perceiuing and hoping there to learne ſome moze newes 
— mounted vp the ſtapzes, and read as hereafter (ol- 
weth. 


¶ This Caſt'e belongeth to the beautifull Lin- 
daraxa, the gates may not be opened to anie 
ſaue to him which windeth the horne . But 
let him take heede withall, for when they 
are open there ſhall not faile him cruell and 
fierce porters to giue hum the death, if it bee 
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When be had read the letters, and gathered by them 
that there were Pozters to aunſwere him, hee feared 
not a whit foz all the thꝛeates of the wziting, but with 
an hcropcall heart he vnticy the hozne, and winded it ſo 
3il!, that all the caſtle eccowed with the noiſe . At the 
ſounde heercof, the inner gates of ſteele flewe open, as if 
thep had beene haken with a tempeſt, and pzeſently there 
appeared a fierce Gyant, bear ing in the one hande a barre 
of pꝛon, and in the other a chaine, wyercin hee ledde ty» 
ed a Dꝛagon, the moſt hydeous that euer man loked on. 

This beaſt was from the bzeaſt downewarde, as 
high as ante man on hoꝛzſe- backe, and the taile thercof 
was tenne paces in length, wherewith hee lweeped the 
grounde . Now the ſtrong Gpaunt comming out of the 
gates, let loſe the Dꝛagon, and toke the barre of pꝛon 
in his handes, pacing towardes the Knight, which was 
nowe in deſcending from the Piller. Ere the Knight 
toulde eaſely come to the grounde, the Gyaunt mette him 
with a counter buffe on the ſhield, that he miſled two oz 
thꝛee ſt eppes in comming done. The monſtrous Dꝛa- 
gon beeneath, was readie to receiue him. But the Ne- 
phewe of Alicante lightly eſteæming all this, and rather 
foke courage in this, that there was ſome thing wozthie 
his paines behinde, when the Caſtell was kept by ſuch 
balye Poꝛters, and dꝛawing out his worde, hee ſtroke 
at the Serpent a blowe on the toppe of the bead, but if 
did him no moꝛe harme, then if it hadde lighted vpon a 
Smithes anſielde, but it a little benummed his ſenſes, and 
be guyled him of his foze-hoped gripe, This little harme 
which her had done fo the Serpent, did much amaze him, 
and the better to ſane him ſelfe from the Serpent, hee 
gotte vnder the Piller, and then hee beſfowed another 
blowe vpon the Serpents head with all his fo2ce. 

The Serpent ſo ſoze ſtriken, wared wade, and bzapcd 
ont ſo lowde, that all the Courte rang of khe noyſe, 
and faine woulde it haue _ betwene the Knight. 
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of the Sunne, and the place vnder the Piller wbere her 
ſtod to haue raught him in his pawes, but the god Knight 
defended bhimſelfe Lightly from him, and laid at the Dꝛa- 
gon ſtill with the l wozd. The Gpaunt abode ſtill at the 
Raiers fote,to wait foz the Knights tumbling on the Ct at- 
ers: at length he came downe beadlong, where the ſtrong 
Glanf let dziue at him ſo great a blowe with bis Barre, 
that the barre burſt,and the god Knight thought bis bead 
had bene bzuſed: with this, as well as her might, he roſe 
vp, and dziuing at the Gpaunt.be cut his legs cleane from 
bis body. The Gyant falling to ground, the Serpent rap⸗ 
ſing his tails, graſped at the Knight of the Sunne, but 1 
cannot tell how the night eſcaped it, and withall be toke 
bp the greateſt pece of the barre of pꝛon which the Gy- 
ant had, and haſting towarde the Serpent, be gaue hum 
ſuch a blowe therewith vpon the head that bee fell downe, 
and befoze he could riſe,the Knight gaue him ſuch another, 
that his ſcull as harde as flint burſt into two peces,yet 
fo2 all this, the great Serpent was not thꝛoughlpe dead, 
but bounded vp into the apze, and \ wept the ground with 
bis taile, ſœming moze fierce then at the beginning. The 
Lmght of the Sunne purpoſed fo ſtrike no moze, but 
quickly gate vp higher on the ſtaiers to be out of daunger, 
In the ende, the Dꝛagon ſtirred no moze, whereby hee tudg- 
ed that he was dead, and meruailing what beſides there 
might be found in the Caſtle, he hung the faire. hozne a- 
bout bis nccke,and with the barre in his bandes,he ente- 
red the firſt Tower, and from thence thꝛough the firſt arch 
of the Bzidge, till hee came to the ſecond Tower, which 
was in the midſt of the Bꝛidge, the gates whereof were of 
ſterle, and ſhut as faſt as the gates of the fu ſt arche were. 
Cheualiero del Febo winded his hozne, and pꝛeſent ly the 
gates were opened, and there came iſſuing out a Gyant no 
leſſe ſtrong then the firſt, hauing in the one hande a club, 
and in the other a chaine, wherein he ledde a Lyon,the 


mightieſt of limme and biggeſt of boane, that cucr 1 
Alb, 
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ſawe. The bodie as bigge as a Bull, and cuerie of 
bis clawes was a handtull long, his eres ſhincd lyks 
lampes. 

This Lron the Gyaunt vntied ſfraight, and ſet vp⸗ 
pon the Bnight, which with no little courage, as be hadde 
a greater Queſt in hande awatired him, and at the fir ſt 
blowe hee (rake him lo fell vppon the head, that the 
b:atnes ſtarte out, and the monſtrous Lyon fell farke 
deade, without moze ſturring. When be bad this done, 
he encountred the Gpant, and the Graunt let dziue at 
him: but the Knight not minded at that time fo aſſaye 
o2 put bis truſt to the fine mettall of bis inchaunted bel»: 
met, ffacte aſide, that the clubbe fell vppon the Bꝛidge: 
but beefoze the Opaunt could reare his clubbe, the ſonne 
of Trebatio hit him ſo ffronglye beneath the knes, that 
his chinne boanes were burſt withall, and the Gyaunf 
with great clamours fell downe, the Linight of the Sunne 
leauing him ſure tnough foz making reſiſfaunce, toke vp 
bis heauie clubbe lo goe farther, and to (@ what was 
within. 

Thus paſſed her though the ſecond Tower, till bes 
tame to the third and laſt Tower of the Bzidge, whercof 
finding the gates ſhuf as the other, hee winded his hozne, 
and with the ſhꝛilneſſe thereof, the gates burſt open, ma · 
king as great a noiſe, as if the bzidge had rent in two, 
pꝛeſently ſtepped foꝛth a huge Oyant, nine fote in height, 
all his bodie couered with a tough hide, ſo harde and 
ſtrong, that no \ wozde could enter. At his waſte he hadde 
a ſwoꝛd, and in his hand a chaine of yzon, wherefo were 
kaſtened two Tygers-of wonderfull arcatnefſe, by the 
flerceneſſe of their lokes, able fo: to haue affraycd anre 
man. 

Foz all this the hardie Grecian was nothing appalled, 
fo: h lpft vp the heaupe clubbe ſo ſtrong, as if the great 
Hercules ſhoulde haue come to fight with him, onclye 
with the ſhow,it might haue wade him to tremble.

The firſt part of the 


Whoſe flerce bealtes, ſo ſone as the Gyaunt had bnlofed 
them, opening their hozrible mouthes, ranne with ſach 
Cwiftncſſe vppon him, that it ſeemed thepz ſcete touched 
not the grounde. At ſuch time as thep came both vppon 
him. he gaue one of them ſuch a blowe vppon the ſhoulder, 
that he burſt all his bones in peces, whercwith the Ti- 
ger fell to the grounde. Then came the other, and caught 
polde of him in the ſhoulder, ſo griping hun, that he could 
not ſtirre his arme neither one way noz other, and graſp- 
ing almoſt all the head · pace within his ſharpe terth, ha 
thought to haue chꝛuſhed it in perces, but the helmet de · 
kended the head, and the Magicke armour kept off the 
fearing of his nailes. Now the god night ſa ing ney. 
ther purpoſe of his clabbe, no2 vſe of his 1 wozde, While 
be was thus entertained vy the Tpger, thꝛowing away 
bis clubbe,h& ſtrugled and w2zaſtled to long with the Wy+ 
ger, that in the ende, her caſt the beaſt vppon the bard flint 
tones, with ſach a fall, that the bꝛaines fleweout of the 
bead. The wilde Gpaunf, when hee ſawe the Tyger thus 
flaine, with a helliſh furie he went fowarde the Knight 
of the Sunne, and taking his long \ wozd, bee gaue him 
ſuch a blowe vpon the toppe of the helmet, that there ſpar- 
kled out great flakes of fire, and the Knight fell vpon his 
bandes and knees. But as ſone as he coulde, the Knight 
recouering bis { wozde,rcquitted him ſo couragioſlpe, the 
Gpant being vnarmed, that had not the ſtrong hide od 
bim in fede of complete armour, the ( wozd bad entered 
the fleſh, wherof at that time be milled. Yeereat the wilde 
Gyant taliing bp againe the heaup \ wo2d, ſtroke the 
Knight of the Sunne vpon the toppe of the pcad-pace, 
but ha auoided the blowe lightlp, in ſuch ſozt, that the 
beante \ woz2d fell vpon the grounde, and b2ake in perces 
the bilfes onely remaining in his handes. Nowe bee foe 
the Gyant could raiſe vp his ( wo2d,the Knight of the Sun 
ranne him thzongh . When the Knight of the Sunne 


dadde accompliſhed thus much of his purpoſe,t& thought 
thers Þ 
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there had beene no moze fo bee done ſane now fo know the 
ſecrets which abode beehinde, and wherefo2e this trapght 
warding was o2depned. Therefo2e be went thꝛough all the 
bzidge vatill bee came to a path way which leade bat wene 
the outward wall and the great caſfle. Mhen her had wal- 
ked this path, about a bowe ſhot off he ſaw a little dwze, 
all engrauen with ſundꝛie kinde of poztraituxe, the ſtrang- 
nelle whereof with the varietie of the @to21c therein poz- 
traped, might haue held a god caruer a long tyme: the J 
mager ie was ſo dꝛawen that it woulde haue troubled the 
wit of Praxites to haue matched it. The gates were not 
on K but the chiefe part was of tele as (ſurely cloſed as 
the fir 

The knight of the Sunne thincking that percaſe they 
would open at the firſt puſh, ruſhcd againſt them with all 
his fo2ce , but his labour was loſt, and hee pzcugyled no 
mo2e then if her would haue bzoken downe the walles 
with bis fete . Therefoze he winded his hozne, whereat 
the gates burſt open,but no man appeared without, ſaue 
that when her was about to enter be ſaw two Gyaunts 
the one in the one fide x the other armed from top to foe, 
with head peeces of fine ſtcele, and theyz armour a fin- 
ger thicke in derpneſſe, thep held in they2 handes two bat- 
tayle ares rapſed vp alfot readie to diſcharge thepz blows 
bpon the commer in . The ficrcenefſe of they2 ſemblaunce 
was ſo ſtraunge that it is harde to beeleuc that any man 
had the courage to enter againſt his will, but if it had bang 
= dogge Cerberus he could not haue defended him the paſs 

age. 

This valyannt knight ſing them in ſuch ſozt pꝛepared 
* fo2 the fight, albeit hee wanted not courage to aſſay that 
fearcfull entrie,yet hee ſtayed in doubt bow hee myght en- 
ter without daunger, and ward the two firſt blowcs . Foz 
| ko recciue both theyz blowes at once was not poſlible 
without great hazarde,and otherwiſe enter hee conld not, 
but after long pauſing be came n as if he — 

v. alle

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haue paſſ?d though her ſhewed himlelfe', whereaf the 
Gyants as if he had entered inderd let dꝛiue they? blows, 
the whileſt the knight ſtept in bat wenne them, and taking 

tye next to hand, hee hitte the one Gyaunt onerthwart the 
pawnch, but his woꝛd entered not. The Gyaunts which 
at they2 firſt blows had bꝛoken theyꝛ heauie ctubhes dzew 
out thep2 b2oade ar ming Swoꝛdes, and lapd at the knight 
o! the Sunne. The one de reteiued on the word, the other 
he auopded lyghtly by ſtepping aſide . And willing to la 
the ende of the aduenture he ſtroke one of them full vp⸗ 

pon the viſour , wherewith hee had thought to haue he wer 
His face , but he was decepued, fo2 it dyd the Gyaunt ny 
moze harme then if hee bad beene ſmitten with an baſil 
wand. 

The Spaunks now lapde on loade, but hee diſappointed 
them bp the deliuerneſle of his bodie . And now conſider 
what thought this god knight was in. to fecle himſcife ab 
fapied by t wo free enimies, and not able fo hurt ngapne. 
Neyther was it poſſible to maſter one vf them by wal. 
ling, fo2 both the weaker of them two was to ircng fo 
bin, and perhappes while her ſhould deale with che om 
the other mpght dyſpleaſe him. Do that neptber of thel 
wayes were conuement , without ſome pꝛeſent help thi 
daunger certapne, vet in the ende he beganne to rebukt 
bimſ{ctfc.cuer ſaping: Sticke to it thou coward, and alba 
it as vet it ſæmes impoſſible foz to eſcape this pertiſons 
ſkirmiſh, yet ſtirre not thy fote, epther (halt thou ſone 0+ 
ue come oz fone loſe the vicozie,but neuer (halt thou loſt 
thy tnfamie , if thou dye flyeng,many times ſuch harde ad- 
uentures haue beene occaſton of greater glozpe, and it an? 
body but my ſelſe atchiue it, J ſhall not lyke my ſelſe u 
long as J line. 

Do gazing about fo ſeeke aduauntages hee marked the 
wicket ſkanding open ſomewhat bencath the Pozeh, 
where through hee myght well paſſe bp lpttle bowing 
yim(elfe , but neyther of the Graunts mygbt, except - 
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tell on all foure, ſoꝛ they were higher then he by the bꝛeſt 
downeward, when her ſaw this doze he bethought him 
ſelfe how to ber out from the danger of blowes which fell 
into his bꝛaine at a time of nedc. Thus it wa sas the Op- 
aunts were deſirous to hitte him, he euer ſtaped under, 
4 watching one ol them, as her was lyfting vp his armes, 
bœſoꝛe the blow cauld deſcend, her ranne and cloſed with 
him, and taking him by the gyꝛdle carryed him by ſtrong 
hand, and with all his fozce ranne agapnſt the wicket, that 
the Gyant not being able to paſſe thzough burſt both head 
and ſh1ulders agayiilt the wall, the gyant there died in his 
armaur. | | 
This done the ſtrong knight palled farther , and lef- 
ting the bodte fall, with as much ſperde as bee might be 
ranne to meete with the other Gyaunt, which then appꝛo⸗ 
ched with his Swoꝛd in both his handes fo haue (mit ten 
him. But theſe Gpaunts little acquaynted with keates of 
acmes,and the knight of the Sunne by the dexterity of his 
bodye defended bhimſelfe lyghtly from them and obtexned 
bictozte. 

Fo2 when the Opaunt had let bis Swo2d fall out of 
bis hands, her embzaced the Gyaunt with both his hands, 
and tourning himlelke twice about, at the thicd tyme hee 
lette him fall, that through the wayght of his bodpe his 
call burſt in his bodie, and her dyed pꝛeſently. This mer- 
naplous combatte bœing ended, the god knight was now 
wearie, and therefoze toͤke his caſe vppon a ſeate of ſtone 
which was in the Poꝛch, there te occupie himſelfe, be bæœ⸗ 
helde the ſtrong buildings of the Caſtle. After roaming a- 
bout lo finde ſome other way to depart thence, he ſound at 
one ende another gate all of pꝛon, and the gates ſhutte as 
all the firſt, whereby her ſaw that hæ had pet farther try- 
all to abide. * | 

And therefoze he reſted himſelfe where he ſat, after 
which done her aroſe, and paſſing thzough the fir ſt wall to 
the ſecond hee konnd the Gates ſhatte , and * 
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hee winded his hozne,p2eſently the ſfcele gates opened, and 
thcre came out thercof a flame of fire accompanied with 
great (moake,as if it had bene ſome place of hell,vntill the 
fmoake vaniſhed away he could ſee nothing. After hee faw 
becfoze the gate a beaſt in fozme like a crocodile, but ſomes 
what moze hidious, as it were a miſhapen monſter, pur po- 
ſed by nature to ſhew the lofhſomencſle of defozmitie, Out 
of his mouth he (cnt great flakes of fire, in the fangs ther 
ſatte a tuſ ne without the mouth about halfe a yard ver pe 
ſharp and cutting. 

The god knight abaſhed now fo ſ& ſo many flerce ke-+ 
pers in that Callle, as if it had bene nothing but a lodge 
of warders, (as he ſuppoſed) to kæpe in durance the ſonnes 
of Titan which once rebelled agaynd Jupiter . The which 
tale her hadde often heard in the Gentiles law, and pet the 
trauaple of conquering gricued him not alpke to the long 
loking fo2 of the ende, but not minding fo debate the mat- 
ter at this time, h toke bis ſwoꝛd in his hand, allapling 
the entrie, but the valy beaſt caſt ont ſuch a flaſh of firt 
that the knight of the Sunne little lyked of it. And no! 
being able to endure it hee gaue backe fill the heate Chould 
flake. 

This may a man ſay, that it troubled the knight mon 
then all that had paſſed , one cauſe was foz the ext remiiu 
of heate,another fo2 that bee ſaw no waye to come nan 
the beaſt, ſoz beefo2e hee might appꝛoch it, the beaſt would 
bee all on a light fire, but remembaing himſelfe of the cud 
which hee had left in the firſt entrie, and thincking that if 
Gould be the beſt weapon her might haue, he ran to fett) 
if, and retourning ſpedely hee found the monſter as you 
heard befoze ſpitting ont his fire. The knight of the Sun, 
with his long reach in his hand gaue the beaſt vppon thi 
fo:chead ſuch a blow that the head rent in two, am 
the terrible beaſt fel! fo grovnd, beating his fete acainf 
the grounte ſo hard, that it ſemed the Caſtle Choke with 

All, and the ſinoane which it ſent fozth,as at the quenepuy 
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of a great fire, ſo blinded the night of the Sunne fil! it 
was Tarke dead that he might not enter: {rom tence 
aſter her came to a favze Court, the ſumptuous bu: lding 
| whereof amazed him much, that in compariſon the gol- 
den ſfatues which Nero the Emperour of Rome crecco, 
nugot not moze delight him: no, no2 yet the woncers of 
the U 0210, the ſtatelp Pp2amides of Aez v', iuberein one- 
ly theyꝛ Btngs are buryed, and wherein hey waſted the 
moit pact of ther ſubſt ante miaht lyke delpght them . In 
bxyoiding his ſtraungeneſſe of thele buildinge g, J cannot 
tell pꝛeciſeip bis thought foz euerie circumſtaunce , but 1f 
his thought were as my thought, 02 ik the rcpozt bœ true 
which fir ſt came from hun, furely there was matter wcngh 
to gaze vpon, but what thinck pou hee noted cſpecially? o- 
thing but a Marble tone, but as it fell out to ſome gay 
rpoſe. 
« In the Parble fone were engrauen the valpant actes 
of all knights aliue oz dead,in ſuch oꝛder of time as they 
pued. Firſt the auncient , then the later, till bee came 
o the næreſt, verie few oꝛ none omitted. A rare perte of 
woꝛke, and maſt nedes haue bene done by other cunning 
then ſtoꝛie 02 caruing, foz the one, the papnes were inft- 
nite, ſoꝛ the other no mans reading ſtretcheth ſo karre as 
0 know euerie Stozie. But herein bee take great plca- 
lure, and it om the laſt to the firſt her ranne them ouer, her 
layed at his owne picture, wherebnte iopned next a- 
oue was Trebatio, and the next beneath was Roſiclecr. 
bel thꝛer pictures were freſher in his fancie then the 
hers, as if they had beene new made. Remembzing by 
he picture of Roſicleer the countenaunce of that knight 
vhme hee hadde found in the J!ande of Candramarte, het 
zalding foꝛth a great ſigb , and bleſſing the picture from 
be bottome of his heart, hæ ſpake theſe wozds vnto lyke 
urpoſe. 
Thou art a right god knight, and wo2thely placed a- 
ing the molt famous knights of the 'wwzld , foz J — 
ue 
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us not that among ſo many as are hare painted the! 
one ſo valiant as thou art. Foz albeif commonly we m 
much of our elders vertues, it is but as commonly m. 
things ſhew fapzer a farre ol, whereas when they come 
tr pall. they are but as oꝛdinarie. 

After this he muſed in himſelfe who that Treb: 
might bee, fo2 he neuer beard of luch a man: but by 
dꝛaught of the picture, bee te him to bee a comely pe! 
nage, of a milde and ſadde countenaunce , and it dyd | 
god to beeholde him: ſo loking farther hee ſaw the wi 
Stozie of the Emperour Trebatio dzawen vndernea 
from his firſt landing in Hungarie fill the houre of 
enchauntment in that Caſtle . Yow her was in the c. 
panye of Lyndaraza without knowledge of himſelfe 
witting of his friends. Now dyd hee at length learne 
parpoſe of the ſtrong wardes , which was to hould in 
Emperour Trebatio there bewitched fo; the company! 
Lyndaraza, whome beefozc hœ could reſtoze to the ne 
ledge of himſelle, be muſt bzing from that ptece of 
Caſtle which was inchaunted to that onely effec . T 
when her vnderſtode , it pittyed him much that ſo god 
Tmperour ſhould there bee in hald by falſe meanes 
the great ſoꝛrow of his ſubieas, and p2incipally of his v 
the Pꝛinceſſe Briana, whom be ſaw lyke wyſe all cladde 
black lyke a widdow , and to wozke ſome meancs of 
deliuerie, he loked about him which way was beſt to ta 
and liking beſt one of the galloꝛies the which was na 
to the paued court, that he followed, mounting vp a pa 
of ſtayzes all made of Jaſper, in the midſt whereof he 
comming downe a bigge night, armed with rich and 
ſtering armour, his face bare and of a freſh coulour, wi 
appꝛoching to him dꝛew out bis woꝛd, and without ( 
— — 4g laide at the knight of the Sunne as fiercely 

could. 
| The knight of the Dunne would rather haue ta 
with him to haue learned ſome newes, bat it coulde 
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vk, ſo it bxhoucd him to dzaw his Swozd and to defend 
er is 8 himſclfe. There bergan a hot ſkirmiſh,that the clattering 
make ol thep2 armour and the flaſhing of theyz @wozdes rang 
many tzhꝛoughout the Pallaice. This furpe notwithſtanding la- 
me to tied not long, koz the knight of the Sunne in a cholarike 
rage bitte his adverſarye ſo ſure vppon the toppe of his 
ebatio Helmet, that the bigge night fell downe and lay foz 
r the BY dead. ; 
perlo⸗ The knigbt of the Dunne Nfayed not fo make diſ- 
pd him patch of bim, but rather hauing compaſſion on him ( foz 
' whols ber ſemed a noble knight) hee vnlaced the knights helmet 
neath, to gie him ayze, but not beeing able then toreconer him, 
ol his her paſſed farther , and comming to the gallozie, he then 
he com. went vp another payze of ſtapzes ſo wide and bꝛoad, that 
elfe, c if two were going bp nere the two endes, ſcarcely the 
rne the one myght. know the other. Now in this bis wape 
d in tt albeit many things were which might haue ſtaped eyther 
an idle gaſer 02 a curious eye, and many things becſides 
to haue inuited a wearied man to take bis reſt, vet the de- 
fire of finding the Emperonr carryed his fete, and o- 
lercomming the paynes of the way her came to a poztall 
uriouſly wzought, to the entrie whereof there lead thas 
feppes of beaten ſiluer. By them her entered into a great 
damber where firſt the Cunperour Trebatio had a fight of 
the fayze and beautifull Lindaraza, and was bereaued of 
wits, 
to takt, In this Chamber hie was greatly abaſhed at the colt 
s ner and wo;kmanlſhippe of rich Tapeſtrie and other 0zna- 
p a pat ments, and euer though the ſtuffe were of the coſtlpeſt, 
of he mel {Wet the wozkmanſhippe bettered the matter. Vence muff 
h and gi We? as J tolde you conuape the Cmperour if ber meane to 
which Wake himſetfe knowne- Now fo2 your farther inſtrucion, 
now ohat among other thinges which the wle Lyrgan- 
eo gaue unte the keight of the Sunne, at his depar- 
ure from Babylon, he gaue him a lyttle Stone ſette in a 
ing of-exceltent fine golde, the (ame being of hy Fraungs 
bs _— 
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dertue that no inchauntment might pzcvaple againſt if, 
this hee was bolde to enter the Chamber, ard ba ing wii 
in was fre from the char me. Ou? of this chamber be cat 
to the Oꝛchard whervnto the chamber led, ſo freſh a 
delectable, that if euer ple are myght rauich the ſences 
man, a man micht affirme it of that place. In the ai bo 
nere the cutrie hte ſaw a number of fapze Sentlewom 
clothed with lite, thepꝛ bzeaſts bare and white as Ono 
ſome played on iuſtruments, and other long wat lie 
them. 

Snch kinde of Permaydes would haue berguplet 
well ſtaped Viyſſes , 02 ſuch'Pulitions as well foz the 
cunning ſong as theyz companie, would haue b2oug 
a watchfull Argus to a flepie head. A god way off 
ſawe the Emperour Trebatio and. the tapze Lind u 
alont, ſet in ſenerall chay2es,all vamindfullof other thin 
but of theyz loue and wiſh to other. The Emper our I. 
batio lcaned his head vppon the white and dilicate bzeaſ 
of Lindaraza, with ſuch he of pleaſure therein, that . 
poung Greeke feeling thereby in hunſelfe that which 
men haue, could haue bene content with the other 
rome, and fo2 verie loue hee made an inueuiuc againſt u 
ture which badde oꝛdeyned that kinde to haue ſuch ſon 
reingtie ouer valpaunt knights, with many woꝛdes to f 
ſame matter, but this was ret the want onneſſe of his im 
gination, his necke had not felt the yoake , hereafter pn 
þaps hee will ſpeakemo;searmetly when youlhall bels 


hun. a 

Now, when the Gentle women cſpycd bim as all 
baſhed they apde aſide theyꝛ Muſiche, with the ſod 
ſtay whcreof Trebatio aud Lindaraza lpfted vp 
heads, and\ſeing a knight lo Trongly made to come 
wards them , thep were onertaken with-feare, 
L'ndaraza, which gelling at the trouth of the matter 
bir long loue ſhould now take ende, fo2 berie ſozrow 
to ground, Trebatio comfozted hir in as much as yet 
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ppolence was offered but Ge replied with teares, ſapeng: 
Alus my Lo2d, J ſhall dye vnleſſe ycu do iuſtice on this 
Bmaht, which hath Here cntered Without my leave, and 
which bath interrupted our iopes by the deſtroping of mp 
hepecg.Berewith the Cn'perour very angrp, ſpahe to the 
Bnight,ſapeng. Dir Butght, why haue pou come within this 
place without the licenſe of this Ladie, it being hirs 4 kept 
by ſtrong kæpers fo2 hir vſr. Che Unight of the Sunne 
gentlx anl wered, Noble Cmperour J confeſſe J demaun- 
ded no leaue, and till now J mick with none which woulte 
acke wheretoze J came, but my arrant is fo2 pour ſclfe, 
which heere liue vnknowen, and haue fozgot ten your wife 
and Empire.

The Emperour and the knight of the Dunne had verie

When this was ſpoken Brandizel ba ſought 
bis compantons fo ſtap there in the batt aile, 1 fo giue bun 
lcaue to follow the Giant, which when they graunted him, 
bee putting his ſpurres fo his hoꝛſe followed the trace, the 
whiles the nights of Fraunce th2onobly galled their ent- 
mies. Foz the one of them mafchable J dare auoocy with

The Gpaunt was 

burt in many places, whereat as at the fozce of his ad- 

uerlarp bes was greatly eſtoniſhed g blaſphemed his Gods 

in deſperate manner, which had made him ſtay that gov 

unightes comming. Che Pzinceſſe Clarinea ſeing the Oi- 

ants bloud thus couer the ground, was ver ie glad, and hir 

colour bæcame freſh, which increaſed hir beautie:whereto 

a!ſo( o2tunz willing to bee fauourable)it was ſo that the - 

punce Brandizel beeholving bir, was enamozed of hir beau- 

tie, and entirely loued hir. Foz his heart now ſet on fire 

augmented his courage, and hee buffeted the Giant ſo, that 

in ſhozt time hee bnar med him in many places. In the end 

the Pꝛince deſtrons to giue end to the battaile, raiſed in 

his ſfirroppes, ſtroke a full blowe at the Giant vpon the 

ſhoulder, tht bis \ wo2d entered a handfull, and the Giant 

Fell dead.

ſhoulde coape with him, and then much moze making. of 
the Pꝛinces, he imbꝛaced them oftentimcs, and dcfired 
them to tell him their nemes, which at length ther did. 
And the Bing vnderſfanding of their bir thes, carried them 
with himſelfe towards the towne, where, in the wave her 
tolde them wha that Gyant was, and what the cauſe was

It was ſo.that 
one moꝛning by Sunne riſing, be ſaw a little boate paſſe 
by him, out of which be heard many crics,as if it had bene 
the labour of ſome woman, and thinking that there myght 
be naꝛde of ſome help. her was deſirous toknow what was 
in the Ship, and therevpon ge commaunded to iopne with 
them.

Roſicleer here well perteiuing what be 
went about, ſard vnto him: J would willingly Rolando, 
that as thou halt in ſhe w offered me great honour,fo2 tbe 
which J thanke thee, ſo that thou wouldeſt in dæde per⸗ 
fozme another thing, which Could bee leſſe impaire to my 
p:cſent honour then the leauing of the battaile: the bat- 
taile as thou laiſt would J gladly end, not onelp fo2- mine 
owne daunger which J am-liae to be in, but ſoz thy ſake, 
whome J rather wich to amend thy fault by lining and re« 
ſozing the Ladie to hir owne, then by dieng in a w2ong 
cauſe,o hazarde the vtter perdition. of thy ſoule : and foz 
truth take this,that J will choſe to die, then to ſuffer hy3 
cauſe to be loſt by my colluſton. Take therefo2e (ome other 
meanes to leaue this battaile,fo2 this will not ſucceede, oz 
let vs fight it cut, (02 J hope in God, that he will de fende 
the innocent. hen Roſicleer had ſaide this, Rolando 
thinking that his owne gentle ſpeach had made his em- 
mie moze bolde, beeeame mad out right, and foꝛgetting bis 
weartneſſe, toke his (wozd with both his handes, and 
therwith he ſtrake 1 olicleer ſo hard on the headpece.y he 
made him bowe both hands and wy bpon the —_ 
ll, t 
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the blolo being ſo heauie, as if a Tower had fallen bppoy 
him. Roſicleer riſing vp acquited it him, that he made tum 
ſcagger ſiue oꝛ ſire paces backward. And beet weene them 
the combat was renued . Now this clpceetallye refreſhes 
the phie Pꝛinceſſe Arguiroſo, that hir Knight treubled hir 
enimic moꝛe now then at the beginning. And not long af. 
ter it was apparant that Roſicleer had the better, fo2 No- 
lando bexan to be wearie, and could not moue out of his 
place. Rolicleer knowing the aduantage, and willing ke 
end the battaile the ſoner both fo2 the contentment of the 
Pꝛinceſſe, and the ſaſetie of Rolandos liſe, whome hee tudg. 
ed to bie a valyaunt knight, offered againe the conditicng 
be:o2e mentioned: but it was not Rolandos god hap, and 
true it is, that thoſe which line ſo wickedly, dye common 
ly as deſperatelp, leaſt they thould repent their faultes am 
finde mercic : Wut Rolando moꝛe then mate at the cur- 
teſte which was offered him, wold heare naught, but ſtrak;

The whiles that Rolando haled at his ſwozde, Rolicleer 
diſcharged his blowe with great ſtrength, and cutte the 
necke in {under troin the bodice. Wherewithall the whole 
multitude ſhowted, but tn diners kunes, ſome foz (ozrow 
of the Tpꝛaunts death, but moſt crieng 2: Linc thou Ar 
guiroſa, our Qucne and Ladye . Then albeit ſome of 
the ings kriendes woulde haue aducnged his drath, they 
durſt not Cqanifie it, the people being ſo bent after (he 
newe Quckne. The Knight of Cupide when the battailt 
Was ended, thanked God, and demaunded ok the Jridg- 
es, whether ought els were to be per foʒmed, foꝛ the reſto- 
ring of the P;incefle Arouiroſa to hir Bingdome. Ce T. 
which, all ſaide no, and the Trumpetts ſounded. Pet 0 
ſate the Pꝛinceſte vopon hir Palſrate till there tame te lap!; 
hir of the mol pzincipall Bnightes, and others Citizens, be u 
which now all fcare ſet aſide, durſt diſcouer their god u. baue

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The P2incelſe therewith and the knight of Cupide, with 
bir vnckle Alberto, rode in great honour to the Pallatce, 
wicke,that preſent dap, p P2incefle was crowned Quane, 
the chiefe Lo2bs kiſſing hir hand, in the name of the Gen- 
tlemen and Commons. After this, there was no tatke but 
of the marriage of the Qucene,cucry man as he wiſhed, na; 
min; the Knight of Cupide, which hir ſelfe moze deſired 
then they all, but knowing that tye Rntght of Cupide had 
tile where beſfowed his liking ( which ſhe gathered by like; 
lihode of ſperches which ſhee had heard in the ſhip; by the 
dep? ſighes which he hourelp fetched and eſpeciallp by his 
deuice, which did not argue in a new beeginner)thee ruled 
bir pallion the beſt ſhe might, and fo2 this time monued him 
not therein. Afterwardes, ſhe ſent foz Rolandos wife, hir 
mother in lawe to keepe hir companie, but the repozt was 
that foz anguiſh of minde ſhe had laine hir ſelfe.

The Emperour Trebatio and the Knight of the 
Sunne, are in their waye to the Kingdome of

T Þe Emperour Trebotio and the Knight of the ®unne, 
departing from the Jlande of Lindaraza, were ſefte 
laying in the Sen Euxino . Nowe; the ſhippe wherein 
be was, hauing ſo god and ſRKiſitill a goucrnour as weck 
baue tolde pou, was carried ſo \ wiftlye, that within two 
dayes they entered the mouth of Danubia, and being vy⸗ 
VP. ii. von 
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pon the riuer th2& dates and thꝛ& nightcs,the fourth dais 
in the moꝛning, they were (ct on lande ere that they wilt. 
The Cmperour loking about him,linew the countrey ve- 
rye well, ſince her had followed the Chariot fo the ſelfe 
ſame place. And being glad to haue arrined fo Hungarie 
ſo ſafe and ſo tho2tlie, hee embzaced the Knight of the &nn 
foz iope, telling bum that this was Hungarie, where the 
P2incefſe Briana lined. So hee dewiſed with him in what 
manner he might beſt make himſelfe knowen to the pzin- 
ceſſe, and conuate hir into Greece. The Knight of the 
Sunne beeing fo friendly af ked his aduice, aunſwercd ag 
faithfullic. My Lo2de, if is requiſite fo2 vs, firſt of all to 
knowe where the King Tiberio is, and in what o2dcr the 
2inceſſe now abideth,which beeing done, vou map þ bet, 
ter compaſſe that which you purpoſe. You ſay right well, 
aun! wered the Emperour, let vs kepe along the ſhoare, 
that if perhappes wee meete with ante one, wir mape en- 
quire what newes there are. So on fate they walked thee 
rough a Foꝛreſt, leading vppon the Riuer, wherein ther 
trauailed halfe a daie without meeting ante one: after, 
ſomwhat weried, they ſate them downe to reſt themſelucs, 
where they fed on ſuch vpandes as they had b2zonght with 
them from the boate. An halfe houre alter, when they had 
reſted indifferentlie, they ſawe nere at banoe a Gentle- 
woman vpon a palfraie, making as much haſte as ſhi 
could, and after hir a Knight on fofe with a naked ( woz, 
thꝛeatening hir if ſher ſtaid not, when b& onertoke hir to 
runne hir thꝛougb. The Gentle woman ſ&ing the Empe 
rour and the Knight of the Sunne, leapt from hir palfray, 
cryengout ; ſuccour mee god Linightcs,fo2 this traitcrous 
Knight will rauiſh mer. The Empercnr roſe vp, and com- 
fozting the Gentle woman, ſtaied a while till the night 
came to laie handes on hir, then her ſapde. Sir Knight ei⸗ 
ther let this Gent lewoman alone, oz tell vs why thou wilt 
carrie hir againſt bir will. The Knight which was both 
pꝛoude and pæuiſh, aunſ wered him, J will carrie hir a. 
| | way 
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wap mangre your f&th, and J baue no charge ko make 
you other aunſ were, but as to the cauſe, wit you will, it 
is foz my ſelſe and foz no other, whereof you (hall bee no 
jet J warrant pou. But you carrie hir not awaie, ſaid the 
Cmperour, foz ſoner ſhall you die then touch hir honour. 

The Knight thus ouer-awed in words, thought to make 

amendes in dedes, and ſodainly he hit the Emperour vn 
der the ribbes. The Cmperour to peelde it dim againe, 

ſtrake at his head, which her receiued in his ſhielde, g not 

daring fo abide another, hie fledde through the Fo2reſt as 

faſt as he might, neither the Cmperour no2 the Knight of 
the Sunne would follow him, but demaunded of the Gen- 

tile woman why that Knight purſued hir. 

Alas my Lo2des ſaid ſhe,my fellowe and J came rf- 
ding thꝛough the Foꝛreſt, where we were met with foure 
knightes which would haue carried vs away by fozce my 
ſelfe fledde this wape my companion another, and but if 
you do helpe hir, theſe wicked Knights will do hir villa 
nic. The Emperour hauing alone begun the battaile, de · 
ſired the Knight of the Sunne to abide ther. The while he 
toke the Gent lewomans palfray to ſuccour the other La» 
die. The night of the Sunne woulde rather haue taken 
that trauaile vppon him, then to exped the repozt,but not 
to impoꝛtunate the Emperour, he pꝛomiſed to ſtaie his 
comming, 02 to followe him , The Cmpcrour foke vp 
the gentlewoman beehinde him to conduct him on the way, 
and beeing bꝛought by hir to the midlT of the fozreff, about 
a flight ſhot, thep heard the ſcriching of ſome Gentlewo- 
man and following the ſound, they finde foure knights lat-- 
eng hands vpon a Gentlewoman, whereat ſhe cried out. 
The Emperoꝛ pꝛeſently as he ſaw it, diſmounted from his 
hoꝛſe, and cried to the knights ſaieng, nights let this gen 
flewoman alone, fo it is great villanie to fozce a woman. 
One of them hearing the Emperour, cried againe. Who 
made you a iuſtice, 0z do you Pa. fo: an Atturne ies fee,

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and they all th: laide at the Emperour, but it had bene 
better fo2 them not to haue bene ſohallic,foz ere long they 
receiued iuſt reward fo2 their inſolencie. Foz the Cmpe« 
rour cleancd one of them to the ſcull, and another from 
the ſhoulders downeward, the other as he made hall to eſ. 
cape, was taken ſhozte by the legges . Foz the Cmpe- 
rour albeit very inclinable to any reaſonable pitie, pet was 
he in this point verie rico20us, not to ſpare the diſhonog« 
rers of virguntie, his ſlayeng was: That it quenched the 
natarall lone bet wethe father and mother, fitter and beo 
ther, beet wane kiffe and kinne: that the baſtard boꝛne ſel⸗ 
dome came to god purpoſe : that it was partlic the ſinne 
of Sodomy,tc.And foz his owne fanlt,it was in dad mere 
innozaunce 02 rather conſtraint, and ther by the moze par. 
donable, o2 perhappes the detefiing of it himlelfe, made 
him moꝛe ſcuerelp cract the keeping of chaſtitie in others, 

But fozward with our matter: The Cmperour beœhold- 
ing this Gentlewoman whome þ& had ſuccourcd, knew 
hir pꝛeſentlie to bee Clandeſtria, a Gent it woman bœ long · 
ing to the Pꝛinceſſe Briana, wherewith her was the glad« 
deſt man in the wozlde, as hoping to hcare ſome god 

newes at his handes. Pet to couer himſelfe, he made the 

Gentle women ſit downe , him(clfe ſitting by them, and 

to tell him whether they went, and wherefoze they were 

in thole partes. The Centlewomen glad and faine that 

they might without dannger tell of what Countrep ghey 

were, and what their arraunt was thether warde, avn- 

{ wered. 

Sir Knight,we are berlonging to the P2ztncefſe Briana, 
Daughter to the king of this land: the cauſe of cur 
comming is that long time agone our Ladie {oft hir Hul 
band the: Pzince Edward p2ince of Britame, and hath neutr 
ſince beard of. him. Foz his ſake ſh& hath rcmaincd a 
widow in the moneCarte of the Riner,dcmcaning a vcry 
ſozrite life, as pent vp in a religious Clopſter.

Sir your curteous wozds makes 
bs the bolder to vtter our gricfe - Therefoze know you 
that J haue a ſiſter called Ehfandra, Dutcheſſe of Pan- 
nonia, and marryed to a Knight the moſt wicked manne 
that was euer bozne , foz h bath Caundered-hir with 
ich a nuſrepozt,as the lyke hath not biene heard off. 4

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So if is that nip ſiſter and her haue beene marryed eyght 
peres and haue had no chi/02ca,wheretoze he feat ing that 
alter his deccaſe 'the Dukedome ſhould. retourne to hir 
kinne, as by ryght it ſhouio, bæing hir onely mheritaunce , 
and minding to eſtablich the tate in his owne name, bath 
ſubboꝛned a deſpꝛate perſone to challenge hir of adulterie. 
By which meancs ſhee being executed as falſe to hir buf 
band all hir lands and gods are foꝛtapted to the hul band, 
as it were to make him amends of his wines wong. 
Now this lavnder is apparaunt to all men, but becauſe 
the Duke offereth that the Combat ſhall bæ graunted to 
him which ſball gayn - late the ſlaunder, the matter is made 
the lpkelyer, and is boꝛne out, though not by ſtrong hand, 
pet by pollicie, and pet no man dare oppoſe himlelfe to the 
challenger.

And this is the cauſe 
fir knight why we mourne, and lo ſhe& ended weeping bit⸗ 
terlr. 

The Emperour and the knight of the Sunne pittped 
them much, mernapling ſo vngodlp dealing could haue 
any place to reſt in Hungaric, but God is wyſe ſap they, 
yea, and (&fh his time. So the knight of the Sunne fal» 
king a part with the Emperonr, ſapde to him. Mp Lozd 
you (& god cauſe binding mee to pittie the Dutcheſſe in 
hir ext reame nede , if pon bee pleaſed therewith , J will 
goe aunſwere fo2 hir in the Court of King Tibcrio. Jn 
the meane time it will bee beſt fo2 you to goe to the mona- 
ſerie of the Riner, the moſt ſecretly that you map, and J 
will not fayle to certifie you from the Court if J heare 
dught which might auaple pou beeing knowen. This being 
done, J will with Govs help come to Greece, where F 
loke to finde pou very merry.

ing longer but to thanck him, they pulled vowne theyꝛ tent 
4nd to hoꝛſe backe they go. By the way her had much talky 
with Eliſea, foz ſo was the Dutcheſſe ſiſter named, her com. 
foꝛtung hir, and ſhe requeſting him to make ſpede, ſoꝛ ua 
lacke not many dayes of our appopnted time, when if wa 
faple wee ſhall loſe a god cauſe foꝛ lack of pitie in knights 
aduenturous. But let vs leane this, and turne wer to the 
Emperour in the companie of Brianas Gentlewomen.

1 © Empercur hauling gad hope fo mekte with the 
P2inceſſe, whom hee loued no leſſe then beefoze hee hat, 
when her hazarded his perſon foz hir fake vppon Ping 
Edward, made great haſt, and he tranailed with the Get 
tlewomen thꝛee dayes and ther nights. Now Wi hau 
folde pou often that the Pzinceſſe lodging was in ons 
quarter of the Ponaſterie —_— from the other, wert 
ſhee had a poſterne gate towards the wod,by which Clin

Then ranne thep toge- 
ther with ſuch fo2ce, that they made the Bꝛidge to ſhake, 
Florinaldes onely.ber{t his ſpeare vppon the Knight of the 
Hunne, but the night of the Dunne bare Flor maldes ouer 
and ouer ſo ſtrongly, that he had a ſoze bauſe and might

T Enert daye the king role earlier then her was wont 

to doe, beecavſe of the battaile which was to bee made 
betwene Aridon and the knight traunger . And Arp 
don lykewyle made moze halt, noz the knight. of the Sunne 
fapled ſoz his part. When all were inthe. flelde, the 
King cauſed the Datchelle ta bee bzought, which came the- 
ther in a mourning warde, and with (0 ſozrowfull a coun- 
tenaunce , that no heart ſo ſtonie but wonld have pittied 
hir, to2 hee had bene verie fayze , alwaycs accounted at 


wyle and bonelt, the ling demaunded of hir ng — 
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would referre the fryall of hir cauſe to the ſucceſſe of hit 
knight, whether god oz bad, whereto ſhæ aunſwered yea, 
and that cher had no other help but in God and the inno- 
cencie of hir cauſe. So was ſher lead to a ſcaffolve pꝛoui- 
| ved foz hir # other Gentlewomen. The Judges next were 
called foꝛ, which were named by the king, the Duke of Au- 
ſtrich, and the Duke of Saxonic, two auncient tniahts,and 
then reſtaunk in that Court. The Judges thus placed, A- 
ridon and the knight of the Sunne toke they2 Speares in 
theyz bandes,fozcing themſelucs againſt each other. Row 
found:d a Trumpet and a Yeralde cryed,Goe to knights, 
and God defend the rygbt. With this they ranne toge< 
ther with all the fozce they coulde: thcy2 encount rie was 
ſuch that Arydon burſt his Sprare and diſeaſed not his 
enimie, but the knight of the Sunne both burſt his ſpeare 
and bnhozſed Arydon,and with the fall þ& gaue him, al- 
_ bis backe while he papned himſelſe to kæpe the 
Addle. | 

Arydon thus b2uſed lift vp bis eyes to Heauen, and 
in deſpap2e of conſcience murmured to himſelfe ſome lpke 
thing. Thou O God as J blue baſt ſent this young 
man from Heauen to reuenge mp miſrepoꝛt, other wyſe | 
who is hee in this wozld which might baue ſatte ſo quy- 

et in his Saddle alter ſo vyolent a puſh as J haue giuen 
him, oꝛ who mygbt haue annoped Arydon ſo, and with a 
deſperate rage he dꝛew out his l wo2zd to haue ſheathed it in 
the knights hoꝛſe belly but the kniabt deſcended, and with 
his I woꝛd befo2ze him went toward Aridon, that bat w ne 
An: idem the battaple beeginneth. The King and the PzinceNe 
Sunne eber pꝛeſent were verp glad to ſ& ſo god a beginning of the 
de, thi ¶ Dutcheſſe delyuer aunce. And Aridon fapled not to doe his 
ne the* ¶ belt, that the Knight of the Sunne could not but take hun 
toun · $0! a trong knight, the battel endured a great whileno man 
pittied bring able to iudge who had the better, till that the knight 
ed as el the Dunnes courage grew as his honour increaſed , ſoz 
r heide was not angered at the firſt. The ende of this * 
wo ; 02 
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(toꝛ it was nat long neither veryequall) was in this man» 
ner, Arydon hitte the knight of the Sunne cn the beads 
peece, that bee bowed his knees to the ground. Then the 

kmaht of the Sunne gaue bim another that he faggered 
with it, the ſecond tyme Arydon hitte the knight of the 


czunne a b'ow vppon the head perce, where at the laſt 
tyme the knight of the Dunne ſtretching himſelke and fol- 
lowing his blow , wil all his might hitte Arydon ſo ſure, 
that Arydon feil vppon the ground, meuing neyther hande 
noꝛ ſote . The knight of the Sunne thincking it to tæe 
but an amaze, ſtade ſtill white Arydon myght recouer . 
avne. ö 
: The whileſt all the berholders much pꝛayſed the knight 
of the Sunne fo2 the beſt knight lyuing,as well commen⸗ 
ding his courage as his actiuitie. The Dutcheſſe Ei- 
fandra lpkewyle hating now lome hope by hir knight, gat 
hir coulour agayne,and hir iope was as much as hir huſ- 
bandes ſozrow. But you haue not pet heard the won 
of the wicked Duke, foz Ary don reuiued: whom when 
the knight of the Sunne ſaw ariſing himſelfe vp, b& cam 
laſtely, and holding the popnt of the l woꝛd agapnſt Ars 
dons thzoat her ſpake, ſayeng . Thou ſhalt dye falle Ars» 
don vnlicſſe. thou confeſſe the treaſou that thou haſt deu 
ſed agaynſt the Dutcheſle, and if thou doeſt dye in this 
obſtinate minde of concealyng ſo great outrage, thou ba. 
zardeſt thy ſoules health. Arydon as it were halfe awake, 
and pet not ſo loth to dpe as Croken with tcrronr of his 
pwne conſcience, aunſwered .. Thy woꝛos bane abaſhed 
me mo2c then the death which thou thꝛeateneſt, the faul 
which J haue committed, bath bꝛed a greater hozrour ll 
mp f-(y,vgt make the ludges come nere and J will declard 
the whole. 

The kntght of the Dunne called the Judges , thi! 
comming nec heard theſe wozdes of his owne mouth 
the lubſtaunce of the Dukes (hiſting to w2ing his wind 
inherifaunce to himſelfe, tn ſuch manner as you ha

heard in Eliſea repozt » The Judges frayght wapes 
declared it to the King,who deteſting they? fac,cauſed the 
DV KE to be appꝛebended, and both to be executed in that 
lace. 
Fo: albeit many of his nobles intreafed foz theyꝛ par- 
don, yet þ King ſo abhoꝛred the villanie that naught auay- 
led: and at this tyme was the law firſt cnaced in Hun- 
earic , that the law of puniſhment foz who:dome , ſhould 
ſtretch as well to the man as to the woman, that equall 
penaltie hould bee alligned to lyke offendours, whereas 
beloꝛe the men eſtaped, the women only were in daunger. 
Now after this execution, the Dutchefſe: Eliſandra was ſet 
at large, and the Qutene Auguſta reteiued hir with great 
honour into hir companye . The knight of the Sunne was 
bery deſirous to leaue the Cit ie:but the King deſired much 
to know him, and to haue him abide fo2 ſome time in his 
Court. In the tune of his abode, the Kniabt of the Sunne 
grew in moze familyar acquapntaunce with the Ring, and 
was much lpked of him, becauſe be ſemed to reſemble 
the Pzinceſſe Briana, but one day the Ring inpoztuning 
the young night to know his Kindzed , vſed ſuch lyke 
woꝛdes. 
Dir knight , wee thancke you heartely foꝛ the paynes 
that you haue taken in the Dutcheſſe of Pannonias behalfe, 
nd fo; the maintaining of hir honour, whereby if ſhe haue 
eceined tommodit ie of liuing and auotding ſhame, ſo haue 
receined ſome quietneſſe in my Realme by the open des 
efing of ſuch malefactours, and they2 punpſhment 
vil! ba occaſion of feare in others: fo2 this cauſe J have 
villed you to ſtap here, as thereto J pꝛap you heartelpe, 
but J pꝛap pon lette me know your name and where pou 
vere bo2ne,foz J know not how to call you. The Knight 
If the Dunne well nurtered in the Souldans Court, after 
"W's humble thanckes foz his Maieſties moſt gratious 
* — and the pzompyſe of acceptaunce, being a thing in 
Cc. very conttenyent foz. the-certifieng of the — 
te gan 
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de&ganne as followeth. Foz your Maieſties favour J thai 
moſt willinfriy doe your highnelle leruice, and ſoz the Dut. 
chelſe, J am gladde that the equitie of hir cauſe furthery 
my attempt, and foz my name and Count rie, J can bettet 
tell von the ſtoꝛie of my lyle unte J came to yeeres , then 
declare that. Yet am J called the knight of the Sunn; 
by my denice , and my education hath bene in the Soulday 
Court at Babylon, thether J being bzought by the Bing 
ſonne in law, the King of Perſia, when J was but a child, 
and as it hath biene folde mee, found in alittle boate vpn 
the Sea, foz my lyfe hetherto it hath bene in armes, ay 
that doe J meane to purfue . The King and thoſe whit 
were with him were greatly amazed that har dad cony 
from fo farre a cotmtrie , and hadde biene found vpon th 
fea, and that hee knew no moze of his eſtate , but they 
thonght that he was of ſome noble byzth.The King than- 
ked him, and in this 02der the knight of the Sunne ftazg 
with the King Tiberio foz certapne dayes, where he gay 
ned many friends, t one onely entmpy, by name Florinalds, 
which could not fo2get the ſhame received befoze his 9. 
ſcreſſe, although it had bone him no ſcath : fo2 in the em 
Albamira pzeferred him befoze the Carle Orfeo. &0 as 1 
ſay , yet Florinaldes ſeing the hondur of the Knight of th 
Sunne dayly to increaſe , to the diſcredit of the bozne Hur 
earian, his ſtomacke roſe agapnſt him, and one day he It 
vppon the knight-of the Sunne at bnawares , but to his 
owne loſle, had not the knight of the @nme bene mon 
mertifull, after they were made friends. But let vs bzeakt 
off this ſtozie to diſpatch the Pzince of Laſitania out df 
England. |

and aboue all the Pzinceſe Oluia was wozſt. wzinged, 
albeit hir griefe was not ſo manyfeſt. Now is there 
ſtayed in the Court the Pzince Don Siluerto ſtraungely 
ſurpꝛiled with the lone of Ohuia, and vſing the help of bis 
ſiſter Rodaſylua to the perſ wading of Oluua. One day the 
lat J take it her vufolded bis griefe unto bir, telling hir, 
that vnlelle thee found the meanes, hie ſhould here leaus 
his life in a farre Cauntrie.

The Poinceſſe angry at the heart with this ſptech, fl 
it was the thing moſt contrarie to hir with, replyedhott- 
ly. Padame Nodaſilua, if 3 had thought that the gal 
and loue which vou haue p2ofeſſed and J dwe confeſle he 
kended fo this iNue, I ſhould leſſe haue lyhed pour comp 
ny, and J tannot thinck well of it, that eyther vou ſhorſtt 
bzeake me of ſuch matters, 02 ſhould haue comm 
nit ation thereabouts with pour Bꝛother, who as pon lt! 
lacketh boldneſſe fo diſcouer his affection, which cannit 
be, doth her loue ſo earneſtip when he vouchlafeth not 0 
ſpealte vnto me but by. meſſenger - J ſuſpett pour Wo!

The Pam - 
celle oda / lua {0 harplie rebuked by the Pꝛinceſſe Oli- 
un and thereby gathering the little god will wa bare vn⸗ 
to hir bother, demaunded par don of hir ſpeach,and retur - 
ned to hir lodging, whether ſhee ſent foz the Pzince Don 
diuet io, and to him (he tolde the whole talke, with the 
Pzincclſe aunſ were, willing him not witt ſtanting not to 
giue ouer, but to make a bettet ſhewe, as if hir aunſ wers 
miſliked him not, and couert lp to labour to the King fo3 
his conſent. This can be not denie vou, and after pou map 
winne the Pe inceſſe: foz as pet hir cxcuſe is but of 
peares. 
The P2ince liking hir counſaile, departed from the 
Pzinceſſe bis ſiNer, and the next daye finding the King at 
leaſure, bee required his Maieſtie of a ſecret matter.The 
Ring commaunded thoſe in pꝛeſence to auoide, and toke 
hun to a windowe, where the: P2ince after his duetys 
done, beeganne on this ſozt.

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defire woulde take effec. Rowe the King fo knowe thy 
Pꝛinceſſe miude therin, went himſeife to the pꝛinteſſe lod. 
ging, where findirfg bir alone, hæ counſailed bir in this 
fozte . It hath pleaſed God that the Pꝛince Edwarde 
thy bzother ſhuld be loſt in the realme of Hungarie, 3 hq. 
ning none other childe but thee, thinke if connemient both 
fo; mine owne liking,and the common p2ofitte of mp ſub⸗ 
jectes,to haue ther marted with ſome P2ince of like effate, 
Lhis haue J thought on a long tune, and now vpon ma- 
ture deliberation bad with ſome ſpectall of my connſaile, 
J baue founde one : a Printe which both oz bis power 
may; and foꝛ hir courage will, and fo his nobiſitie is woz- 
thie to beare ſ wape in ſo great an eſtate as tbis is: him 
am J content to t ake foz ſonne in lawe, and to commend 
my title vnto vou. This P42tnce is Don Siluerio int 
of Luſitania, whom vou know rigbt well, 4 comely Kita 
of perſonagr, valiant in armes, ot᷑ a couragious ſpirite: a 
boue ali, vertuous, and in his dealings cirtumſpec, court 
ous of ſpeach, and of High eſtate, as J Hnewe fewe like 
There are beſides to commend this match, the entercourle 
of traſficke beet werne our ſubicctes, and the friendfhip be- 
twene his parents and me. Herrein therefs2e ſape your 
faincte, foz ſo farre as reaſon will, J am content to heare 
vou. Thus ſaide the King, But the Pꝛinceſſe whom theſe 
woꝛds mo2e galled, then either ſ woꝛde oz ſpeare, not kno! 
wing how to ſhifte off the Bing bir father, and not co an- 
were his demaund, ſtod in a maze fo2 feare. The Bing ſa 
ing bir ſo ſtlent, af ned the cauſe why ? the aunſ wered no- 
thing pet a while . In the ende fozced fo ſay ſome what, 
tee rather excuſed hir ſilence then reſolued the doubt: By 
Loꝛde and father ſaith ſhee, J haue not aunſ wered you he⸗ 
therto. bet auſe q Eno we not howe to dw neither may pon 
nowe loke fo; a ſull aunſ were. The matter is ſo ſtrange 
vnto mer, as that neuer thought of it bæſoꝛe, and yort 
Yrgbnefeknoweth that J am of young peares, and as vt 
A haue no deũre to marrie, the time groweth on when! 
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Gall bee of moze age, and then perhaps ſhall haue mo2e 
deſire, which when ſocuer it falles out; wall bæ of pour 
c<opce moze then of mine owne. The King thinking that 
x bad ſpoke as the ment, and that bir young age hadde 
bane hir onelp ſtape, toke in god part this excuſe, wil - 
ling hir not withtanding to remember what he had ſaide. 
So the King departed aud the Pzinceſſe remained ſome 
what better apa ped by the Kings liking of hir aunſ were, 
but hir hope was, that Roficker would come, and that be 
being pꝛeſent, the Kings minde might bee altered as touch 
ing Don Siuluerio, and tog this cauſe ſhe made manp a ſe- 
tret vowe fo his ſpa die retourne,but aboue ali ſhe la k cd 
fo; Fidelia. The Bing at his retournc, cauſed Don Silue- 
rio to be called. to whome he declared his talke with his 
daughter, and hir aunſ were, adding mozeouer, that bere- 
after her thought the matter poſſible inough . ſoʒ hir god li- 
king, beſides his, whereof her might ber aſſured, Don Sil- 
uerio Was the gladoe ſt man aliue, and thanking the Bing 
fo; ſo high fauo2,fo2 that time be departed from the Bing, 
bat the Painceſſe grew to be moze melancholyck then be- 
foze,fo2 e eſpped what courage he had t ahen by the com · 
fo;t which the Ling had giuen bim. After Don Siluerio 
thinking the matter fare mough departed the realme with 
his ſiſter Rodalilua,where let vs leaue him, and tour ne to 
the Emperour Trebatio. 


TThe Emperour Trebatio carried awaye the Prin- 
celle Briana from the Moneſtarie of the Riner. 
p. 56. | 

IA great pleaſare and contentation did the Cmpe- 

raur: Trebatio remaine with the -Pzincefſe- Briana, 
at the moneſtarie of the Riuer, where, by their tontinu- 

; wit | ance together, their loues inccealed ſo towardes each o- 

uber, that either of them delygbted in the other, and ey 
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tber of them thought themſelues happie when ther were 
in the others companie. 

This loue bat wene them was in other manner, then 
that which ariſeth by ablaſt of beautie: and it cndurcd (0 
long bet werne them, that neither veares noꝛ ſickneſle, no; 
death ſcarcely could once impatre it, and fo2 this lcucs ſabe 
could the Emperour Trebatio willing haue fozbozn both 
kiffe and kindzed, and acquaintaunce in his owne coun - 
trep: and to2 his lone, durſt the 13zinccſe aducnture 10 
flze bir fathers Realine, and to abandonne hir ſelfe to vn. 
knowen pallages, and to trauaile with Trebatio int 
Greece. As the Emperour Trebatio finding oppoztunitic 
tolde hir that be badde counſailed with the Lnicht of 
the Sunne as touching their departure, by whom bee bn. 
derſtod that both fo2 themſelues and foz the Bing Tibs 
tio it was meetelt to depart;otherwiſe ſaith he, mare the 
Ving pour father bee blamed fo2 the death of the Pzinc 
Edward, and our tope might finde ende if J were diſcous 
red, but fo2 the diſpatch of thts whole matter, bee ſatd that 
I Gould leaue a letter in hir chamber, wherein Could 4 
(hewed both how and in what manner all thinges had bent 
done which pon haue heard of. The P2fhres yelded then 
to gladly, and beetweene themſelues they pꝛouided thing 
- neceſſary fo2 their departure, none being pꝛiuie therto but 
Clandeſtria and the other Gentlewoman. The dape been 
the Pꝛinceſſe ſhould depart, he told hir Gentlcwomen, 
that (hee had vowed ninc dates (aſt in hir lodging, char- 
ing that fo2 that time none ſhould trouble hir, ſaue that u 
would haue Clandeſtria as h&@ was wont and this Ger 
tlewoman fo2 neceſfarte occaſion. The Pꝛinceſſe was thus 
wont to do verp often, which made it p2obable. The nat 
daye when all were readie and badde voided the Pen. 
telle lodging, the Emperour thꝛewe in his letter, am 
Clandeſtria ſhutte the doꝛe : o by the ſecrrtte poſtern 
tyep all departed. This was a god Whtite-befoze dare 
and they toke ſuch hozſe as padde bene „ | 
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2 incelſe.”Bo the opentg of the moꝛning they had ridden 
a pzetie wap, and the P2incefſe beeing weary turned out of 
the way to reſt hir ſelfe in a hade, as cuerte thing made 
hir afratde and wearie, till that Clandeſtria haſtned hir on, 
by ſaicng that ſhe thought hir buſineſſe would be ſuſpected, 
in that (hee fetched not p bꝛoths as ſhee was went . So vp 
to hoꝛſe they goe, and hare bꝛeaketh of the firſt boke, what 
happencth by the wap the ſecond boke declareth. Now let 
vs remember by the way where wee left our wozt,y p2ins 
tes that when wee haue nede of them, wee may there finde 
tem. The Emperour in his way to Grecce: the night of 
the Sunne abideth in Tiberios court: Don Silutria is vps 
pon the Dea towards Luſitania: Roſicleer now departeth 
f:2m Theſſahe after the eſtabliſhing of the kingdome to the 
Auene Argurola: Brandizel and Claucrindo ftay in the 
Ring of Polonias Court, where the P2ince Bargandel ma- 
keth lone to the P2incefſe Clarenia: Zoylo Pzince of Tar- 
tarian,Bargandel Pꝛinte of Bohemia, and Liriamandro Pzince 
of Hungarie, all the together ſoiourne at the Cmperours 
Court of Trabiſond, with the P2incefſe Claridia- 
naa woman Knight, of whome this whols 
ozis ſpecially intreateth,but moze 

at large hereafter. And 

thus endeth 
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
